At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 28rd day of June 1875. 


By the Lords of the Committee of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council on 
Education. 


Read :— 


(1.) The 12th section of the Factory Act, 1874, which provides that,— 

«© After the first day of January one thousand eight hundred and seventy-six, for the 
* purpose of this Act and of the Factory Acts, 1833 to 1856, in the case of a factory 
* to which this Act applies, a person of the age of thirteen years and under the age of 
** fourteen years shall be deemed to be a child, and not a young person, unless he 
has obtained from a person authorised, by the authority herein-after mentioned a 
certificate of having attained such standard of proficiency in reading, writing, and 
arithmetic as may be from time to time prescribed for the purposes of this Act by 
that authority: Provided that any such person who previously to the first day of 
January one thousand eight hundred and seventy-six is lawfully employed in any 
such factory as a young person, may continue to be so employed in like manner as 
*¢ if this section had not been enacted. 
“The authority for the purposes of this section shall be— 

“(a.) In England the Lords of the Committee of the Privy Council on Education ; 

*(b.) In Scotland the Lords of any Committee of the Privy Council appointed by 

“ Her Majesty on education in Scotland ; and 
“(¢.) In Ireland, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, with the advice of his Privy 
* Council. 

“The standard of proficiency so prescribed shall be published in the London, Kdin- 
burgh, or Dublin Gazette, according as it is prescribed by the authority m England, 
Scotland, or Ireland, and shall not have effect until the expiration of at least six 
months after such publication.”

So much of the said charter as incorporated the said Body Corporate, and as will 
serve to maintain the same as altered, with all the property, rights, powers, and ir.cidents 
of the said Body Corporate, shall continue in force; and subject thereto, from the date of 
this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873, are 
capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated shall, so far as relates to the management 
of any of these endowments, be repealed and abrogated. : 


7. From the date of this Scheme’ all rights and powers reserved or belonging to, or 
claimed by any body or person, other than Her Majesty, as Visitor of any of these 
Foundations, shall be transferred to Her Majesty, and all such rights and powers, and 
also any like rights and powers vested in Her Majesty on the 2nd day of August 1869, 
shall be exercised only through and by the Charity Commissioners. 


8. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any teacher under this Trust shall be abolished. 


Part IJ.—ConstituTion oF GoverRNING Bopy anD MaNnAGEMENT. 


9. The Governing Body, hereinafter called the Governors, shall ultimately, when com- 
pletely formed and full, except as hereinafter provided, consist of 18 persons, of whom two 
shall be ex-officio Governors, eight representative, and eight co-optative. 


10. The ex-officio Governors shall be— j 
The Mayor of Wakefield, and f 
The Chairman of the School Board for Wakefield, for the time being, if they will 
respectively undertake to act in the trusts of this Scheme. ty 


uu. The Representative Governors shall be elected— 
Five by the Town Council of Wakefieid, and 
Three by the School Board for Wakefield. 


12. The co-optative Governors shall, except as hereinafter provided, be appointed by 
the. Governors, by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them, with all proper 
information to the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales, at their office in 
London; but no such appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said — 
Commissioners and their approval certified under their official seal. _ 


13. The representative Governors, except as hereinafter provided, shall be appointed 
to office for the term of five years. ‘The co-optative Governors, except as hereinafter 
provided, shall be appointed to office for the term of seven years. Any Governor may be 
re-appointed. 


14. The first representative Governors shall be elected as soon as conveniently may be 
after the date of this Scheme. The first co-optative Governors shall be the persons | 
who at the date of this Scheme are the members of the said body corporate, and shall be 
appointed ‘to office for life. " 


15. Any representative or co-optative Governor, becoming an ex-officio Governor, 
shall hold office in his double capacity, but, subject to the provisiov hereinafter contained 
as to the casting vote of the Chairman, shall have only one vote onany question, and his 
place as Governor in each capacity shall be deemed to be full. 


16. If during his term of office any Governor, not being an er-officio Governor, becomes 
bankrupt or incapacitated to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to 
retire, or omits for the space of one year to attend any meeting, the Governors shall 
cause a record of the fact to be entered in their books, and upon such record being 
entered, the Governor to whom it applies shall forthwith cease to be a Governor. 


17. Each vacancy in the office of Governor, other than that of an ex-officio Governor, 


_ shall, as soon as can conveniently be managed, be filled by the appointment of a new

into office. 


Governor in manner hereinbefore prescribed, by the body entitled on such vacancy to 
elect or appoint a new Governor, as the case may be, but so that, except at first as herein- 
before provided, there shall never be more than eight co-optative Governors. On each 
vacancy in the office of representative Governor, notice thereof shall be given by the 
Governors to the proper electing body. Any Governor appointed on a vacancy caused 
under the provisions of the last foregoing clause, shall be appointed to office for the 
remainder of the term vacated by his predecessor, unless he is appointed in the place of 
one of the first co-optative Governors, and in that case he shall be appointed to office for 
the term of seven years. : 


18. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious 
worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor 
under this Scheme. Women may be Governors. No teacher of any of the schools shall 
be a Governor. 


19. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends, sign a memo- 
randum declaring his acceptance of the oftice of Governor, and his willingness to do his 
duty as such, and to act in the Trusts of this Scheme. And until he has signed such a 
declaration he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions of a Governor. 


20. The 


20. The Governors shall hold meetings in some convenient place in Wakefield, or else- 

- where, as often as may be found necessary for the management of the Trust, and at least 
two ordinary meetings in each year, on some convenient days to be appointed by them- 
selves, and after such notice as they shall think fit to prescribe. 


21. The Governors shall, at their first meeting in every year, elect one of their number, 
- who shall be called the spokesman, to be chairman of their meetings for that year, apd 
make regulations for supplying his place in case of his absence. For the purpose of this 
Scheme, the year shall be deemed to commence on the 30th September, or on such other 
day as the Governors may from time to time determine, 


22. A quorum shall be constituted whenever seven Governors are present. Whenever 
any decision is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the whole existing number 
of Governors, any Governor may, within fourteen days from the day of the decision; 
demand that the decision shall be once reconsidered at a special meeting. 


23. The Governors may. at any time appoint a committee of not less than three 
Governors to transact any business of the Trust, with such powers as the Governors 
think necessary, but the acts of every such committee shall be reported to the Governors, 
and be subject to their approval. 


24. Any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting for any cause that 
seems to them sufficient. 


25. All special meetings shall be convened by notice in writing to the Governors, 
specifying the object of the meeting. And-it shall be the duty of the clerk to give such 
notice when required by any Governors having a right to summon such a meeting. 


26. All matters and questions shall be determined by the majority of the Governors 
present at any meeting; and in case of equality of votes, the chairman shall have a second 
or casting vote. 


27. If a sufficient number of Governors to form a quorum are not present at any 
meeting, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, those present may 
adjourn the meeting to’a subsequent day. 


28. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors,: 


and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 


‘them for that purpose, and minutes of the entry into office of every new Governor, and of 


all proceedings of the Governors, shall be entered in such minute book, and duly signed. 


29. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the Governors, and 
such accounts shall be stated for each financial year, and examined and passed annually 
at a meeting to’be held within one-month from the commencement of the ensuing financial 
year, and shall be signed by the Governors then present. For the purposes of this 
clause, the financial year, notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, shall be 
deemed to end on the 29th day of September as heretofore customary under this Trust, 
or on such other day as the Governors may from time to time fix. reps one 


30. The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published 
annually in two local newspapers. Such abstracts may be in the form appended to this 
Scheme, unless: any form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, in which case the 
form so prescribed shall be followed. : 


31. The Governors shall make such arrangements as they may find most fitting for the 
custody of all muniments, title deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust, for 
deposit of money, for drawing cheques, and for the appointment of agents for the conduct 
of their business. If any such agent is himself a Governor he shall not be entitled to a 
salary. 

32. All lands and hereditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the Trust, and all 
terms, estates, and interests therein, shall vest in the Official Trustee of Charity Lands, 
and his successors; and all stock in the public funds and other securities belonging to the 
Trust, not being stock subject to the provisions of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Acts, 
shall be transferred to and vest in the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom the 
dividends and income arising therefrom shall be from time to time paid to the Governors, 
or their order. ‘hs 


33. The Governors may from time to time, when and as favourable opportunity offers, 
if the Charity Commissioners deem it to be for the permanent benefit of the Trust, and 
with their sanction, sell such real estates of the Trust as are not required to be used for 
the objects of this Scheme, and shall, with the like sanction, invest the proceeds in the 
names of the Official Trustee of Charitable Funds in such mode as the Court of Chancery, 
in exercise of its statutory powers, or as any Act of Parliament may authorise for the 
_ investment of Trust Funds in general. 


34, All the estates and property of the Trust remaining unsold, and not required to be 
retained or occupied for the purposes thereof, shall be let or otherwise managed by the 
Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, according to. the general law 
applicable to the management of Charitable Foundations. 

16. ay A2 35. Any 
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35. Any money arising from the sale of timber, or from any mines or minerals on the 
Trust estates, shall be treated as capital, and be invested in manner aforesaid, except in| 


-any special case in which the Governors may be authorised by the Charity Commissioners — 


to apply such money or any part thereof as income. 


Parr III.—Boyrs’ anp GirRus’ SCHOOLS. 


36. There shall be established or maintained under this Trust two schools for boys, to 
be called respectively the Grammar School and the Technical or Trade School, and a 
school for girls. 


37. As soon as conveniently may be after the date of this Scheme the Governors shall : 
provide on land secured to the Trust, and according to plans and estimates approved by 
the Endowed Schools Commissioners, or, after their powers have ceased, by. the Charity 
Commissioners, such additional buildings as may be required for the purposes of the said 
schools, arranged so as to admit of convenient extension, The buildings for the Trade 
School shall be suitable for not less than 100 day scholars, with a residence for the head 
master. The buildings for the girls’ school shall be suitable for not less than 100 scholars, 
with a residence for the head mistress, and, if the Governors of the girls’ school herein- 
after mentioned think fit, accommodation for boarders. 


38, For the purposes of such respective sites and buildings the Governors may spend 
such sums, to be raised out of the capital funds or property of the Trust, in such manner 
as the Charity Commissioners may direct. ; 


39. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody 
of, any day scholar at any school under this Scheme may claim, by notice in-writing 
addressed to the principal teacher, the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer 
or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, and 
such scholar shall be exempted accordingly ; and a scholar shall not by reason of any 
exemption from attending prayer or religious worship or from any lesson or series of 
lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or emolument in any school 
under this Scheme or out of this Trust to which he or she would otherwise have been 
entitled. ! 

If the parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having. the actual custody 
of, any scholar who is about to attend any school under this Scheme, and who, but for 
this clause, could only be admitted as a boarder, desires the exemption of such scholar 
from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a 
religious subject, but the persons in charge of the boarding houses of such school are not 
willing to allow such exemption, then it shall be the duty of the Governing Body of such 
school to make proper provisions for enabling the scholar to attend the school and have 
such exemption as a day scholar without being deprived of any advantage or emolument 
to which he or she would otherwise have been entitled. y 

If any teacher, in the course of other lessons at which any such scholar is in accordance 
with the ordinary rules of the school present, teaches systematically and persistently any 
particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of which any exemption has been claimed, 
as in this clause before provided, the Governing Body of the school shall, on complaint 
made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person liable to maintain or having 
the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant, and inquire into the circum- 
stances, and if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all proper provisions for 
remedying the matter complained of. 


40. No person shall be disqualified for being a master in any school under this Scheme 
by reason only of his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 


41. No alteration in any regulations made by the Governors respecting the religious 
instruction to be given in any school under this Scheme shall take effect until the expira- 
tion of not less than one year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 


42. The Reverend James Taylor, D.D., shall from the date of this Scheme cease to be 
the master of the Grammar School, and the Governors shall thereupon, in consideration . 
of past outlay by him on the land and buildings occupied by the kead master, and of his 
expenses in removing therefrom, pay to him the capital sum of 350/., and shall from the 
same date pay to him the sum of 2007. yearly during his life. 


43. If the Governors do not provide Mr. John William Young, heretofore head master 
of the abovenamed Green Coat Charity Schools, with suitable employment under this 


Scheme, the Governers shall pay to him out of the Trust funds a capital sum equal in 


amount to his salary for one year as such head master. 


44, Nothing in this Scheme shall] affect any interest which was on or before the Ist 
day of January 1872 legally vested in any scholar or exhibitioner on any of the Foun- 
dations dealt with by this Scheme, or in any apprentice bound thereunder. The 
Governors may further continue the payment of exhibitions as heretofore to all exhi- 
bitioners under Storie’s University Gift, either already elected or to be elected, as pro- 
vided by this clause. Notwithstanding anything contained in this Scheme, until the 2nd 
day of August 1875, the Governors may elect an exhibitioner or prea hi under 

torie’s 
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Storie’s University Gift, from boys who were in the Grammar School on the Ist day of 


January 1872. The Governors may continue the payment of ‘any yearly sums to the 


- poor persons who on the Ist day of March 1873 were in receipt of such sums out of the 


endowment of Bromley’s New Gift. 


Part I1V.—TuHe Grammar SCHOOL. 


45. The Grammar School shall be a day and boarding school, consisting of a senior 
and a junior department, under one head master. 


46. The head master shall be a member of the Church of England, and a graduate 
of some university within the British Empire. 


47. The head master shall be appointed by the Governors, at some meeting to be called 
for that purpose, as soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or 
after notice of an intended vacancy. The circumstance that he has taken or made, or 
omitted to take or~make, any oath or declaration on obtaining a degree, shall not affect 
his qualification. In order to obtain the best candidates, the Governors shall, for a suffi- 
cient time before making any appointment, give public notice of the vacancy, and invite 


* competition by advertisements in newspapers, or by such other methods as they may judge 


best calculated to secure the object. 


48. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
calendar months’ written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least 14 days, and duly convened for that 
express purpose, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two- 
thirds of the Governors present. 


49. For urgent cause the Governors may, by resolution passed at a special meeting 
duly convened for that express purpose, and affirmed by not less than two-thirds of the 
whole existing number of Governors, declare that the head master ought to be dismissed 
from his office, and in that case they may appoint another special meeting to be held not 
less than a week after the former one, and may then by a similar resolution, affirmed by 
as large a proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors 
assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from 
his office until the next meeting, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as large a pro- 
portion of Governors. Full notice and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be 
given to the head master. 


50. Every head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to sign 
a declaration, to be entered in the ininute book of the Governors, in the. following 
form :— 

9 I, declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, discharge 
“ the duties of head master of the Wakefield Grammar School during my tenure of’ the 
** office, and that if 1 am removed by the Governors, according to the constitution of the 
** said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon relinquish all claim to 
“the mastership and its emoluments, and will deliver up to the Governors, or as they 
“ direct, possession of all their property then in my possession or occupation.” 


51. The head master shall reside in the dwelling-house assigned for his residence. He 
shall have the occupation and use of such house and of any other property of the Trust 
of which he becomes occupant, in respect of his official character and duties, and not as 
tenant, and shall, if removed from his office. deliver up possession of such house and other 
property to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, except with the permission of 
the Governors, permit any person to occupy such house or any part thereof. 


52. The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the school, and 
during his tenure of office he shall not accept or hold any benefice having the cure of 
souls, or any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere 
with the proper performance of his duties as head master. 


53. Neither the head master nor any assistant master shall receive or demand from any 
boy in the school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of anysuch boy, any/gratuity, 
fee, or payment, except such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme. 


54. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group 
of subjects, the division of the year into term and vacation, the payments of the day 
scholars, the number and the payments of the boarders, and the number of holidays to be 
given in term. ‘They shall take general supervision of the sanitary condition of the school 
buildings and arrangements. They shall’ determine what number of assistant masters 
shall be employed. ‘They shall every year assign the amount which they think proper to 
be paid out of the income of the Trust for the purpose of maintaining assistant masters, 
and of maintaining a proper plant or apparatus for carrying on the instruction given in 


the school. 


55. Before making or altering any regulations under the last preceding clause, the 
Governors shall consult the head master in such a manner as to give him full opportunity 
for the expression of his views. 
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 Surisdiction of 56. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the

Governors, in what proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of 
assistant masters, and of plant or apparatus, shall be divided among the various persons 
and objects for the aggregate of which it is assigned. And the Governors shall pay the 
same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master or directly, as they think 7 
ety best. The appvintment or dismissal of the senior assistant master in the junior department ay 
ane shall not be valid until it has been confirmed by the Governors. 


4 “Proposals by Head 58. The head master may, from time to time, submit proposals to the Governors for 
_ Master. _ making or altering regulations as to any matter within their province, and the Governors 
shall consider such proposals and decide upon them. 

Income of Head 59. The head master shall receive a fixed stipend of 2007. a year. He shall also 
Mester. receive head money, calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be deter- 


mined by the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 2/., nor more than 4/. a year 
for each boy in the junior department, and not less than 4 /., nor more than 8 /. a year for 
each boy in the senior department. The payments of stipend and head money shall be 
made terminally or quarterly as the Governors think fit. Z 


Boarders : 60. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think right for the reception of

Fees. 61. All boys, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such entrance and tuition fees as 
Hi the Governors shal] fix from time to time, provided that no such entrance fee shall be more 
than 10s. in the junior, or more than 1-J. in the senior department, and that no such tuition 
fee shall be less than 57., or more than 10/. a year in the junior, or less than 10 /., or more 
than 207. a year in the senior department. No difference in respect of such fees shall be 
made between any scholars on account of place of birth or residence, or of being or not. 
being boarders. The payment for a boarder, apart from tuition fees, shall not exceed the 
rate of 60/. a year. No extras cf any kind shall be allowed without the sanction of the 
Governors, and written consent on behalf of the scholar concerned. 


- Payments for _ 62. All payments for entrance or tuition shall be made in advance to such person as the 


_ entrance, tuition, or Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be accounted for by the person 
es arcing: receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the general income of the

_ Ages for Junior 63. No boy shall be admitted into the junior department unless he has attained the age 
5 Department. of eight years, and, no boy shall remain in that department beyond the end of the term in 

which he attains the age of 15 years. 

Ages for Senior 64. No boy shall be admitted into the senior department unless he has attained the age 
Department. of 12 years, and, except with the permission of the head master, no boy shall be allowed 


is to remain in that department beyond the end of the term in which he attains the age of 
rae 19 years. And the head master shall make regulations for the withdrawal of boys from 
. either department of the school, in cases where from idleness or incapacity to profit by the 
instruction given they have fallen materially below the standard of position and attainment 
proper for their age. 


- To whom school 65. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
i alae school and all advantages of the school shall be open to all boys who are of gooa character 
ie and of sufficient health, and who are residing at home with their parents, guardians, or 
next friends, or in some boarding-house established under the sanction of the Governors. 
No boy, not so residing or boarding shall be admitted to the school unless he has previously 
obtained the permission of the Governors. : 


66. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person named by the Governors, according to a printed form to be approved 
of by them and delivered to all applicants, 


_ Register of applica- 67. The head master, or other person named by the Governors, shall keep a register of 
p08. applications, showing the date at which every application is made for the admission of a 
boy, the date of his admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the age 
of the boy at the date of the application. Provided that every person requiring any applica- 
tion to be entered shall pay such fee as the Governors shall fix, not exceeding five 
shillings. 

- 68. Every 
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68. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
notice to the parents of those whose turn is arriving. No boy shall be admitted to the 
‘school without undergoing the examination for admission to the department to which he is 
admitted, and being found fit for admission. Those who are so found fit shall, if there is 
room for them, be admitted in order according to the dates of their application. Tf there 
is not such room the Governors may direct that their priority shall be determined by 
competitive examination. 


69. The examination for admission to the junior department shal! be graduated accord- 
ing ‘to the age of the boy, but never fall below the following standard, that is to say :— 


Reading easy narrative. 
Writing small text-hand. 
Simple sums in the first four rules of arithmetic, with the multiplication table. 


70. The examination for admission to the senior department shall be graduated accord- 
ing to the age of the boy, but shall never fall below the following standard, that is to 
say :— 
Reading ordinary narrative prose. 

Writing simple prose from dictation. 

Sums in the four simple and compound rules of arithmetic. 

English grammar, geography, outlines of English history, Latin grammar, transla- 
tion and parsing of simple .Latin sentences. 

The Governors may raise the minimum standard for either department from time to 

time if they deem it advantageous for the school. 


71. The Governors and head master shall, within their respective departments, as 
hereinbefore defined, and subject to the provisions of this Scheme, make proper regula- 
- tions for due religious instruction to be given in the school. Such instruction shall be in 
accordance with the doctrines of the Church of England. 


72. The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :— 


_ In the Junior Department :— : ‘ 

Reading, writing, arithmetic, history, geography, English grammar, composition 
and literature, one or more modern European languages, Latin, one branch (at least) 
of natural science, mathematics, vocal music, and drawing. 

In the senior department Greek shall be taught, in addition to the subjects prescribed 
for the junior department, 

The boys shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects according to the classification and 
arrangements made by the head master. 


73. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but 
otherwise unconnected with the school. ‘The examiners shall report to the Governors on 
the proficiency of the*scholars, and on the condition of the school as regards instruction 
and discipline, as shown by the results of the examination. The Governors shall com- 
muunicate the report: to the head master. ai 


74, The head master.shall make an annual report in writing to the Governors on the 
general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year. He may 
also mention the names of any boys who in his judgment are worthy of praise or substan- 
tial reward, having regard both to proficiency and conduct. © 


75. By way of exhibitions tenable at the school, the Governors shall grant exemptions 
from the payment of tuition fees for such periods and on such conditions as they think fit. 
All such exemptions shall be given as the reward of merit only, and shall be assigned, in 
the case of candidates for admission, on the result of an open competitive examination, to- 
be conducted by an independent examiner under arrangements to be made by the 
Governors and head master, and in the case of boys already attending the school, on the 
reports of the examiners and head master, and no exemption shall be granted to any such 
boy if the head master reports that he is rendered undeserving of it by ill-conduct. The 
Governors may under these conditions exempt boys from the payment of the whole or of 
one-half of the tuition fee, but such exemption shall in every case be liable to forfeiture 
in the event of misconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable: standard of proficiency. 
Boys so exempted shall be called and ranked as foundation scholars, and the degrees of 
exemption shall be further distinguished if the Governors think fit. No further exemp- 
tions’shall be‘allowed when the exemptions, total and partial, reach the proportion of one 
in every 10 boys in the school. 


76. The Governors may also, in cases in which they think it expedient, grant further 
exhibitions tenable at the school, by awarding to exhibitioners or other deserving scholars, 
‘on the recommendation of the head master, gratuities not exceeding in the case of any 
scholar the amount of 10 /. in a year, towards the cost of books and stationery, and other 
_ expenses incident to their attendance at the school. For this purpose they may apply 

yearly a sum of not more than 60. . 
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77. The Governors shall apply the yearly sum of 2407. in providing exhibitions, each 
of such yearly value not exceeding 60/., and tenable for three years at an university or 
any such place of liberal, scientific, technical, or professional education or study as they 
may approve, to be competed for by scholars who are at least 17 years of age, and who 
have attended the schoo) for not less than three years immediately preceding the date of 
the election. Candidates shall be elected to these exhibitions by the Governors on a con- 
sideration of the reports of the head master and of the examiners. In cases of equality of 
merit preference shall be given to sons of inhabitants of the town of Wakefield. 


78. The exhibitions established under this part of this Scheme shall be tenable only for 
the purposes of education or study. If the holder of an exhibition dies, his representatives 
shall be entitled only to the next instalment, whenever payable. If the holder is guilty 
of gross misconduct or idleness, or wilfully ceases to pursue his education or study, the 
Governors may determine the exhibition. 


Part V.—THE TEcHNICAL OR TRADE SCHOOL. 
79. The Trade School shall be a day school only, under a head master. 


80. The head master of the Trade School shall have the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in the University of London, or a certificate of the Department’ of Science and Art, or 
such other certificate of proficiency in science as the Governors may consider satisfactory. 


81. The appointment, dismissal, and payment of assistant masters, and the distribution 
of the amount assigned for the maintenance of school plant and apparatus, shall be at the 
discretion of the Governors.. But except as aforesaid the Trade School shall be subject 
to the like provisions as contained in the foregoing clauses numbered 47 to 58, both 
inclusive, relating to the Grammar School. 


82. The head master shall receive a fixed stipend of 150/. a year. He shall also 
receive head money, calculated on such-a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be deter- 
mined by the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 1 /., nor more than 3/., a year 
for each boy. The payments of stipend and head money shall be made terminally or 
quarterly, as the Governors think fit. 


83. All boys, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such entrance and tuition fees ° 
as the Governors shall fix from time to time, provided that no such entrance fee shall 
exceed 10s., and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 37. or more than 6 /. a year. 
No difference in respect of these fees shall be made between any scholars on account of 
place of birth or residence. No extras of any kind shall be allowed without the sanction . 
of the Governors, and written consent on behalf of the scholar concerned. 


84. All payments. for entrance or tuition shall be made in advance to the head master, 
or to such other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be 
accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as! 
part of the general income of the Trust. 


85. No boy shall be admitted into the school unless he has attained the age of eight 
years. No boy shall remain in the school after the end of the term in which he attains 
the age of 16 years. ‘ 


86. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
school and all advantages of the school shall be open to all boys who are of good, character, 
and sufficient health, and who are residing with their parents, guardians, or next friends. 
No boy not so residing shall be admitted to the schoul unless he has previously obtained 
the permission of the Governors. 


87. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person named by the Governors, according to a printed form to be approved 
of by the Governors, and delivered to all applicants. 


88. The head master or other person named by the Governors shall keep a register of 
applications showing the date at. which every application is made for the admission of a 
boy, the date of his admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the age 
of the boy at the date of the application. Provided that every person requiring an appli- 
cation to be entered shall pay such fee as the Governors may fix, not exceeding five 
shillings. : ; 

89. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
notice to the parents of those whose turn is arriving. No boy shall be admitted to the 
school except after, undergoing such examination and being found fit for admission. Those 
who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in order according to the 
dates of their application. Ifthere is not such room, the Governors may direct that their 
priority shall be determined by competitive examination. 


90. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, 


but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is to say :— 


Reading simple narrative and writing text hand. : - 
Fasy sums in the first two rules of arithmetic, with the multiplication table. 
; The 
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> 2 ie Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it 
advantageous for the school. 


91. The Governors and head master shall, within their respective departments, as 
hereinbefore defined, and subject to the provisions of this Scheme, make proper regula- 
tions for the religious instruction to be given in the school. 


92. The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :— 


Reading, writing; arithmetic, English, geography, mathematics, drawing (with 
special reference to mechanics and engineering), and such other branches of 
practical and experimental science as the Governors may direct. 


~The boys shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects according to the classification and 
arrangements made by the head master. 


93. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but other- 
wise unconnected with the school. ‘The examiners shall report to the Governors on the 
proficiency of the scholars, and on the position of the school as regards instruction and 
discipline, as shown by the results of the examination. The Governors shall communi- 
cate the report to the head master. 


94. The head master shall make an annual report in writing to the Governors on the 
general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year. He also 
may mention the names of any boys who in his judgment are worthy of praise or substantial 
reward, having regard both to proficiency and conduct. 


95. By way of exhibitions tenable at the school, the Governors shall grant to 24 boys, 
exemption from the payment of tuition fees for such periods, and on such conditions as 
they think fit. All such exemptions shall be given as the reward of merit, ascertained in 
such ways as the Governors shall prescribe by means of rules to be made and: promulgated 
by them from time to time. In selecting the candidates, the Governors shall have regard 
in the case of candidates for admission to the examination for admission hereinbefure 
prescribed, and in the case of beys already attending the school, to the reports of the 
examiners and head master, and no exemption shall be granted to any such boy if the head 
master reports that he is rendered undeserving of it by ill-conduct. The Governors may, 
under these conditions exempt boys from the payment of the whole, or of one-half of the 
tuition fee, but such exemption shall in every case be liable to forfeiture in the event of 
misconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. Boysso exempted 
shall be called and ranked as Foundation scholars, and the degrees of exemption shall be 
further distinguished if the Governors think fit. 


96. In providing such exhibitions the Governors shall arrange that half of the number 
shall be competed for in the first instance by boys who have been educated for at least 
two years at the public elementary schools in the municipal borough of Wakefield, and 
who have passed the inspector’s examination in the standard suitable to their age, and the 
Governors shall make such arrangements as seem to them best adapted to secure the 
double object of attracting good scholars to the school, and applying a stimulus to the 
said public elementary schools. None of the exhibitions ih respect of which a prefer- 
ence is given by this clause, shall be thrown open to all comers until the head master has 
reported that there are not enough boys from the. said public elementary schools, who, 
on examination, prove worthy to take them. Subject to the preference given by this 
clause, the exhibitions established under this part of this Scheme shall be freely and 
openly competed for. 


97. The Governors may apply the yearly sum of 50 /. in providing further exhibitions 
of the yearly value of 5 1. each to be awarded to the most deserving boys who have gained 
exhibitions under either of the last two foregoing clauses, and to be held with such 
exhibitions. 


98. The Governors shall also apply the vearly sum of 9072. in providing exhibitions 
each of a yearly value not exceeding 302, tenable at other places of education or 
professional training to be approved of by the Governors, and to be awarded by open 
competition among the boys who have been educated at the school for not less than three 
years immediately preceding the date of the election. 


99. The exhibitions established under this part of this Scheme shall be tenable only 
for the purposes of education, or of technicai or professional training. If the holder 
“dies, his representatives shall be entitled only to the next instalment, whenever payable. 
If the holder is guilty of gross misconduct or idleness, or wilfully ceases to pursue his 
education or training aforesaid, the Governors may determine the exhibition. 
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Part (Vi-~far GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


100. Inthe management of the girls’ school, the Governors shall act with three 
women to be appointed in the manner hereinbefore provided for, the appointment of 
co-optative Governors, except that such women shall act as Governors in future appoint- 
ments. The Governors with such women shall be called the Governors of the girls’ 
school. 


101. The school for girls shall be a day and, if the Governors think it desirable, a board- 
ing school under a head mistress. 


102; The appointment, payment, and dismissal of assistant teachers, and the distribution 
of the amount assigned for the maintenance of school plant and apparatus shall be at the 
discretion of the Governors of the girls’ school. but, except as aforesaid, the girls’ 
school shall be subject to the like provisions as contained in ihe foregoing clauses, 
numbered 47 to 58 both inclusive, relating to the Grammar School, the words Governors | 
of the girls’ school being substituted for the word Governors, and words importing the 
feminine gender being substituted for words importing the masculine gender. 


103. The head mistress shall receive a fixed stipend of 1002. a year. She shall also 
receive head money calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be deter- 
mined by the Governors of the girls’ school, being at the rate of not less than 30s. or 
more than 37. yearly for each girl. These payments shall be made terminally or 
quarterly, as the Governors of the girls’ school think fit. 


104. If at any time the Governors of the girls’ school shall think it desirable that the 
school should be a boarding school as well as a day school, they shall make such regula- 
tions as they think right for the reception of boarders, either in the house of any mistress 
upon terms sufficiently profitable to her, or upon the system generally known as the hostel 
system, under which the pecuniary and domestic arrangements of the boarding house are 
regulated by persons directly accountable to the Governors, and the profit, ifthere is any, 
accrues to the credit of the Trust. Or, if they think it best, they may combine both 
systems. 


105. All girls, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such entrance and tuition fees 
as the Goyernors of the girls’ school shall fix from time to time, provided that no such 
entrance fee shall exceed 10 s., and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 6 /. or more 
than 107. a year. No difference in respect of such fees shall be made between any 
scholars on account of place of birth or residence, or of being, or not being boarders. 
The payments for a boarder, apart from tuition and entrance fees, shall not exceed the 
rate of 35/.a year. No extras of any kind shall be allowed without the sanction of the 
Governors of the girls’ school and written consent on behalf of the scholar concerned. 


106. All payments for entrance or tuition shall be made to the head mistress, or to 
such other person as the Governors of the girls’ school shall from time to time determine, 
and shall be accounted for by the persons receiving them to the Governors of the girls’ 
scnool, and treated by them as part of the income of the.Trust applicable for the purposes 
of the girls’ school. 


107. No girl shall be admitted into the school unless she has attained the age of eight 
years. No girl shall remain in the school after the end of the term in which she attains 
the age of 18 years. 


108. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, 
the school and all advantages of the school shall be open to all girls who are of good 
character and sufficient health, and who are residing with their parents, guardians, or next 
friends, or in some boarding house established under the sanction of the Governors of the 
girls’ school. No girl not 89 residing or boarding shall be admitted to the school unless 
she has previously obtained the express permission of the Governors of the girls’ school. 


109. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head mistress, or to 
some other person named by the Governors of the girls’ school, according to a printed . 
form to be approved of by the Governors of the girls’ school, and delivered to all : 
applicants. ; 


110. The head mistress or other person named by the Governors of the girls’. school 
shall keep a register of applications showing the date at which every application is made 
for the admission of a girl, the date of her admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause 
of rejection, and the age of the girl at the date of the application. Provided that 
every person requiring an application to be entered shall pay such fee as the Governors of 
the girls’ school may fix, not exceeding 5 s. 


111. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head mistress, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose and give reasonable 
notice tothe parents of those whose turn is arriving. No girl. shall be admitted to the 


_school except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for admission. Those 


who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in order according to the 
. dates 
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dates of their application. If there is not such room the Governors of the girls’ school 
may direct that their priority shall be determined by competitive examination. 


112. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the girl, 
but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is to say :— 


Reading easy narrative ; 

Small text handwriting ; 

The first four rules of arithmetic; 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors of the girls’ school may raise the minimum standard from time to time 
if they deem it advantageous for the school. 


113. The Governors of the girls’ school and head mistress shall, within their respective 
departments, as hereinbefore defined, and subject to the provisions of this Scheme, make 
proper regulations for the religious instruction to be given in the school. 


114. The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :— 


Reading, writing, arithmetic, English composition and literature, geography, 
history, German, French, some one or more branches of natural science, aigebr 
> p y » UP a, 
geometry, domestic economy, drawing, and music. 


- Other foreign languages may be taught at such extra fees as the Governors of the 


- girls’ school may direct. 


The girls shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects according to the classification and 
arrangements made by the head mistress. 


115. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors of the girls’ school, and paid 
by them, but otherwise unconnected with the school. The examiners shall report to the 
- Governors of the girls: school on the proficiency of the scholars, and on the position of 

the school as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the results of the exami- 
nation. The Governors of the girls’ school shall communicate the report to the head 
mistress. 


116. The head mistress shall make an annual report in writing to the Governors of 
the girls’ school on the general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences 
during the year. She also may mention the names of any girls who in her judg- 
ment are worthy of praise or substantial reward, having regard both to proficiency and 
conduct. 


117. By way of exhibitions tenable at the school, the Governors of the girls’ school 
shall grant exemptions from the payment of tuition fees for such periods and on such 
conditions as they think fit.

The Governors of the girls’ school may, under these conditions, exempt girls from the 
payment of the whole, or of one-half of the tuition fee, but such exemption shall in 
every case be liable to forfeiture in the event of misconduct or failure to maintain a 
reasonable standard of proficiency. Girls so exempted shall be called and ranked as 
Foundation scholars, and the degrees of exemption shall be further distinguished if the 
Governors of the girls’ school think fit, No further exemptions shall be allowed when 
the exemptions, total or partial, reach the proportion of one in every 10 girls in the 
school. 


118. The Governors of the girls’ school shall apply the yearly sum of 50 /.-in providing 
further exhibitions, each of a yearly value not exceeding 5 /., to be competed for by girls 
who are being educated at any of the said Public Elementary Schools. 


- 119, The Governors of the girls’ school shall apply the yearly sum of 90 J. in, providing 
_ exhibitions, each of the yearly value of not more than 302, tenable at some college for 

women, training school for teachers, or other place of higher education, to be competed 
for by scholars who have been educated at the girls’ school for at least three years imme- 
diately preceding the date of election. 3 


120, The exhibitions established under this part of this Scheme shall be tenable only 
for the purposes of education, or of technical or professional training. If the holder 
dies her representatives shall be entitled only to the next instalment, whenever payable. 
If the holder is guilty of gross misconduct or idleness, or wilfully ceases to pursue her 
education or training aforesaid, the Governors of the 
exhibition. 


Part VII.—AppiicatTion or INCOME. 


_ 121. The Governors shall, as soon as the funds of the Trust admit, place the sum of 
3,333 1. 6s. 8d. consols to a separate account in the name of the Ofticial Trustees of 
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Charitable Funds, entitled “ Repairs and Improvements.” The income shall be paid to 


the Governors, and applied by them in: ordinary repairs or improvements of the school | 


buildings, and if not wanted for that purpose, shall be accumulated by them to the same 
account. ‘The Governors shall draw upon the accumulations at their discretion for the 
purpose of any repairs or improvements, but shall not encroach upon the capital, except 
for the purpose of substantial improvements or extraordimary repairs or renewal, and then 
not without the consent of the Charity Commissioners, and under such conditions of 
replacing the capital as that Board may think right. 


122.. Until the Repairs and Improvements Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat 
the sum of 1002 per annum as applicable to the same purposes as the Repairs and 
Improvements Fund, except that they may lay by any surplus in the ordinary way, and 
need not pay it over to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds. 


123. After defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund may be insuffi- 
cient to answer, and payment of the said pension, and any legal claims on the Governors 
which may be due, the Governors shall pay over such part of the income as may be 
applicable for the purposes of the Girls’ School to the Governors of the Girls’ School. 


124. The Governors shall employ the other part of the income for the benefit of the 
grammar and trade schools in paying the head masters as hereinbefore, prescribed, in 
paying the amounts assigned for the assistant masters and school plant or/apparatus, and 
paying the examiner or examiners, and in providing for such scholarships, exhibitions, and 
prizes as they may have adjudged. 


125. If at any time the income of the Trust shall not be sufficient to maintain all the 
aforesaid schools, the Grammar School shall have the first claim on such income, and shall 
be well and sufficiently maintained before any part of such income is applied to either of 
the other schools. 


126. The Governors may also, if they think fit, and the funds suffice for the purpose, 
agree with either head master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a pension or 
superannuation fund, the main principle of such agreement being that the head master 
and the Trust Fund shall each contribute annually for a period of 20 years such sums as 
may be fixed on; that these contributions shall accumulate at compound interest ; that 
in case the head master serves his office 20 years he shall on his retirement be entitled to 
the whole fund; that in case he retires earlier on account of permanent. disability from 
illness he shall also be entitled to the whole fund; that in all other cases he shall, on his 
ceasing to be master, be entitled to the amount produced by his own contributions. 


127. If there is any residue of the income hereinbefore directed to be employed by the 
Governors for the benefit of the grammar and trade schools they may so employ it in 


the case of either of such schools, but having special regard to the Grammar School, in ~ 


increasing the stipend of the head master, or the fund applicable to the payment of 


, assistant masters and school plant or apparatus, in improving the accommodation of the 


| Unapplied surplus. 
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school buildings, in aiding the games of the scholars, or generally in promoting the spirit 
and efficiency of the schools. Whatever they do not think fit to spend in these ways they 
shall on passing the yearly accounts state as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a 
bank; and if the sums so deposited rise to 3007, they shall invest. the same in manner 
aforesaid to the general credit of the Trust. 


128. The part of the income paid over to the Governors of the Girls’ School shall be 
employed by them for the benefit of the Girls’ School in the like manner and with the like 
powers and discretion as by the three last foregoing clauses is provided with respect to the 


income employed for the benefit of the other schools. 


Parr VIIl—GeENERAL. 


129,.The Governors may receive any additional donations or endowments for the 
general purposes of the schools. They may also receive donations or endowments for any 
special objects directed by: the donors, provided that such objects are certified by the 
Charity Commissioners to be for the general benefit of the schools, and not calculated to 
give privileges to any scholar without regard to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with 
or calculated to impede-the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. 


130. If any doubt or question arises among either Governing Body as to the proper 
construction or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, either Governing Body 
may apply to the Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which 
opinion and advice when given shall be binding on the Governing Bodies. 


131. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme or 
otherwise for the government or regulation of the Trust, provided that such Schemes be 
not inconsistent with Clause i of this Scheme, with Clauses 46 or 71 of this Scheme, so 
far as the same require that the head master of the Grammar School shall be a member 
of the Church of England, or that the religious instruction to be given in the Grammar 
“School shall be in accordance with the doctrines of the Church of England, or with 
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; "Clatise 125 of this Scheme, or awiehi anything contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 
1869 and 1873. 


132. This Scheme shall be printed, and a copy given to every person who shall become Scheme to be 
_a Governor of the Trust, and to every master or assistant master, mistress, or teacher printed and sold. 
appointed to any of the schools, and copies shall be sold at a reasonable price to all persons 
who may wish to buy. . 


133. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in Date of Scheme. 
Council declares Her approbation of it.

ENDOWED SCHOOLS COMMISSION. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL AND CERTAIN OTHER CHARITIES AT 
: REIGATE, SURREY. 


Scueme for the Management of the Endowed School, known as the Grammar SCHOOL, 
and certain other Charities at Reigate, in the County of Surrey, which School and 
Charities are more particularly mentioned in Clause 1 of this Scheme. 


Part I.—GENERAL Score or TrRuST. 


1. Tue subject-matter of this Scheme shall be the Charities known as the Free School 
Charity, Robert Bishopp’s School Charity, John Parker’s Charity, Heury Smith’s 
Charities (including the share of the Stoughton Estates), and the Bell Rope Charity, re- 
spectively regulated by a Scheme of the Court of Chancery, dated in the month of Novem- 
ber 1860, and all the endowments of or attached to or applied for the purposes of the said 
School (including the Endowment known as Martin’s Exhibition Trust), and the Charities 
now or heretofore known as Richard Ladbroke’s Charity, Robert Bishopp’s Bread 
Charity, and Magdalen Cade’s Charity, lately regulated respectively by the said Chancery 
Scheme, but since made applicable for the advancement of education under a Scheme of 
the Endowed Schools Commissioners, and the assent’ of the Governing Body to this 
Scheme, so far as required in respect of any of these endowments, is hereby declared. 
The object of these Foundations or Trusts shall be mainly to supply a liberal and practi- 
cal education by means of a School or Schools at Reigate, or otherwise. And from the 
date of this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 
1873, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as relates to the 
management of any of these endowments, be repealed and abrogated. And these endow- 
ments shall henceforth be a single Trust, administered according to the provisions of this 


Scheme. 


_ 2. The Governors shall apply the rentcharges now subject to the Trusts of “ Ladbroke’s’ 
and “the Bell Rope” Charities, or sufficient parts thereof respectively, in keeping in 
repair the vault and monument of Richard Ladbroke, and.in providing bell ropes for the 
parish church of Reigate, according to the directions of the above-mentioned Chancery 
Scheme. Subject thereto the Endowments of the Trusts hereby united shall be applied 
wholly for the object stated in the foregoing clause. :

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| BS Phe Governing Body, hereinafter called the Governors, shall, when completely 


te]

formed and full, consist of 15 persons, of whom 10 shall be representative and five shall 
be codptative Governors. ie : 


4. The Representative Governors shail be elected by the Town Council of Reigate from 
persons nominated by ratepayers of the parish of Reigate. Every such nominee shall be 
supported by not less than eight ratepayers, not being members of the Town Council, 
including the proposer andseconder. A written statement of every such nomination, signed 
by the supporters, shall be sent to the Town Clerk of Reigate, not less than 14 days before 
the day appointed for the election of a Representative Governor. 
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5. The Codptative Governors shall, except as hereinafter provided, be appointed by the 
Governors by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them with all proper information to 
the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales, at their office in London; but ne 
such appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and 
their approval certified under their official seal. 


6. The Representative Governors shall be elected to oftive for the term of five years, 
and shall be re-eligible. The Cooptative Governors shall be appointed to office for the 
term of eight. years, and may be re-appointed. ‘The first Cooptative Governors shall 
be—

being five of the present Trustees. 


7. If during his term of office any Governor becomes bankrupt, or incapacitated to act, 
or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or omits for the space of two 
years to attend any meeting, the Governors shall cause a record of the fact to be entered 
in their books, and upon such record being entered the Governor to-whom it applies shall 
forthwith cease to be a Governor. é 


8. Each vacancy in the office of Governor shall, as soon as can conveniently be managed, 
and in any case within three months from the date of the vacancy, be filled by the appoint- 


_ ment ofa new Governor, in manner hereinbefore prescribed, by the body entitled on such 


vacaney to elect or appoint a new Governor, as the case may be. On each vacancy in the 
office of Representative Governor, notice thereof shall be given by the Governors to the 
Town Council, and by the Town Council to the ratepayers. 


9. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of reli- 
gious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. “Women may be Governors. No Master of the School 
shali be a Governor. | Ken x. 


10. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends in that cha- 
racter, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office of Governor, and his 
willingness to do his duty as such, and to act in the trusts of this Scheme. And until he 
A signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions of a 

overnor. 


11. The Governors shall hold meetings in some convenient. place in Reigate, or else- 
where, as often as may be found necessary for the management of the Trust, at least 
twice in each year, on some convenient days to be appointed by themselves. 


12. The Governors shall, at their first meeting in each year, elect one of their number 


to be Chairman of their meetings for that year, and make regulations for supplying his 
place whenever he is absent. 


13. A quorum shall be constituted whenever four Governors are present. Whenever 
any decision is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the whole existing number 


of Governors, any two Governors may, within seven days from the day of the decision, 


demand that the decision shall be once reconsidered at a special meeting, to be held at an 
interval of not less than 14, and not more than 21 days after the meeting at which such 
decision was made. 


14. Any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting for any cause that 
seems to them sufficient. . 


15. Ail special meetings shall be convened by notice in writing to the Governors, 
specifying the object of the meeting. And it shall be the duty of the clerk to give such 
notice when required by any Governors having a right to summon such meeting. 


16. All matters and questions shall be determined by the majority of the Governors 
present at any meeting; and in case of equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a 
second or casting vote. 


17. If a sufficient number of Governors to form a quorum are not present at any meet- 
ing, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, those present may adjourn 
the meeting to a subsequent day. 


18. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided bythe Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed 
by them for that purpose, and minutes of the entry into office of every new Governor, 
and of all proceedings of the Governors, shall be entered in such minute book, and duly 
signed. 


19. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the Governors, and 
such accounts shall be stated for each year, and examined and passed annually at the first 
meeting in the ensuing year, and signed by the Governors then present. 

: 20. The 
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20. ‘The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published 


annually in two local newspapers. Such abstracts shall be in accordance with the pro- 


visions of the schedule hereto, unless any form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, 


in which case the form so prescribed shall be followed. 


- 21. The Governors shall make such arrangements as they may find most fitting for the 
ustody of all muniments, title deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust, for 


deposit of money, for drawing cheques, and for the appointment of agents for the conduct 


of their business. If any such agent be himself a Governor, he shall not be entitled to 
a salary. 


22. All lands and hereditaments, not being -copyhold, belonging to the Trust, and all 
terms, estates, and interests therein, shall from the date of this Scheme vest in the Official 
‘Trustee of Charity Lands, and his successors. And all stock in the public funds, and 
other securities belonging to the Trust, shall be transferred to and vest in the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom the dividends und income arising therefrom shall 
be from time to time paid to the Governors or their order. 


23. The Governors may from time to time, when, and as favourable opportunity offers, 


af the Charity Commissioners deem it to be for the permanent benefit of the Trust, and 


with their sanction, sell such real estates of the Trust as are not required to be used for 
the objects of this Scheme ; and shall, with the like sanction, invest the proceeds in the 
names of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in such mode as the Court of Chan- 
ery, in exercise of its statutory powers, or as any Act of Parliament may authorise for 
the investment of Trust Funds in general. . 


24, All the estates and property of the Trust remaining unsold, and not required to be 
retained or occupied for the purposes therevf, shall be let or otherwise managed by the 
\Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general law 
applicable to the management of property by the Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 
AG ovonnnrs shall not be bound to continue any payments for a sinking fund, but may, 
under the directions of the Charity Commissioners, raise by sale or mortgage of preperty 


_of the Trust a sufficient sum to discharge any principal debt, for the discharge of which 


any sinking fund has heretofore been. formed out of the income of the Trust. . 


25. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers reserved to, belonging to, or 
claimed by, or capable of being exercised by any person other than Her Majesty, as 
Visitor of this Trust, shall be transferred to Her Majesty, and all such rights and powers, 
and also any like rights and powers vested in Her Majesty on the 2nd day of August 1869, 
shall be exercised only through and by the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. 


26. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any Master under this Trust shall be abolished. 
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27. The school shall be a day, and, should the Governors think fit, a boarding school. 


28. No person shall be disqualified for being a Master in the school by reason only of 
his not being or not intending to be in Holy Orders. 


29. The Governors shall appoint a Head Master at some meeting to be called for that 
purpose, as soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after notice 
of an intended vacancy. ‘The Master shall be a graduate of some University within the 
British Empire. ‘The circumstance that he has taken or made, or omitted to take or 
make, any oath or declaration on obtaining a degree shall not affect his qualification. In 
order to obtain the best candidates, the Governors shall for a sufficient time before making 
any appointment give public notice of the vacancy and’ invite competition by advertise- 


ments in newspapers, or other methods, as they may judge best calculated to secure the 
object. 


30. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
calendar months’ written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least 14 days, and duly convened for that 
express purpose, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds 
of the Governors present. 


31. For urgent cause the Governors may, by resolution passed at a special meeting 
duly convened for that express purpose, and affirmed by not less thantwo-thirds of the whole 
existing number of Governors, declare that the head master ought to be dismissed from 
his office; and in that case they may appoint another special meeting to be held not less 
than a week after the former one, and may then by a similar resolution, affirmed by as 
large a proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors 


assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from 
his office until the next meeting, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as large a pro- 


portion of Goyernors. Full notice and opportunity of defeuce at both meetings shall be 


given to the head master. 
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. Every head master, previously to Be eines into office, shall be required to sign a 
Pinte to be entered i in the minute book of the Governors, in the following form :— 


wa? declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, discharge 
“the duties of head master of the Reigate Grammar School during my tenure of the 
“ office, and that if I am removed by the Governors, according to the “constitution of the 
** said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon relinquish all claim to 
“ the mastership and its future emoluments, and will deliver up to the Governors, or as 
‘they direct, possession of all their property then in my possession or occupation.” 


33. The head master shall dwell in the residence assigned for him. He shall have the 
occupation and use of such residence and of any other property of the Trust of which 
he becomes occupant, in respect of his official character and duties, and not as tenant, and 
shall, if removed from his office, deliver up possession of such residence and other 
property to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, except with the permission 
of the Governors, permit any person to occupy such residence, or any part thereof. 


34, The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the school. 
During his tenure of office he shall not accept or hold any benefice having the cure of 
souls, or any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere 


with the proper performance of his duties as head master. 


35. Neither the head master nor any assistant master shall receive or demand from any 
ey in the school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any 
gratuity, fee, or payment, except such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this , 
Scheme. 


36. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme, the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group 
of subjects, the division of the yedr into term and vacation, the payments of scholars, and 
the number of holidays to be given in the term. They shall take general supervision 
of the sanitary condition of the school buildings and arrangements. They shall determine 
what number of assistant masters shall be employed. They shall every year assign the 
amount which they think proper to le paid out of the income of the Trust for the 
purpose of maintaining assistant masters and a proper plant or ee atus for carrying on 
the instruction given in the school. . 


37. Before making any regulations under the last preceding ice the Governors shall 
consult the head master in such a manner as to give him full opportunity for the expression 
of his views. 


38. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head 
master shall have under his control the choice of books, the methods of teaching, the 
arrangement of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, 
management, and discipline of the school: proyided that if he expels a boy from the 
school he shall forthwith make a full report of the case to the Gov ernors. 


39. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing and, subject to appeal 
to the Governors, of dismissing all assistant imasters, and shall detcnaline, subject to the 
approval of the Governors, in what proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for 
the maintenance of assistant masters aud of plant or apparatus shall be divided among the 
various persons and objects for which it is assigned in the aggregate. And the Governors 
shall pay the same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master or directly, 
as they think best. 


40. The head master may, from time to time, submit proposals to the Governors for 
making ‘or altering regulations concerning any matter within their province, and the 
Governors shall consider such proposals and decide upon them. 


41. The head master shall receive a fixed stipend of not: less than 1507. a year, nor 
more than 200/..a year. He shall also receive head money calculated on such a scale, 
unifgrm or graduateil, as may be agreed upon between him and the Governors, being at 
the rate of not less than 2/7. or more than 4/. yearly for each boy. These payments 
shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors think fit. 


2. If at any time the Governors shall think it desirable that the school should be a 
Lexy school as well as a day school, they shall make such regulations as they think 
right for the reception of boarders, either into the house of any master, or upon 
the system generally known as the hostel system, under which the pecuniary and domestic 
arrangements of the boarding-house are regulated by persons directly accountable to the 
Governors, and the profit, if “there is any, accrues to the credit of the Trust. Or, if they 
think it best, they may combine both systems. 


43. All boys, except as hereinafter provided, Balls pay such entrance and tuition fees 
as the Governors shall fix from time to time, provided that no such entrance fee shall exceed 
12, and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 5/. or more than 102. a year. No 
difference i in respect of these fees shall be made between any scholars on account of place 
of birth or residence. The payments for a boarder, apart from the tuition fees, shall not 
exceed the rate of 45 7.a year. No extras of any kind shall be allowed without the sanc- 

tion 
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tion of the Governors, and written consent on behalf of the scholar concerned: Provided 
always, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the Rev. John Gooch, 
the present head master of this school, from making such charge for boarders as the Governors 
may sanction. ; 


44, All payments for entrance, or tuition, shall be made in advance to the head master, 
or to such other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be 
accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part 
of the general income of the Trust. 


45. No boy shall be admitted into the school unless he has attained the age of tight years. 
No boy shall remain in the school after the end of the term in which he has attained the 


age of 17 years. 


46. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
school and all advantages of the school shall be open to all boys who are of good character, 
and of sufficient health, and who are residing with their parents, guardians, or next friends, 
or in some boarding house established under the sanction of the Governors. No boy not 
so residing or boarding shall be admitted to the school unless he has previously obtained 
the express permission of the Governors. } 


47. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person named by the Governors, according to a printed form to be approved of, 
by the Governors, and delivered to all applicants. 


48. The head master, or other person named by the Governors, shall keep a register 
of applications showing the date at which every application is made for the admission of a 
boy, the date of his admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the 
age of the boy at the date of the application: Provided that every person requiring 
an application to be entered shall pay such fee as the Governors may fix; not exceeding 
53s. 


49, Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
' notice to the parents of those whose turn is arriving. No boy shall be admitted to the 
school, except after undergoing such examination, and being found fit for admission. 
Those who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in order according 
to the dates of their application, but if there is not room for all, preference shall be given 
to boys from the parish of Reigate. 


50. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, 
but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is to say— 


Reading easy narrative. 
Small text handwriting. 
The first two rules of Arithmetic. 

The outlines of the Geography of England. ..

The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it advan- 
tageous for the school. 3 


51. The parent or guardian of or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody 
of any day scholar may claim, by notice in. writing addressed to the head master, the 


exemption of such scholar from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson ’ 


or series of lessons on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempied accordingly ; 
and a scholar shall not, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious 
worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 
advantage or emolument in this school or out of this Trust to which he would:otherwise 
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_ have been entitled. If any teacher in the course of other lessons at which any such scholar | 


is in accordance with the ordinary rules of the school present, teaches systematically and 
' persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of which any exemption 
has been claimed, as in this clause before provided, the Governors shall, on complaint 
made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person liable to maintain or having 
the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant, and inquire into the circum- 
stances, and if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all proper provisions for 
remedying the matter-complained of. 


_ 52. The Governors and head master shall, within their respective departments, as here- 
inbefore defined, and subject to the provisions of this Scheme, make proper regulations 
for the religious instruction to be ‘given in the school. 


_ Noalteration in any regulations made by the Governors respecting the religious instruc- 
tion to be given in the school, shall take effect until the expiration of not less than one 
year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 
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53, The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :—: 


Reading and Writing. 

Arithmetic and Mathematics. 

Geography and History. 

Natural Science. ; 

English grammar, composition, and literature. 

Latin, and at least one Foreign European Language. 

Elementary Drawing and Part Singing. : 
The boys shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects, according to the classification and 


arrangements made by the head master. Greek may be taught as an extra at an addi- 
tional fee of not less than 3 /, a year for each boy.

54, There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by an examiner or 
examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but otherwise 
unconnected with the school. he examiners shall report to the Governors on the pro- 
ficiency of the scholars and on the position of the school as regards instruction and disci- 
pline, as shown by the results of the examination. The Governors shall communicate 
the report to the head master. 


55. The head master shall make an annual report to the Governors on the general con- 
dition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year, He also may 
mention the names of any boys who in his judgment are worthy of praise or substantial 
reward, having regard both to proficiency and conduct. 


56. By. way of exhibitions tenable at the school, the Governors shall grant exemptions, 
of which not less than 10 shall be total, from the payment of tuition fees for such periods 
and on such conditions as they think fit. All such exemptions shall be given as the 
reward of merit only, and shall be assigned, in the case of candidates for admission, on 
the result of the examination for admission, and in the case of boys already attending the 
school, on the reports of the examiners and head master, and no exemption shall be 
granted to any such boy if the head master reports that he is rendered undeserving of it 
by ill-conduct. The Governors may, under these conditions, exempt boys from the pay- 
ment of the whole, or of one half of the tuition fee, but such exemption shall in every 
case be hable to forfeiture in the event of misconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable 
standard of proficiency. Boys so exempted shall be called and-ranked as Foundation 
scholars, and the degrees of exemption shall be-further distinguished if the Governors | 
think fit. LEExcept so far as otherwise required by this clause, not more than 10 per cent. 
of the boys shall be wholly exempt, and no further exemptions shall be allowed when the 
al pa total and partial, reach the proportion of one in every five boys in the 
school. 


5%. Of these exhibitions one half shall be competed for in the first instance by boys 
who have for not less than two years been educated at the public elementary schools in 
the parish of Reigate; and the Governors shall make such arrangements as seem to them 
best adapted to secure the double object of attracting good scholars to the school, and 
applying a stimulus to the said public elementary schools. None of the exhibitions, in 
respect of which a preference is given by this clause, shall be thrown open to all comers 
until the head master has reported that there are not enough boys from the said public 
elementary schools who on examination. prove worthy to take them. Subject to the 
preference given by this clause, the exhibitions established under this Scheme shall be 
freely and openly competed for. 


58. The Governors shall apply a. sum of not less than 30/. yearly in providing exhibi- 
tions to be called the Martin Exhibitions, tenable at the school or other places of education 
under such regulations as the Governors think fit, and to be competed for by scholars 
who have been in the school for a period of two years at least. 


59. The Governors may also, if the state of the funds will admit, establish further 
exhibitions tenable at other places of education, and to be awarded by open competition 
among the boys who have been educated at the school for such time previous to the grant 
of the exhibition as the Governors may prescribe. 


60. The exhibitions established under this Scheme shall be tenable only for the pur- 
poses of education. If the holder dies, his representatives shall be entitled only to the 
next instalment whenever payable. If the holder is guilty of gross misconduct or idieness 
or wilfully ceases to pursue his education, the Governors may determine the exhibition. 


Part 1[V.—APppiicaTION OF INCOME. 


61. The Governors shall, as soon as funds are available for the purpose, place the sum 
of 500 7. consols to a separate account in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable 
Funds, entitled ‘‘ Repairs and Improvements.” The income shall be paid to the 
Governors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or improvements of the school site 
and buildings, and if not wanted for that purpose, shall be accumulated by them to the 
same account, The Governors shall draw upon the accumulations -at their discretion oe 

e 
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_ the purpose of any such repairs or improvements, but shall not encroach upon the capital, 

- except for the purpose of substantial improvements or extraordinary repairs or renewal 
‘of such property, and then not without the consent of the Charity Commissioners, and 
under such conditions of replacing the capital as that Board may think right. 


62. Until the Repairs and Improvements Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat the 
sum of 157. per annum as applicable to the same purposes as the Repairs and Improve- 
ments Fund, except that they may lay by any surplus in the ordinary way, and need not 

pay it over to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds. 


63. After defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund may be insufti- 
cient to answer, and payment of any legal claims on the Governors which may be due, 
the Governors shall make any payments directed or authorised in Clause 2 of this Scheme, 
and shall then employ the income in paying the head master as hereinbefore prescribed, 
in paying the amount assigned for the assistant masters and school plant or apparatus, and 
paying the examiner or examiners, and in providing for such scholarships, exhibitions, 
and prizes as they may have adjudged. 


64. The Governors may also, if they think fit and the funds suffice for the purpose, 
agree with the head master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a Pension or 
Superannuation Fund, the main principle of such agreement being that the head master 
and the Trust Fund shall each contribute annually for a period of 20 years such sums as 
may be fixed on; that these contributions shall accumulate at compound interest; that 


Other expenses. 


Pensions. 


in case the head master serves his office for 20 years he shall, on his retirement, be entitled ~ 


to the whole fund ; that in case he retires earlier on account of permanent disability from 
illness he shall also be entitled to the whole fund; that in all other cases he shall, on his 
ceasing to be mastér, be entitled to the amount produced by his own contributions. 


65. If there is any residue of income the Governors may employ it in increasing the 
stipend of the head master, or the fund applicable to the payment of assistant masters and 
school plant or apparatus, in improving the accommodation of the school buildings, in 
aiding the games of the scholars, or generally in promoting the spirit and efficiency of the 
school. Whatever they do not think fit to spend in these ways they shall on passing the 
yearly accounts state as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a bank ; andif the sums 
so deposited rise to 300 7. they shall invest the same in the manner hereinbefore directed 

to the generai credit of the Trust. 


Part V.—GENERAL. 


66. The Governors may receive any additional donations or endowments for the general 

purposes of the school. They may also receive donations or endowments for any special 
objects directed by the donors: Provided that such objects are certified by the Charity 
Commissioners to be for the general benefit of the school, and not calculated to give 
privileges to any scholar without regard to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with or 
calculated to impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. 


_ 67. Nothing in this Scheme shall prejudice any interest legally vested in any boy who 
was elected as a Foundation scholar before the 5th day of August 1870. 


68. If any doubt of question arises among the Governors as to the proper construction 
or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors may apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice 
when given shall be binding on the Governors. 


69. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time, in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this: Scheme, or other- 
wise for the government or regulation of the Trust, provided that such schemes be not 
inconsistent with Clause 1 of this Scheme, or with anything contained in the Endowed 
Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873. . 


70. This Scheme shall be printed and a copy given to every person who shall, become a 
Governor, and to every master or assistant master appointed to the school, and copies shall 
be sold at a reasonable price to all persons who may wish to buy. 


71. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of it. .

_ Part I—Generat Score oF Trust. 


1. Tue object of this Foundation or Trust shall be to advance education, by means of General object. 
a school or schools in. or near the township of Anderton, and by other means. And from 
the date of this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 
and 1873, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as relates to 
the management of this endowment, but not so as to affect any rights relating to a chapel 
in Rivington, be repealed and abrogated. 

2. After this Scheme and a Scheme framed by the Endowed Schools Commis- Foundations united. 
sioners for the Grammar Schocl at Blackrod, and certain other Endowments in the same 
Scheme referred to, have been established, this Foundation and the said. other School and 
Endowments shall be united and placed under one management according to the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, and shall be a single Foundation or Trust. 


Part IJ.—ConstiruTion or GoverNING Bopy anD MANAGEMENT. 


3. The Governing Body, hereinafter called the Governors, shall, when completely’ Governing Body. 
formed and full, consist of 16 persons, of whom two shall be nominated Governors, 10 
Representative, and four Co-optative. 


4. The Nominated Governors shall be nominated— ; Nominated, 


One by the Master and Seniors of St. John’s College, Cambridge ; 

‘One by the Justices of the Peace for the county of Lancaster, acting in the 
Petty Sessional divisions thereof in which the eight townships or places named in 
the next following clause, and thereafter in this Scheme referred to as the said eight 
townships or places, are respectively situated. 


5. The Representative Governors shall be elected— Representative. 


Two by the ratepayers of Rivington, Anglezarke, and Sharples Higher End; 
Two by the ratepayers of Heath-Charnock, and Anderton ; 

Two by the Local Board of Horwich; 

One by the Local Board of Adlington ; 

Three by the Local Board of Blackrod. 


6. The Co-optative Governors, except ‘ag hereinafter provided, shall be appointed by Co-optative. 
the Governors by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them, with all proper informa- 
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tion to the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales, at their office in London, but 
no such appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, | 
and their approval certified under their official seal. ‘ : 


7. The Governors shall be appointed to office for the following terms :—the Nominated a 
Governors for the term of six years; the Representative Governors for the term of five 
years; and the Co-optative Governors for the term of seven years. Any Governor may 
be re-appointed. Seer ets 


8. The first Nominated and the first Representative Governors shall be nominated and 
- elected as soon as conveniently may be after the date of this Scheme. The first Co-opta- 
tive Governors shall be :-—

The Rev. Thomas Sutcliffe, of Rivington, 
Henry Raweliffe, of Haigh, near Wigan, and 
Andrew Smith, of Heath Charnock. 


9. If, during his term of office, any Governor becomes bankrupt or incapacitated to act, 
or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or omits for the space of two 
years to attend any meeting, the Governors shall cause a record of the fact to be entered 
in their books, and upon such record being entered the Governor to whom, it applies shall 
forthwith cease to be a Governor. fo 


10. Each vacancy in the office of Governor shall, as soon as can conveniently be 


- managed, be filled by the appointment of a Nominated, Representative, or Co-optative 


Governor, as the case may be, by the body entitled on such vacancy to nominate, elect, 
or appoint a Governor to fill the vacant place. On each vacancy in the office. of 
Nominated or Representative Governor, notice thereof shall be given by the Governors 
to the proper nominating or electing body. ° ‘ 


1]. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. No master of any school of the Trust shall be a 
Governor. | aa raltya 


12. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends in that 
character, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office of Governor, and his 
willingness to do his duty as such, and to act in the trusts of this Scheme; and until he 
has signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions. of a 
Governor. Py 


13. The Governors shall hold meetings at the Grammar School hereby established, or 
in some other convenient place to be fixed by themselves, as often as may be found neces- 
sary for the management of the Trust, and at least twice in each year, on some convenient | 


days to be appointed. by themselves. 


14. The Governors shall at their first meeting in each year elect one of their number 
to be chairman of their meetings for that year, and make regulations for supplying his 
place in case of his absence. 


15. A quorum shall be constituted whenever five Governors are present. Whenever 
any decision is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the whole existing number. 
of Governors, any Governor may within 14 days from the day of the decision demand — : 
that the decision shall be once reconsidered at a special meeting. _ 


16. Any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting for any cause that 
seems to them sufficient. . 


17. All special meetings shall be convened by noticein writing to the Governors 
specifying the object of the meeting. And it shall be the duty of the clerk to give such 
notice when required by any Governors having a right to summon such meeting. 


18. All matters and questions shall be determined by the majority of the Governors 
_ present at any meeting; and in case of equality of votes, the Chairman shall have a 
second or casting vote. oY 


19. If a sufficient number of Governors to form a quorum are not present at any 
meeting, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, those present may 
adjourn the meeting to a subsequent day. 


20. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 
them for that purpose; and minutes of the entry into office of every new Governor, 
and of all proceedings of the Governors, shall be entered in such minute book, and duly 
signed. . 


21. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the Governors, and 
such accounts shall be stated for each year, and examined and passed annually at the first 
meeting in the ensuing year, and signed by the Governors then present. 
: . 22. The 
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_22. The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published 
annually in two local newspapers. Such abstracts may be in the form appended to this 
Scheme, unless any form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, in which case the 
form so prescribed shall be followed. 


23. The Governors shall make such arrangements as they may find most fitting for 
the custody of all muniments, title deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust, 


_ for deposit of money, for drawing cheques, and for the appointment of agents for the 


conduct of their business. If any such agent is himself a Governor he shall not be 


entitled to any salary. 


' 24, All lands and hereditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the Trust, and all 
terms, estates, and interests therein, shall from the date of this Scheme vest in the Official 
Trustee of Charity Lands, and his successors: And all stock in the public funds and 
other securities belonging to the Trust shall be transferred to and vest in the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom the dividends and income arising therefrom shall 
be from time to time paid to the Governors or their order. 


25. All the estates and property of the Trust not required to be retained or occupied 
for the purposes thereof, shall be let or otherwise managed or disposed of by the Governors, 
or by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general law applicable to 
the management of property by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 


26. Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals on the 


' Trust estates shall be treated as capital, and be invested in the names of the Official 


Trustees of Charitable Funds, except in any special cases in which the Governors may be 
authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such money or any part thereof as 
income. 


27. From the date of this Scheme the existing Corporation named the Governors of the 

ssessions, revenues, and goods of the Free Grammar School of Queen Elizabeth, in 
Rie cncion. alias Ryvington, in the county of Lancaster, shall be dissolved, and, except 
as herein otherwise expressly provided, all property, rights, powers, and liabilities vested 
in that Corporation, except any copyhold property, shall be transferred to and vest in the 
Governors created by this Scheme. 


28. From the date ef this Scheme all rights and powers, if any, reserved to, belonging 
to, or claimed by, or capable of being exercised by, any persons or person other than Her 
Majesty as visitors or visitor of this Trust, shall be transferred to Her Majesty; and all 
such rights and powers, and also any like rights and powers vested in Her Majesty on 
the 2nd day of August 1869, shall be exercised only through and by the. Charity Com- 
missioners for England and Wales. 


29. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any master under this Trust shall be abolished. 


Part I1].—Tue Grammar ScHoon AND ITS MANAGEMENT. 


30. -As soon as practicable after the date of this Scheme, the Governors shall provide 
for the Grammar School buildings suitable for 110 scholars or thereabouts, including at 
least 50 boarders, with a residence for the head master, and arranged so as to admit of 
convenient extension. Such buildings shall ke according to plans and estimates approved 
by the Endowed Schools Commissioners, or, after their powers have ceased, by the 
Charity: Commissioners, and on a. site belonging to the Trust, and approved in like 
manner. For these purposes the Governors may raise and spend a sufficient sum of 
money out of the accumulated capital of the Trust, or by sale or mortgage under the 
directions of the Charity Commissioners of real estate belonging to the Trust, but not 


exceeding 5,000/., unless with the consent of the Charity Commissioners. 


31. The school shall be a day and boarding school. 


32. No person shall be disqualified for being a master in the school by reason only of 
his not being, or not intending to be, in holy orders. 


33. The Governors, except as hereinafter provided, shall appoint the head master at 
some meeting to be called for that purpose, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
occurrence of a vacancy, or after notice of an intended vacancy. He shall be a member 
of the Church of England, and a graduate of some University within the British Empire. 
The circumstance that he has taken or made, or omitted to take or make, any oath or 
declaration on obtaining a degree shall not affect his qualification. In order to obtain the 
best candidates the Governors shall, for.a sufficient time before making any appointment 
give public notice of the vacancy and invite competition by advertisements in news- 
papers, or by such other methods as they may judge best calculated to secure the object. 


34. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
calendar months’ written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least 14 days, and duly convened for that 
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express purpose, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds - 


of the Governors present. 


35. For urgent cause the Governors may, by resolution passed at a special meeting duly 
convened for that express purpose, and affirmed by not less than two-thirds of the whole 
‘existing number of Governors, declare that the head master ought to be dismissed from 
his office ; and in that case they may appoint another special meeting to be held not less 
than a week after the former one, and may then, by a similar resolution, affirmed by as 


_large a: proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors 


assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from 
his office until the next meeting, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as large a 
proportion of Governors. Full notice and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall 
be given to the head master. 


36. From the date of this Scheme Mr. Septimus Tebay, the present head master of the 
Rivington Grammar School, shall cease to be master under this Trust, and the Governors 
shall thereupon pay to him the sum of 4007. If Mr. Thomas Wilding, the present second 


master of the same school, is dismissed by the Governors except for such cause as before - 


the passing of this Scheme would have justified his dismissal, the Governors shall thence- 
forth pay to him the sum of 40 J. yearly during his life. 


37. Mr. Henry Francis Maltby, the present head master of the Blackrod Grammar 
School, shall be continued in office as the first head master of the grammar school hereby 
established until the Governors think fit to make some other arrangement. 


38, Every head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to sign a 
a vise to be entered in the minute book of the Governors, in the following 
orm :— 

a declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, dis- 
“ charge the duties of head master of _ Grammer School during 
_ “my tenure of the office, and that if I am removed by the Governors, according to 
‘the constitution of the said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will there- 
“‘ upon relinquish all claim to the mastership and its future emoluments, and will 
“ deliver up to the Governors, or as they direct, possession of all their property then 

‘in my possession or occupation.” _ ike 


39. The head master shall dwell in the residence assigned for him. He shall have the 
occupation and use of such residence, and of any other property of the Trust of which he 
becomes occupant, in respect of his official character and duties, and not as tenant, -and 
shall, if removed from his office, deliver up possession of such residence and other property 
to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, except with the permission of the 
Governors, permit any person to occupy such residence or any part thereof. 


40. The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties.of the school. During 
his tenure of office he shall not accept or hold any benefice having the cure of souls; or : 


any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere with the 
proper performance of his duties as head master. 


41, Neither the head master nor any assistant master shall receive or demand from any 
boy in the school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any 
gratuity, fee, or payment, except such payments as are prescribed or, authorised by this 
Scheme. 


42. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to: each group of 
subjects, the division of the year into school term and vacation, the payments by day 
scholars, the number and the payments of boarders, and the number of holidays to be 
given in the terms. They shall take general supervision of the sanitary condition of the 
school buildings and arrangements. They shall appoint and dismiss all assistant masters 
and assign to them their salaries. They shall every year assign the amount which they 
think proper to be paid out of the income of the Trust for the purpose of maintaining a 
proper plant or apparatus for carrying on the instruction given in the school. 


43, Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the Governors shall 


consult the head master in such a manner as to give him full opportunity for the expres-- 


sion of his views. 


44, Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head 
master shall have under his control the choice of hooks, the methods of teaching, the 
arrangement of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, 
management, and discipline of the school: Provided that if he expels a boy from thé 
school, he shall forthwith make a full report of the case to the Governors. 


45. The head master may from time to time submit proposals to the Governors for 
making or altering regulations concerning any matter within their province, and the 
Governors shall consider such proposals and decide upon them. 


46. The head master shall receive a fixed stipend of 1507. a year. He shall also receive 
head money calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be agreed upon be- 


‘tween - 


tween him and the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 2/. or more than 51a 
year for each boy in the school. He shall also receive a further sum of not less than 11. 
or more than 2/. yearly for each boarder in the hostel. These payments shall be made 
terminally or quarterly, as the Governors think fit. 


47. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think right for the reception of 
boarders, either in the house of any master upon terms sufficiently profitable to the master, 
or upon the system generally known as the hostel system, under which the pecuniary and 
domestic arrangements of the boarding house are regulated by persons directly account- 
able to the Governors, and the profit, if there is any, accrues to the credit of the Trust; 
or, if they think it best, they may combine both systems. 


48, All boys, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such entrance and tuition fees: 


as the Governors shall fix from time to time, provided that no such ,entrance fee shall be 
more than 1/., and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 37. or more than 61. a year. 
The Governors may, if they think fit, reduce the tuition fee of any scholar born and 
living in the said eight townships or places by not more than one-third part of such tui- 
tion fee. The payments for a boarder apart from tuition shall not exceed the rate of 357. 
a year for each boy. No extras of any kind shall be allowed without the sanction of the 
Governors and written consent on behalf of the scholar concerned. : 


49, All payments for entrance or tuition, or for boarding in a hostel, shall be made in 
advance to the head master, or to such other person as the Governors shall from time to 
time determine, and shall be accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, 
and treated by them as part of the general income of the ‘Trust. 


50. No boy shall be admitted into the school unless he has attained the age of eight 
years. No boy shall remain in the school after the end of the school term in which he 
has attained the age of 16 years. 


51. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
school and all the advantages of the school shall be. open to all boys who are of good 
character and sufficient health, and who are residing with their parents, guardians, or 
next friends, or in some boarding house established under the sanction of the Governors. 
No boy not so residing or boarding shall be admitted to the school unless he has pre- 
viously obtained the express permission of the Governors. 


52. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person named by the Governors, according to a printed form to be approved 
of by the Governors, and delivered to all applicants. 


53._ The head master, or some other person named by the Governors, shall keep a 
register of applications, showing the date at which every application is made for the 
admission of a boy, the date of his admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejec- 
tion, and the age of the boy at the date of the application. Provided that every person 
requiring an application to be entered shall pay such fee as the Governors may fix, not 
exceeding 5s. f 


64. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 


notice to the parents of those whose turn is arriving. No boy shall be admitted to the- 


school except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for admission. Those 
who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in order, according to 
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the dates of their application; but the Governors may direct that if there is not room ° 


preference shall be given to boys living in any of the said eight townships or places. 


55. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, 
but it shall never fall below the following standard ; that is to say— 


Reading simple narrative. 

‘ Writing text hand. . 
Sums in the first four simple rules of arithmetic. 
Outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time, if they deem it ad- 
vantageous for the school. 


56. The parent‘or guardian of or person liable to maintain.or having the actual custody 
of any day-scholar may claim, by notice in writing addressed to the head master, the 
exemption of such scholar from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson 
or series of lessons on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempted accordingly, 
and a scholar shall not, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious 
worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 
advantage or emolument in this school or out of this Trust to which he would otherwise 

have been entitled. If any teacher, in the course of other lessons at which any such

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57. The Governors, after consulting the head master, shall, subject to the provisions 
of this Scheme, make proper regulations for the religious instruction to be given in the 
school.

No alteration in any such regulation shall take effect until the expiration of 
not less than one year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 


58. The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :—

The boys shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects according to the classification and __ 


arrangements made by the head master. 


59. There shall be, once in every year, an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but other- 
wise unconnected with the school. The examiners shall report to the Governors on the 
proficiency of the scholars, and on the position of the schooi as regards instruction and 
discipline, as shown by the results of the examination. The Governors shall communicate 
the report to the head master. 


50. The head master shall make an annual report in writing to the Governors on the 
general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year. He may 
also mention the names of any boys who in his judgment are worthy of praise or 
substantial reward, having regard both to proficiency and ‘conduct. 


61. The Governors shall apply a sum not exceeding 100/. a year in providing Exhibi- 
tions tenable at the school to be granted to boys who have for two yéars~previous to the 
granting of the Exhibition been educated at some of the Public Elementary Schools in 
the said eight townships or places. Such Exhibitions shall be of a yearly value not exceed- 
ing 10/. each, and shall be given as the reward of merit on the result of the exami- 
nation for admission. All such Exhibitions shall in every case be liable to forfeiture in 
the event of mconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. 


62. By way of further Exhibitions tenable at the school the Governors shall grant 
exemptions from the payment of tuition fees for such periods and on such conditions as 
they think fit. All such exemptions shall be given as the reward of merit only, and shall 
‘be assigned, in the case of candidates for admission, on the result of the examination for 
admission; and in the case of boys already attending the school, on the reports of the 
examiners and head master, and noexemption shall be granted to any such boy if the head 
master reports that he is rendered undeserving of it by ill-conduct. The Governors may, 
under these conditions, exempt boys from the payment of the whole or of one-half of the 
tuition fee, but such exemption shall in every case be liable to forfeiture in the event of 
misconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. Boys so exempted 
shall be called and ranked as Foundation Scholars, and the degrees of exemption shall be 
further distinguished if the Governors think fit. Not more than one in twenty of the boys 
shall be wholly or partially exempt under this clause. 


63. The Governors may also, in cases of special merit, and if the funds of the Trust 
suffice, grant further exhibitions tenable at the school by remitting in the case of a hostel, 
or in other cases by paying out of the trust fund, the whole or any part of the charge for 
boarding, or, if they think fit, by conferring pecuniary emoluments in other ways. 


- 64. The Governors shall also in each year provide an Exhibition or Exhibitions each 
of a yearly value not exceeding 40/., and tenable for three years at other places of higher 
education, and to be awarded by open competition among the boys who have been edu- 
cated at the school for two years previous to the grant of the Exhibition. 


65. The Exhibitions established under this scheme shall, except so far as any preference 


as aforesaid extends, be freely and openly competed for,'and shall be tenable only for the ~ 


purposes of education. If the holder dies, his representatives shall be entitled only to the 
next instalment, whenever payable. If the holder is guilty of gross misconduct or idle- 
ness, or wilfully ceases to pursue his education, the Governors may determine the Exhi- 
bition. ’ 


Part LV.—EpDvUCATION OF GIRLS. 


66. From the date of this scheme a yearly sum of not less than 200J. shall be applied 
by the Governors in promoting the education of girls with especial regard to girls born 
and 
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and living in the said eight townships or places. For this purpose a supplementary Scheme 
_may be made by the Endowed Schools Commissioners, or after their power of making 
schemes has ceased, by the Charity Coommissioners. 


67. Until such a scheme takes effect, the Governors shall apply such yearly sum as 
aforesaid in providing Exhibitions each of the value of 25/. a year, and tenable for two 
years at any boarding school for girls or institution for training teachers to be approved 
by the Governors, such Exhibitions to be awarded by competition among girls being' not 
less than 14 nor more than 18 years of age, arid born and living in the said eight townships 
or places. The Governors may withhold any Exhibition on any occasion on which there 
is no duly qualified candidate for it. 


68. Instead of applying the said yearly sum of not less than 200 Z. wholly as directed in 
the last foregoing clause, the Governors may accumulate the same, or any part thereof, to 
provide a fund for the building of a shool for girls; and when such fund amounts to 
1,0007., shall apply to the proper tribunal for a Scheme establishing a school for girls. 


Parr V.—APPLICATION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


69. If and so soon as a Scheme of the Endowed Schools Commissioners for the Cha- 
rities of John Shaw and George Shaw at Rivington and elsewhere, or for either of such 
charities is established, the sites and buildings hitherto occupied for the purposes of Riving- 
ton Grammar School, including the masters’ houses, shall be severed from this Trust and 
shall belong to the Trust regulated by such Scheme, and shall be applied accordingly. 


70. Until such Scheme’is established such last-mentioned sites and buildings shall be 
held for the purposes of an elementary school, subject to the provisions of the following 
clauses, numbered 71 to 74, both inclusive. 


71. The School shall be conducted in accordance with the regulations prescribed for a 
public elementary school in section 7 of the Elementary Education Act, 1870. 


72. The Governors shall appoint and dismiss all teachers in the school at their discre- 
tion. 


73. All scholars shall pay such tuition fees as the Governors shall fix from time to time, 
provided that no such fee shall be more than 9d. a week. 


74. The subjects of secular instruction shall be such as are required from time to time 
by the Education Department, and the Governors shall make proper regulations for the 
religious instruction to be given in the school. No alteration in any such regulation shali 
take effect until the expiration of not less than one year after notive of the making of the 

alteration is given. . 


75. From the day after the date of this Scheme the sites and buildings hitherto occupied 
for the purposes of Blackrod Grammer School, including the masters’ house, shall be 
severed from this Trust, and shall belong to the township of Blackrod, to be applied for 
educational purposes in such township. 


Part VI.—APPLIcATION oF INCOME. 


76. If and so soon as the state of the funds admits the Governors shall place the sum 
of 1,0007. consols to a separate account in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable 
Funds, entitled “ Repairs and Improvements.” The income shall be paid to the Gover- 
nors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or improvements of property used for the 
purposes of the Grammar School, and if not wanted for that purpose shall be accumulated 
by them to the same account. The Governors shall draw upon the accumulations at 
their discretion for the purpose of any such repairs or improvements, but shall not 
encroach upon the capital, except for the purpose of substantial improvements or extraor- 
dinary repairs or renewal of such property, and then not without the consent of the 
Charity Commissioners, and under such conditions of replacing the capital as that Board 
may think right. 


~ 77. Until the Repairs and Improvements Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat 
the sum of 307. yearly as applicable to the same purpose as the income of the Repairs 
and Improvements Fund, except that they may !ay by any surplus in the ordinary way, 
and need: not pay it over to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds. 


78. After defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund may be insufhi- 
cient to answer, the Governors shall employ the income for the purposes of the Grammar 
School, in paying the head master, in paying the amount assigned for the assistant master 
and school plant or apparatus, and in paying the examiner or examiners, and in providing 
for such Exhibitions and Prizes as they may have adjudged, and in providing for the 
, education of girls as hereinbefore directed. 


79. The Governors may, if they think fit and the funds suffice for the purpose, agree 
' with the head master of the Grammar School for the formation of a fund in the nature of a

ScHEME for the Management of the Scoot founded by Dr. THomas Suir, at AsBy, 
in the County of WESTMORELAND, and of the ENDOWMENT for a ScHOOL at the same 
place under a Deed dated the 2nd day of February 1683, and of the ENDOWMENT for 
a SCHOOL at the same place under an Indenture dated the 13th day of July 1688, and 
of the Girr under the Will of Gzorexr Surru for the benefit of the same place, and 
of all other ENDowmeEntTs attached to or applied for the purposes of any of the said 
ENDOWMENTS. ; 


1. Tue object of this Foundation or Trust shall be mainly to give asound and practical 
education to boysand girls by means of a school or schools in the school district of Asby or 
otherwise. And from the date of this Scheme all the particulars which, by the Endowed 
Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, 
shall, so far as relates to the management of these Endowments, bé repealed and 
abrogated. And these Endowments shall henceforth be a single Trust. 


2. The Governing Body, hereinafter called the Governors, shall consist of the rector 
for the time being of Asby and the persons for the time being forming the School Board 
for Ashby, or such of them as shall be willing to accept and undertake to act in the Trusts 

of this Scheme. 


3. Religious opinions or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious 
worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person other than the said 
rector for being a Governor under this Scheme. Women may be Governors. 


4, Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends in that cha~ 


racter, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office of Governor, and his 
willingness to do his duty as such, and to act in the Trusts of this Scheme; and until he 
has signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions of a 
Governor.

19. If by reason of any provision in this Scheme a difficulty is found in conforming to: 


any regulations which the Education Department under the Elementary Education Act, 
1870, or under any authority, may impose as the conditions of a grant of money, or if for 
any other reason the Governors think it desirable, the Governors may adopt such regula- 
tions, notwithstanding this Scheme, provided that such regulations shall not be incon- 
sistent with Clause 1 of this Scheme, or with the provisions of the Endowed Schools Acts, 
1869 and 1873. 


20. After providing for repairs, the income of the residue of this Endowment shall be 
applied by the Governors in the advancement of the education of boys and girls attending 
the school, or any other public elementary school in the said school district, provided 
always that a yearly sum of 15 /. shall be so applied in one or more of the following ways; 
(that is to say),— 


(a.) Providing free places or other prizes to be given to meritorious scholars; 


(b.) Providing an exhibition or exhibitions tenable at. some place of higher educa- 
tion, or of professional or technical training, to be awarded under such regulations as 
the Governors may prescribe by competition among scholars who have attended such 
public elementary schools for at least three years, or in default of suitable candidates 
for such exhibitions, then in either of the following ways; (that is to say),— 


(c.) Providing one or more exhibitions, not exceeding in yearly value 5 /. each, to 
encourage boys who have passed in either of the two highest standards recognised by 
the regulations of the Education Department to remain at school for the study of 
higher subjects; or, 


(d.) Making payments to the principal teacher of any of the public elementary 
schools aforesaid in the said school district, in respect of instruction given by him in 
subjects higher than those recognised by the regulations of the Education Department 
in force for the time being as the ordinary subjects of elementary education according 
to the standards prescribed in such regulations, no such payment being at the rate 
of more than 1 /. in any one year for every scholar so instructed, or being made for 
any scholar who has not passed in at least one such higher subject the Government 
Inspector’s last examination. . 


21. No 


é 
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21. No scholar shall by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious 

worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 

advantage or emolument out of this Trust. to which he or she would otherwise have been 
entitled. 


22. Nothing in this Scheme shall be construed to prejudice or affect whatever interest 
“was, on the 2nd day of August 1870, legally vested in any teacher or scholar-on any of 
the Foundations dealt with by this Scheme. 


23. If any doubt or question arises among the Governors as to the proper construction 

or application of any of the, provisions of this Scheme, the Governors may apply to 

the Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice 
when given shall be binding on the Governors. 


24. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time, in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme or otherwise 
for the government or regulation of the Trust, provided that such Schemes be not incon- 
_ sistent with Clause 1 of this Scheme, or with anything contained in the Endowed Schools 
Acts, 1869 and 1873. 


25. The Governors shall cause this Scheme to be printed, and a copy to be given to 
every person who shall become a Governor of the Trust, and to every teacher appointed 
to the school, and copies shall be sold at a reasonable price to all persons who may 
wish to buy. . 


26. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of it.

Scueme for the Management of Sr. Joun’s Hosprrrat, in the City of Exersr, and of 
certain other CHARITIES and ENDOWMENTS. 


Part I.—GENERAL. 


1. THe general object of the Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme 
(which Charities and Endowments are hereinafter collectively referred to as the Trust) 
shall be to supply sound practical and liberal education for boys and girls by means of 
schools in or near Exeter. 


2. The Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme are :— 


(1.) St. John’s Hospital, in the city of Exeter, and all the endowments thereof 
(including the advowson of Clyst St. Lawrence), whether created by the original 
instrument, of foundation, or by other instruments of benefaction, and whether appli- 
cable to the general purposes of the Hospital, or to special purposes in connection 
therewith, other than Hele’s Gift, next hereinafter referred to: 


(2.) Hele’s Gift, that is to say, such part of the endowment founded by Elize 
Hele, by Indenture dated the 9th January 1632, as was comprised in and appointed 
by a warrant under Her Majesty’s Sign Manual, dated the 4th March 1840: 


(3.) The Blue Maids’ Hospital, in the city of Exeter, and all the endowments 
thereof, whether created by the original instrument of foundation, or by other instru- 
ments of benefaction, and whether applicable to the general purposes of the Hospital, 
or to special purposes in connection therewith: 


(4.) The Play Field and New Site Fund of Exeter Free Grammar School, lately 
raised by public subscription, and the property (subject to all existing charges 


affecting the same) acquired by the Trustees thereof, who have assented to-this 
Scheme : 


(5.) All or any endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto attached to 
the Exeter Free Grammar School, and managed by the Governing Body thereof. 


3. From the date of this Scheme all the particulars which, by the Endowed Schools 
Act, 1869, sect. 46, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as 
they relate to the management of the several Charities and Endowments dealt with by 


this eee: be repealed and abrogated, except as is hereinafter otherwise expressly 
provided. 


4, From the date of the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the 
provisions of this Scheme, all rights, powers, and liabilities of the Governing Bodies of 
the several Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme respectively shall vest 
in the Governing Body formed under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme, 
and all lands and hereditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the said several 
Charities and Endowments respectively, and all terms, estates, and interests therein, 
shall vest in the Official Trustee of Charity Lands, and all stock in the public funds and 
other securities belonging to the said several Charities and Endowments respectively, 
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shall be transferred to and vest in the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom 
the dividends and income arising therefrom shall be from time to time paid to the said | 


Governing Body or their order. 


5. The clerks and all other officers hitherto employed by the Governing Bodies of 


the 


several Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme shall contmue to perform 
the same duties on the same terms as heretofore, as officers of the said Governing Bodies 
respectively, until the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the provi- 


sions of the second part of this Scheme, and afterwards of such Governing Body, un 


less 


or until they retire or are dismissed respectively, or such duties or terms are varied, with 


such notice as they may be entitled to’ respectively. 


6. The Trust and the property thereof shall be managed, and the hitherto existing 


schools of the several Charities dealt with by this Scheme, shall be carried on, and 


the 


hitherto existing trusts for the benefit of scholars attending such schools respectively shall 
be administered as heretofore, by the Governing Bodies of the said several Charities 


until the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of 


the 


second part of this Scheme, and shall thenceforth be managed, reconstructed, or closed 


respectively, as may be found necessary for the purposes of this Scheme. 


7. From and after the date of this Scheme, every scholar who was on the 31st Marclt 
1875 a free scholar on the foundation of a school of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme, 
shall be entitled, during the period for which except for this Scheme he or she would 


have been entitled to remain on the foundation, to have his or her school fees paid 
him or her out of the income of the Trust by the Governing Body constituted under 


for 
the 


provisions of the second part of this Scheme at any school of like or higher character 
approved of by the said Governing Body which the parent or guardian, or person liable 


to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar may select, and to receive s 
other advantages, or the equivalent thereof by way of maintenance or otherwise, to 


uch 
be 


_ provided out of the said income, as he or she would have been entitled to receive if this 


Scheme had not been made. If any difference occurs between any such parent, guar- 
dian, or person as aforesaid, and the said Governing Body, the matter shall be referred 
_to the Charity Commissioners, whose decision shall be final. Every scholar who was, on 
the 3lst March 1874, at a school of any Charity dealt with by. this Scheme shall be 
entitled to remain at such school for the same time and upon payment of the same fees 


as if this Scheme had not been made. 


8. Notwithstanding anything herein contained, this Scheme shall not affect any of 
following vested interests :— 


(1.) The tenure by any person of any exhibition or apprenticeship fee payable 


the 


out 


of the Endowments of the Trust, which was held by him or her, or had been awarded 


to him or her on the 31st March 1874: 


(2.) Such interest as any teacher or officer of any Charity dealt with by'this Scheme, ., 


other than the Reverend Henry Newport, appointed to his or her office before 
25th June 1868 may have ; 


the 


(3.) Such interest as any person may have in any pension or compensation allow- 
ance payable out of the Endowments of the Trust to which such person was entitled 
on the 25th June 1868; and such interest as George Masters Gould may have in 
any pension or compensation allowance payable out of any such Endowments awarded 


to him on or before the 30th July 1869. 


The Reverend Henry Newport, being desirous of retiring from the office of head 
master of Exeter Free Grammar School, shall cease to be head master at the expiration 


of six months from the date of this Scheme, or at such earlier-date as may be agreed u 


pon 


between him and the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of the second part 
of this Scheme, and thereupon the said Governing Body shall‘pay him the capital sum of 


1,500 . to be raised as hereinafter provided. ; 


9. Notwithstanding anything herein contained, this Scheme shall not prevent 


the 


Chapel of St. John’s Hospital from being maintained, and Divine service from being con- 


ducted therein as heretofore, and all sums hitherto charged upon any property of 


the 


Trust or lawfully payable out of the income thereof for the maintenance of the Chapel, or 


stipends of persons having duties to perform therein or in eonnection with the serv 


ices 


thereof, shall continue to be so charged or lawfully payable by the Governing Body con- 


stituted under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme. 


10. All sums hitherto charged upon any property of the Trust or lawfully payable 


out 


of the income thereof for the maintenance of lectures in Exeter College, Oxford, or for the 
benefit of the poor of St. Catherine’s Almshouses in the city of Exeter, or for the main- 
tenance of a School in the parish of Moreton, shall continue to be so charged or lawfully 
payable by the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of the second part of 


this Scheme. 


11. The following sums authorised to be paid out of the Endowment of Hele’s gift by 
warrant under Her Majesty’s Sign Manual, dated the 4th March 1840, that is to say,

(2.) The annual sum of 30/. to the master of the Ancient Free School, in the 
parish of Bovey Tracy, as addition to his salary ; 


shall after the date of this Scheme be paid respectively by the Governing Body consti- 
tuted under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme, as to the said capital sum 
not exceeding 200/., and the said annual sum not exceeding 50/. to such persons and 
upon such terms as may be prescribed by a Scheme to be framed by the Endowed Schools 
Commissioners or the Charity Commissioners; and as to the said annual sum of 30/. to 
the Governing Body of the said Ancient Free School instead of to the master thereof. 

In addition to the said annual sum of 307. authorised to be paid by the said warrant, 
the capital sum of 500/. shall be paid by the Governing Body constituted under the pro- 
visions of the second part of this Scheme, within six months from the date of this Scheme, 
to the said Governing Body of the said Ancient Free School in Bovey Tracey for the 

erection of a new school-house. 


12. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers (if any) reserved or belonging 
to, or claimed or capable of being exercised by, any body corporate, persons or person, 
as visitors or visitor of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme or of the Trust, shall be 
transferred to Her Majesty, and all such rights and powers, and also any like rights and 
powers vested in Her Majesty on the 2nd day of August 1869, shall be exercised only 
through and by the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. 


13. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any master under the Trust shall be abolished. 


_ Part Il.—Consrirutien ofr GOVERNING Bopy or THE TRUST AND MAanaGEMENT 
OF PROPERTY. 


_ 14. The Governing Body of the Trust, hereinafter in this part referred to as the 
Governors, shall eventually, when full and complete, consist of 14 persons, of whom one 
shall be an ex-officio Governor, eight Representative Governors, and five Co-optative 
Governors. 


15. The ex-officio Governor shall be— 
The Mayor of Exeter. 


16. Of the Representative Governors— 
Four shall be appointed by the Council of the City of Exeter ; 
One by the School Board for the City of Exeter ; 
One by the members of other School Boards for districts within the Parliamentary 
Borough of Exeter, assembled at a meeting to be summoned by the clerk of St. John’s 
Hospital, for the purpose of the first appointment, and afterwards by the clerk of the 


Trust, and yoting by show of hands, or by ballot if a ballot is demanded by three 
voters, the clerk being the returning officer ; and 


_ Two by the Governing Body of the Exeter Episcopal Schools constituted by a 
Scheme to be framed by the Endowed Schools Commissioners. 


The reasonable costs of all such appointments shall be paid out of the income of the 
Trust. uy 


Immediately after the date of this Scheme, the Mayor of Exeter shall give notice in 
writing to the Council and to the several School Boards of their right to make such 


appointments respectively. The first appointments shall be made as soon after the date 


of this Scheme, and all future appointments as soon after the occurrence of vacancies, as 
can conveniently be managed ; and the name of each Governor appointed shall be forth- 
with returned to the Mayor of Exeter in the case of first appointments, and afterwards to 
the Governors by the proper officer of the body making the appointment. 


Each Representative Governor shall be appointed to hold office for three years and 
then retire. . 


17. The first’ Co-optative Governors, who shall be eight in number, instead of five, 
shall be as follows :— 


The Right Rev. Frederick Lord Bishop of Exeter ; 
The Right Hon. Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, Bart., m.P., ©.B. ; 


Three Governors to be appointed by the persons hitherto acting as Trustees of 
St. John’s Hospital ; and 


Three Governors to be appointed by the persons hitherto acting as Trustees of 
Hele’s School. 


_ Such appointments shall be made as soon after the date of this Scheme as can con- 
veniently be managed. 
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Future Co-optative Governors shall be appointed as vacancies occur among such 
Governors after their number shall have been reduced to five by the Governors. 

Immediately upon any appointment of a Co-optative Governor (other than-the first 
appointment), the Governors shall notify the fact with all proper information to the 
Charity Commissioners for England and Wales at their office in London; and no such 
appointment shall be valid unless and until it has been approved by the said Commis- 
sioners, and their approval certified under their official seal. 

Each Co-optative Governor shall be appointed to hold office for five years and then 
retire. 


18. If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt or incapacitated 
to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing a wish to retire, or omits for the space of 
one year to attend any meeting, the Governors shall, after due notice to such Governor, 
if living, at his last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be 
entered in their books, and in the case of a Representative Governor shall notify the same 
to the body or several bodies whose members may be entitled to appoint a Governor in 
the vacant place, and upon such record being entered the Governor, to whom it applies 
shall forthwith cease to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or 
non-attendance only shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


19, No master or mistress of any school of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious 
opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, shall 
not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor. 


20. Within 21 days after the expiration of two months from the date of this Scheme, 
the Mayor of Exeter shall issue to every Governor then appointed notice of a meeting 
of the Governors to be held at an interval of not less than 14 and not more than 28 days 
from the date of such notice, at some conyenient place in Exeter. If for any cause the 
Mayor fails to issue such notice within the prescribed time, any two of the Representative 
Governors may issue such notice instead of him. No meeting of the Governors shall be 
held before the meeting of which notice shall be so given. 


21. Every Governor shall, at the first meeting of the Governors, or afterwards at or 
before the first meeting he attends in that character, sign a memorandum declaring his 
acceptance of the office of Governor, and willingness to perform theduties of the office, 
and to act in the trusts of this Scheme; and until he has signed such a declaration he 
shall not be entitled to act. 


22. The Governors shall hold meetings in some place in Exeter, or in some other con- 


venient place to be fixed by themselves, as often as may be found ‘necessary for the 


management of the Trust, and at least twice in each year, on some convenient days to be 
appointed by themselves. 


23. The Governors shall at their first meeting in each year elect one of their number, 
to be Chairman of their meetings for that year, and shall make regulations for supplying 
his place whenever he is absent. 


24. A quorum shall be constituted whenever five Governors are present, and any such 
quorum may act notwithstanding any vacancy or vacancies in the full number of Governors. 
Whenever any decision is made by the votes of less than a majority of the Governors 
for the time being entitled to act, it shall be competent to any two Governors, within seven 
days from the day of the decision, to demand that the decision shall be once reconsidered 
at a special meeting, to be held at an interval of not less than 14 and not more than 21 
days after the meeting at which such decision, was made. 


25. The Chairman or any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting 
for any cause that seems to him or them sufficient. 


26. All special meetings shall be convened by notice in writing to the Governors, 
specifying the object of the meeting. And it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Trust 
to give such notice when required by any Governors having a right to.summon such a 


- meeting. 


27. Save as is herein otherwise expressly provided, all matters and questions shall be 
determined by the votes of the majority of the Governors present at any meeting; and 
in case of equality of votes, the Chairman of the meeting shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

28, If at any meeting there is not a sufficient number of Governors present to constitute 
a quorum, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, the Governors present 
may adjourn the meeting to a subsequent day, of which notice shall be given to all the 
Governors. 

29. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 
them for that purpose. / 


30. Minutes of all proceedings of the Governors shall be entered in the minute book 


and duly signed. In the same book there shall be recorded the entry into office of every 
new

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o, whether a 


mew Governor, and the names of all Governors present at each meeting, 


quorum is constituted or not. 


31. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the Governors, and Accounts. 
such accounts and also an account of the property of the Trust, with the transactions 
affecting the same during the year shall be stated for each year, and examined and passed 
‘annually at a meeting in the first quarter of the ensuing year, and signed by the Gover- 
nors then present. 


i 32. The Governors shall in the first quafter of each year cause an abstract of the Publication of 
accounts forthe preceding year to be prepared in accordance with the provisions of the abstracts. 
schedule annexed to this Scheme, subject to such alterations thereof as may be prescribed 
or authorised by the Charity Commissioners. The Governors shall either cause such 
abstract as soon as it is prepared to be inserted in one or more local newspapers, or shall 
advertise that the same is prepared, and cause the same to be printed and sold or arrange 
for all persons to have the opportunity of perusing and copying the same at some fit 
place at reasonable times. 


33. The Governors shall make arrangements for the custody of all muniments, title Custody of deeds 
-deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust, for deposit of money, for drawing and appointment of 
cheques, and for the appointment of a clerk and of agents for the conduct of their 28°'. 
business. If any such clerk or agent is himself a Governor, he shall not’ be entitled to a 
salary. 


34, The capital sums by this Scheme authorised to be paid or expended shall be raised Raising money. 
by sale or mortgage of the real or personal property of the Trust, or by both those means, 
or otherwise, in such manner, on such terms, and subject to such conditions, with or 
without provisions for paying off such capital sums or any part thereof respectively, as 
the Charity Commissioners may direct or sanction. 


35. The existing school buildings of the Trust and the sites and appurtenances thereof Existing school 
respectively shall be treated as part of-the general property of the Trust, and be made buildings. 
use of or applied as the Governors think fit, except that the land acquired by the Trustees 
of the Play Field and New Site Fund of Exeter Free Grammar Sehool, and the present 
school buildings and appurtenances of the said Grammar School, or the value thereof, 
shall be treated as applicable only for the benefit of the Grammar School of the Trust. ' 


36. Subject to the provisions herein contained, all the estates and property, of the Management. 
Trust not used or occupied for the purposes thereof shall be let or otherwise managed by 
the Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general 
law applicable to the management of property by ‘Trustees of Charitable Foundations.

37. Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals belong- Timber and 
ing to the Trust shall be treated as capital, and invested in the name of the Official Minerals. 
Trustees of Charitable Funds, except in any special cases in which the Governors may : 
be authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such money or any part thereof as 
income. 


38. Any adyowson belonging to the Trust shall be sold at such time and subject’ to Advowson. 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, and the money 
_arising from the sale shall be treated as capital and invested in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds to the general credit of the Trust. 


39. The Governors shall in each year employ the income of the Trust as follows, and application of 
in the following order of priority :-— anaes 


First, they shall pay the interest on loans, if any, raised by them under the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, and make such provision for a sinking fund or sinking funds 
as may be required by the conditions on which such loans may have been raised : 


Secondly, they shall defray the expenses of management of the property of the 
Trust incurred under the provisions of this part ot this Scheme,and shall pay all 
subsisting charges on the said property : 


Thirdly, they shall pay what may be due in respect of any interest hereby saved 
or of any right hereby commuted, and they shall pay to the Governing Body of the 
Grammar School constituted under the provisions of the third part of this Scheme, 
the net annual income of all endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto 
attached to the same school, and managed by the Governing Body thereof, to be 
applied by such Governors upon the Trusts hitherto affecting the same respectively, 
or upon such other Trusts as may from time to time be declared concerning the same 
by any lawful autherity : 


' Fourthly, they shall pay the necessary sums for the repairs, rates, and taxes of 
the buildings of St. John’s Hospital : 


Fifthly, they shall carry to a separate account .a sum not exceeding the sum of 
600 /., to be applied to the purposes of the Orphans’ Fund as hereinafter provided : 
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o Sixthly, they shall carry to a separate account the sum of 400/. to be applied to — 
the purposes of Hele’s School as hereinafter provided : ee 


Seventhly, they shall, after providing for a reasonable current balance, divide and 
pay the residue as follows, that is to say: 


(1.) Three equal seventh parts thereof to the Governing Body of the Gram- 
mar School as constituted under this Scheme ; 


(2.) Two equal seventh parts thereof to the Governing Body of Maynard’s 
vom Girls’ School as constituted under this Scheme ; and 


(3.) They shall apply two equal seventh parts thereof in such manner as they 
think fit in making payments to either or both of the above-named Governing 
Bodies, or in augmenting any of the Endowments fixed by this Scheme or other- 
Bp wise in carrying out any of the provisions of this Scheme. 


Part IlI].—Governine Bopy or GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Governing Body. 40. The Governing Body of the Grammar School of the Trust, hereinafter in this part 
referred to as the Governors, shall consist when full and complete of 13 persons, and shall 
be as follows :— . 

County Governors. The Lord Lieutenant of the county of Devon, or some person appointed by 
hin ; 

Three Governors appointed by the Magistrates of the county of Devon in Quarter:

Three Governors appointed by the Members of Parliament representing the several 
county and borough constituencies within the county of Devon and county of the 
city of Exeter; and 

Six Governors appointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, constituted under 
the provisions of the second part of this Scheme. y 


41. When any Governor appointed as aforesaid shall have died or ceased to be a Go- 
vernor under the provisions of this Scheme, the body, person, or persons who appointed 
such Governor shall, as soon as conveniently may be, proceed to appoint a Governor in 
his place. - ; % 

The Members of Parliament shall make their appointments in such manner as {they 

think fit, and shall in every case report the appomtments when made in writing to the 

aie Governors. 

The Right Reverend Frederick, Lord Bishop of Exeter, shall be deemed to be one of 
the first six Governors appointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, and shall hold 
office from the date of this Scheme. 


Term of office. 42. Each Governor appointed-as aforesaid shall be appointed to hold office for six years 
- and then retire. 


Vacation of office. 43, If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt, or incapaci- 
tated to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or if any Go- 
vernor, other than the Lord Lieutenant, omits for the space of one year to attend any 
meeting, the Governors shali, after due notice to such Governor, if living, at his or her 
last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be entered in their 
books, and, if necessary, notify the same to the Body or persons by whom he was ap- 
pointed; and upon such record being entered, the Governor to whom it applies shall 
forthwith cease to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or non- 
attendance only, shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


44, No master of any school:of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious opinions, or s 
attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, shall not in any 
way affect the. qualification of any person for being a/Governor. 


Acceptance of office. | 45. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting he attends in that character, 
sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office, and his willingness to act ; and 
unti! he has signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to act. 


= Conduct of business. 46. The first meeting of the Governors shall be summoned in the same manner as the 
: first meeting of the Governing Body of the Trust, but by the clerk to the Trustees of 

St. John’s Hospital instead of by the Mayor of Exeter. And the Governors shall in all 
respects conduct their business in conformity with the rules laid down for the conduct of 
; business by the Governing Body of the Trust in the second part of this Scheme, so far as / 
such rules are applicable. 


Part IV.—Governine Bopy of Marnarp’s Greus’ ScHoor. 


Governing Body. 47. The Governing Body of the School of the Trust to be called Maynard’s Girls’ 
School, hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, shall consist of six persons 
to be appointed by the Governing Body of. the Trust, each to hold office for five years 

: and 
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and then retire, and three Co-optative Governors. The Co-optative Governors shall be 
women. 
When any Governor appointed by the Governors of the Trust shall have died or cease 
‘to be a Governor under the provisions of this Scheme, the Governing Body of the Trust 
shall, as soon as conveniently: may be, appoint a Governor in his place. : 
The first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed by the first six Governors ap- 
pointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, and future Co-optative Governors shall be 
appointed as vacancies occur among such Governors by the Governors. Immediately 
upon any such appointment of a Co-optative Governor, the Governors shall forthwith 
notify the fact, with all proper information, to the Charity Commissioners for England 
and Wales at their office in London; and no such appointment shall be valid unless and 
until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and their approval certified under 
their official seal. 
Hach Co-optative Governor shall be appointed to hold office for five years and then 
retire, 


48. If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt, or incapaci- 
tated to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or if any-Go- 
vernor, other than the Lord Lieutenant, omits for the space of one year to attend any 
meeting, the Governors shall, after due notice to such Governor, if living, at his or her 
last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be entered in their 
books, and, if necessary, notify the same to the body by whom he was appointed; and 
upon such record being entered, the Governor to whom it applies shall forthwith cease 
to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or non-attendance only, 
shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


49. No master or mistress of any school of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious 
opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, 
shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor. 


50. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting he or she attends in that cha- 
racter, sign a memorandum declaring his or her acceptance of the office, and his or her 
willingness to act; and until he or she has signed such a declaration, he or she shall not 
be entitled to act. 


51. The first meeting of the Governors shall be summoned in the same manner as the 
first meeting of the Governing Body of the Trust, but by the clerk to the Trustees of 
St. John’s Hospital, instead of by the Mayor of Exeter. And the Governors shall in all 
respects conduct their business in conformity with the rules laid down for the conduct of 
business by the Governing Body of the Trust in the second part of this Scheme, so far 
as such rules are applicable. 


Part V.—GENBPRAL REGULATIONS CONCERNING MANAGEMENT OF SCHOOLS. 


52. The regulations contained in this part of the Scheme shall apply to all schools 
managed under the provisions of this Scheme, whether directly by the Governors of the 
Trust, or by the Governors of the Grammar School, or by the Governors of Maynard’s 
Girls’ School, and the term Governors shall be interpreted accordingly. 


53. No person shall be disqualified from being a master in any school by reason only 
of his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 


54. Every head master and every head mistress of any school shail be appointed by 
the Governors of such school. Every such appointment shall be made at a meeting to be 
called for the purpose. . The first appointment shail be made as soon as conveniently may 
be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after the completion of all preparations for opening 
a school as the case may require; subsequent appointments on the occurrence of vacan- 
cies, or after notice of intended vacancies. In order to obtain the best candidates the 
Governors of each school shall be bound for a sufficient time before making any appoint- 
ment, to give public notice of the vacancy, and invite competition by advertisements in 
newspapers and otherwise as they think fit. 


55. The Governors of any school may dismiss the head master or head mistress without 
assigning cause, after six calendar months’ written notice given in pursuance of a 
resolution passed at two consecutive meetings held at an interval of not less than 14 days, 
and duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, such resolution 
being affirmed at each meeting by not less than one-half of the whole number of Governors 
for the time being entitled to act. ; 


56. For urgent cause the Governors of any school may, by a resolution passed at a 
meeting duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, and affirmed 
by not less than two-thirds of the whole number of Governors of such school for the time 
being entitled to act, declare that the head master or head mistress ought, to be dis- 
missed from office; and, in that case, they shall appoint another special meeting to be 
held at an interval of not less than a week after the former one, and may then, by a 
similar resolution, affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors, wholly or finally dismiss 
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him or her. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at. 
once to suspend such head master or head mistress from office until the next meeting, they - 
may do so by a resolution affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors. Full notice 
and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be given to the head master or head 
mistress concerned. ; 


57. Every head master or head mistress of any school previously to entering into office, 
shall be required to sign a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors 
of such school in the following form :— ! 


ul - declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, dis- 
** charge the duties of head of School during my 
“ tenure of office; and that if I am removed by the Governors, according to the con- 
“ stitution of the said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon. 
“‘ relinquish all claim to the office and its future emoluments, and deliver up to the 
«* Governors, or as they direct, possession of all their property then in my possession 
* or occupation.” 


58. Every head master or head mistress shall reside in such house (if any) as may be 
assigned to him or her by the Governors of such school. He or she shall have the occu- 
pation and use of such house (if any), and of any other property of the Trust of which he 
or she becomes occupant, in respect of his or her official character and duties, and not as 
tenant, and shall, if removed from his or her office, thereupon deliver ap possession of” 
such house and other property to the Governors, or as they direct. He or she shall not, 
except with the permission of the Governors, ‘permit any person to occupy such house or: 
any part thereof. 


59, Every head master or head mistress of any school shall give personal attention to the 
duties of such school, and shall confine his or her own tuition to the ordinary subjects of 
tuition prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme. No head master or head: 
mistres shall accept or hold any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Gover- 
nors of the school 1m his or her charge, may interfere with the proper performance of his 
¥ her duties under the Trust, and no head master shall hold any benefice having cure 
of souls. 


60. The Governors of any school may, if they think fit, and ifthe income at their 
disposal is sufficient for the purpose, agree with the head master of such school for the 
formation of a pension or superannuation fund, the main principles of such agreement 
being that the head master and the Governors shall each contribute annually for a term 
of not less than 15 years such sums as may be mutually agreed upon; that these contribu- 
tions shall accumulate at compound interest; that in case any such head master serves his 
office for such term, he shall, on his retirement, be entitled to the whole fund; that in 
case he retires earlier on account of permanent disability from illness, he shall also be 
entitled to the whole fund; that in all other cases he, on his ceasing to be master, or his, 
representatives in case of his death, shall be entitled to the amount produced by his own 
contributions. A like agreement may be made with any head mistress of any school. 


61. No master or mistress of any rank in any school shall receive or demand from any 
scholar, or from any person on behalf of any such scholar, any gratuity, fee, or payment, 
except such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme. 


62. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors of each school shall prescribe, 
by rules to be made by them from time to time, the general subjects of instruction, the 
relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of subjects, the division of ~ 
the year into term and vacation, the payments of the scholars, and the number of school 
hours in each week, and of holidays to be given in each term. They shall take general 
supervision of the sanitary condition of all the school buildings and arrangements. They 
shall provide for the salaries of assistant masters, mistresses, and teachers, and for the 
cost of maintaining a proper plant and apparatus for instruction, of giving prizes or rewards 
to meritorious scholars, of aiding the games of the scholars, and generally of promoting | 
the efficiency of the school. 


63. Before acting under the last preceding clause the Governors shall consult the head 
master or head mistress of the school concerned, in such a manner as to give him or her 
full opportunity for the expression of his or her views. 


64. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
head master or head mistress of each school shall have under his or her control the choice 
of books, the methods of teaching, the arrangement of classes and school hours, and 


_generally the whole internal organisation, management, and discipline of his or her school. 


The head master or head mistress may suspend a scholar from attendance at any school 
on the ground of misconduct, provided that he or she shall forthwith make a full report 
of the case in writing to the Governors of such school, who may thereupon in their 
discretion remit or vonfirm such suspension on such terms as they think fit, or expel the 
scholar from the school. 


65. The head master or head mistress of any school may from time to time submit 
proposals to the Governors of such school for making or altering regulations as to 
any 
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any matter within their province, and the Governors shall consider such proposals and 
decide upon them. 


66. Subject to. the regulations made by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
schools for boys and the school for girls shall be open to all boys and girls respectively 
who are in the opinion of the Governors of good character, and of sufficient bodily health, 
and who are residing with their parents, guardians, next friends, or near relations within 
such degrees as may be sanctioned by the Governors, or are boarders under any regula- 
tions which may be sanctioned by the Governors, and are consistent with the provisions 
of this Scheme. No scholar not so residing or boarding shall be admitted to any 
school uuless he or she has previously obtained the express permission of the 


Governors. 


67. Applications for admission to any school shall be made to some person appointed 
by the Governors of such school, according toa printed form to be by them approved and 
delivered to all applicants. 


_ 68. A register for each school shall be kept by the Governors of such school, showing 
the date at which every application is made for the admission of a scholar, the date of 
admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the age of the candidate 
for admission at the date of the application: Provided that every person requiring an 
application to be registered shall pay such fee not exceeding one shilling as may be fixed 
by the Governors. 


69. Every candidate for admission to any school shall be examined by or under the 
directiou of the head master or head mistress of such school, who shall appoint convenient 
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times for that purpose, and give reasonable notice to the persons having the custody of - 


those whose turn is approaching. No candidate shall be admitted to any school except 
on the terms of passing such examination. Those who are found fit shall, if there is 
room for them, be admitted in order according to the dates of their application, but it 
shall be competent to the Governors of each school to direct that if there is not room for 
all the candidates their priority shall be determined by competitive examination. 


70. Save as herein otherwise expressly provided, every scholar in any school shall pay 
such entrance and tuition fees as may be required of him or her under this Scheme. All 
such payments shall be made in advance to such person as the Governors of such school 
shall from time to time appoint for the purpose, and shall be accounted for by the person 
receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the income of the Trust 
managed by them for the benefit of the school on account of which such payments may 
be made respectively. The entrance and tuition fees for boarders in any school shall be 
on the same scale as for day scholars, and in respect of all entrance and tuition fees, and 
of all payments for a boarder, no preference shall be given to any scholar on account of 
his or her place of birth or residence. No extras of any kind shall be allowed in any 
school without the sanction of the Governors of such school, and written consent on 
behalf of the scholar concérned. 


71. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain, or haviug the actual 
custody of any scholar attendmg any school as a day scholar, may claim, by notice in 
writing addressed to the head master or head mistress of such school, the exemption of such 
scholar from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons 
on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempted accordingly ; and a scholar 
shall not, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious worship, or from 
any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or 
emolument in such school, or out of the income of the Trust to which he or she would 
otherwise have been entitled. Ifany teacher in the course of other lessons at which any 
such scholar is, in accordance with the ordinary rules of such school, present, teaches 
systematically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of 
which any exemption has been claimed, as provided by this clause, the Governors of such 
school shall, on complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person 
liable to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant, 
and inquire into the circumstances, and if the com plaint is judged to be reasonable, make 
all proper provisions for remedying the matter complained of. 

Subject to the provisions herei contained the Governors and the head master or 
head mistress Of each school shall, within their respective departments as herein defined, 
make proper regulations for the religious instruction to be given in such school. 


72. No alteration in any regulations made by the Governors of any school respecting 
the religious instruction given at such school shall take effect until the expiration of not 
less than one year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. Provided that 
in the Grammar School and St. John’s Elementary School, hereinafter mentioned, 


such religious instruction shall be in accordance with the doctrines of the Church of - 


England. 


“73. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars in each school by 
an examiner or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors of such school, 
and paid by them, but otherwise unconnected with such school. ‘The examiners shall 
make a report in writing to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars, and on the 
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position of the school as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the results of the 
examination. The Governors shall communicate to the head master or head mistress the » 
report relating to such school. 


74. The head master or head mistress of each school shall make an annual report in 
writing to the Governors of such school on the general condition of the same, and on any © 
special occurrences during the year. He or she may also mention the names of any 
scholars who in his or her judgment are worthy of praise or substantial reward, having 
regard both to proficiency and conduct. 


75. All Scholarships and Exhibitions for which provision is made under this Scheme 
shall be given as the reward of merit, including intellectual proficiency, industry, and good 
conduct, to be ascertained, subject to the provisicns of this Scheme, in such manner as the 
Governors who are entitled to award the same respectively, shall by regulations to be made 
by them from time to time prescribe. All such Scholarships and Exhibitions shall be 
tenable only for the purposes of education, general, technical, or professional, or for the 
maintenance as well as education of the holders, as herein provided. 'They shall be payable 
by instalments at such intervals as the Governors shall direct. If the holder of a Scholar- 
ship or Exhibition dies, his or her representatives shall be entitled only to the next ensuing 
payment of an instalment whenever payable. 


76. Scholars holding Scholarships or Exhibitions for which provision is made under 
this Scheme, and held at any of the Schools, shall be called Foundation Scholars. Every 
such Scholarship and Exhibition shall be liable to forfeiture on the order of the Governors 
by whom it was awarded, in case the head master or mistress of the school at which it is 
held reports that the holder is guilty of misconduct, irregular in attendance, or fails to 
maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. No Scholarship or Exhibition shall be 
granted to any scholar already attending any school if the head master or head mistress 
of such school reports that such scholar is rendered undeserving of it by misconduct. If 
the holder of an Exhibition, after leaving school, is guilty of gross misconduct or 
idleness, or wilfully ceases to pursue his or her education, it shall be competent to the 
Governors to determine the Exhibition as from the last preceding payment of an instal- 
ment. 


77. Subject to the provisions of this Scheme the Governors shall from time to time 
make regulations for determining the number, value, period, and conditions of tenure 
of all Scholarships and Exhibitions tenable under this Scheme, and all other matters 
relating thereto. Provided that all Exhibitions tenable by scholars leaving a school of 
the Trust, shall be open for competition to all scholars who shall have belonged to such 
school, or to such school and to any school of the Trust at which a lower rate of fees is 
charged, for the two years immediately previous to the award of such Exhibition. 


Part VI.—THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


78. A Grammar School for boys shall be conducted in the present buildings, or in new 
buildings, to be provided by the Governing Body of the Grammar School, in con- 
tinuance of the Exeter Free Grammar School. For the purpose of providing such new 
buildings the said Governing Body may expend a capital sum not exceeding 8,000 /. unless 
with the sanction of the Endowed Schools Commissioners or the Charity Commissioners. 
The site and plans of any new buildings shall be subject to the approval of the 
Endowed Schools Commissioners, if acting at the time, and if not, of the Charity 
Commissioners, and the site shall be within the limits of the Parliamentary borough of 
Exeter. 


79. The endowment of the Grammar School shall consist of the property of the Play 
Field and New Site Fund hereinbefore referred to, of the present school buildings of the 
Grammar School, or the value thereof, of the capital sum of 8,000 7. which the Governing 
Body of the Trust are hereby authorised and directed to pay to the Governing Body of 
the Grammar School on demand, or at such time as may be fixed by the Charity Com- 
missioners, of the annual sum or share of income hereby made payable to the Governing Body 
of the Grammar School out of the income of the Trust, and of the net annual income of the 
endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto attached to the same school. 


80. The Governing Body of the Grammar School as constituted under the provisions 
of the third part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall from and after the date of their first meeting have the sole management of the 
Grammar School, and of the endowment thereof. 


81. The head master of the Grammar School shall be a graduate of some university 
within the British Empire. — 


82. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing all assistant masters at 
his discretion, but shall forthwith notify every appointment to the Governors. All 
assistant masters shall be dismissible by the head master, subject ouly to an appeal to 
the Governors, The sum applicable to the salaries of assistant masters in each year 
shall be fixed by the Governors, and distributed among such masters in such proportions 
as may be determined by the head master. . 

83. The 
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83. The head master shall have a house assigned to him by the Governors free of charge 
for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a fixed 
payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Commis- 
sioners, and shall receive a fixed stipend of 200/.a year. He shall also receive payment 
according to the number of boys in the Grammar School, that is to say, such sum calcu- 
lated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being at 
. the rate of not less than 4/. nor more than 8 /. a year for each boy. All payments under 
this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


84. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to the 
Grammar School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 5s. 


85. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 3/., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 12/ or more than 21 /. 

a year. 


86. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think fit from time to time for 
_the admission of boarders into the houses of masters, and for fixing the maximum annual 
payment to be charged to each boarder apart from tuition fees. 


87. No boy shall be admitted into the Grammar School until he has attained the age 
of 10 years, and no boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the 
term in which he attains the age of 19 years. The head master shall, with the con- 
currence of the Governors, be at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the with- 
drawal of boys from the school in cases where from idleness or incapacity to profit by the 
instruction given they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper 
for their age. 


88. The examination for admission to the Grammar School shall be graduated according 
to the age of the candidate, but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is 
to say :—~ 

Reading. 

Writing from dictation. 

The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it 
advantageous for the school. 


89. It shall be the duty of the Governors to prescribe the subjects and regulate the 
general course of secular instruction, so as to render the school an efficient school of 
mathematical and natural science, and of modern languages and literature. Latin shall 
form a part of the ordinary course of instruction. Greek may be taught to scholars 
whose parents or guardians desire it, without extra fee. 


90. No boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the term in 
which he attains the age of 13 years, unless he has within the previous year passed a 
satisfactory examination in reading, writing, arithmetic, Enclish grammar, and dictation, 
and the elements of geography; and the Governors shall make regulations for testing the 
attainments of such boys by the head master or by some other examiner to be appointed 
by the Governors, 


91. The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of the Grammar School 
with the payment of an annual sum of 50/., to be placed to a separate account and applied 
to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for that 
purpose to be accumulated and paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. ‘The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumula- 
tions, if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. 


92. The Governors shall establish and provide for Scholarships tenable at the school in 

_ such manner that about one in eyery twenty scholars attending the school shall always 

receive his education free of cost ; or, if the Governors think fit, two scholarships carrying 

exemptions from not more than half cost may be granted instead of any Scholarship 
carrying entire exemption. 

The Governors shall apply the net annual income of the endowments for Exhibitions 

and Scholarships hitherto attached to the Grammar School upon Trust for the mainte- 


nance of such Exhibitions and Scholarships as heretofore, or in such manner as may from, 


time to time be prescribed by any lawful authority. 


__ 93. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs 
or improvements which the income of the repairs and improvements account may be 
insufficient to answer, and after otherwise making due provision for maintaining the 
Grammar School, there is any residue of income in any year the Governors shall on 
passing the yearly accounts state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a 
bank; and if the sums so deposited rise to 300/. they shall invest the same in the name 
of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds to the credit of the Grammar School. 
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Part VIl.—Maynarp’s GiRxs’ School. ° 


94. A school for about 100 girls shall be, with all reasonable expedition, established - 


and conducted in such buildings as may be allotted for the purpose by the Governing 
Body of the Trust, or in new buildings to be provided by the Governing Body of May- 
nard’s Girls’ School. The site and plans of any new buildings shall be subject to the 
approval of the Endowed Schools Commissioners, if acting at the time, and if not, of the 
Charity Commissioners. 


95. The Endowment of Maynard’s Girls’ School shall consist of the capital sum of 
4,000/., which the Governing Body of the Trust are hereby authorised and directed to 
pay to the Governing Body of Maynard’s Girls’ School on demand or at such time as may 
be fixed by the Charity Commissioners and of the annual sum or’ share of income 
hereby made applicable to the purposes of Maynard’s Girls’ School out of the income of 
the Trust. 


96. The Governing Body of Maynard’s Girls’ School as constituted under the provisions 
of the fourth part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the 
Governors, shail from and after the date of their first meeting have the sole management 
of Maynard’s Girls’ School and of the endowment thereof. 


97. The head mistress shall have the sole power of appointing all assistant teachers at 
her discretion, but shall forthwith notify every appointment to the Governors. All 
assistant teachers shall be dismissible by the head mistress, subject only to an appeal to 
the Governors. The sum applicable to the salaries of assistant teachers in each year shall 
be fixed by the Governors, and distributed among such teachers in such proportions as. 
may be determined by the head mistress. 


98. The head mistress shall have a house assigned to her by the Governors free of 
charge for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a 
fixed payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Com- 
missioners, and shall receive a fixed stipend ot 1007. a year. 
ment according to the number of girls in Maynard’s Girls’ School, that is to say, such sum 
calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being 
at the rate of not less than 3/7. nor more than 6 /. a year for each girl. All payments 
under this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


99. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to May- 
nard’s Girls’ School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 5 s. 


100. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every girl; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 32, and no such tuition fee shall be less than 62. or more than 15 hi! 
a year. i 


101. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think fit from time to time for 
the admission of boarders into houses licensed by the Governors for the purpose, and for 
fixing the maximum annual payment to be charged to each boarder apart from tuition 
fees. 


102. No girl shall be admitted into Maynard’s Girls’ School until she has attained the 
age of 10 years, and no girl shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the 
term in which she attains the age of 19 years, or after the age of 18 years without the 
special permission of the head mistress. The head mistress shall, with the concurrence of 
the Governors, be at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the withdrawal of girls 
from the school in cases where from idleness or incapacity to profit by the instruction 
given they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper for 
their age. 


103. The examination for admission to Maynard’s Girls’ School shall be graduated 
according to the age of the candidate, but it shall never fall below the following standard, 
that is to say :— ;

Writing from dictation. 

The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time ,to time if they deem it 
advantageous for the school. 


104. The subjects of secular instruction in Maynard’s Girls’ School shall be settled from 
time to time by the Governors, on a plan calculated to give a liberal education. They 
shall comprise the Latin language and literature, modern languages and literature, natural 
science, mathematics, drawing, vocal music, domestic economy, and the laws of health; 


and the Governors may direct that such prominence be given to any or more of the sub- - 


jects over the others as they may think fit. The school may, with the consent of the: 
, Governors,

She shall also receive pay- ~ 
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' Governors, be divided into such departments or sections as the head mistress may from 


time to time consider expedient. 


105. No girl shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the term in 
which she attains the age of 13 years, unless she has within the previous year passed a 
satisfactory examination in reading, writing, arithmetic, English grammar and. dictation, 
and the elements of geography ; and the Governors:shall make regulations for testing the 

attainments of such girls by the head mistress, or by some other examiner to be appointed 
by the Governors. 


106. The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of Maynard’s Girls’ 
School with the payment of an annual sum of 202, to be placed to a separate account and 
applied to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for 
that purpose to be accumulated and paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. ‘The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumulations, 
if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. ° 


107. The Governors may out of the residue of the income of the endowment of May- 
nard’s Girls’ School grant such exhibitions and scholarships, tenable at the school or any 
other place of liberal education as they think fit. 


108. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management, and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the repairs and improvements account may be insuffi- 
cient to answer, and after otherwise making due provision for maintaining the school, there 
is any residue of income in any year, the Governors shall, on passing the yearly accounts, 
state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a bank; and if the sums so 
deposited rise to 3001. they shall invest the same in the name of the Official Trustees of 
Charitable Funds to the credit of Maynard’s Girls’ School. 


Part VIII.—Het4’s ScHoor. , 


109. Hele’s School for boys shall continue to be conducted in the present buildings, or 
such additional buildings as may be provided for the purpose by the Governing Body o 
the Trust. 


110. The Endowment of Hele’s School shall consist of the annual sum of 4007. hereby 
made applicable to the purposes of Hele’s School out of the income of the Trust. 


111. The Governing Body of the Trust, as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall, from and after the date of the first meeting of the Governors, have the sole manage- 
ment of Hele’s School and of the endowment thereof. 


112. The Governors shall have the sole power of appointing and dismissing all assistant 
masters at their discretion, and shall fix and pay their respective salaries. 


113. The head master shall have a house assigned to him by, the Governors free of 
charge for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at. any time the Governors so decide, a 
fixed payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Com- 
missioners, and shall receive a fixed stipend of 1007. a year. He shall also receive pay- 
ment according to the number of boys in Hele’s School, that is to say, such sum calculated 


on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being at the 


rate of not less than 1/. nor more than 2/. 10s. a year for each boy. All payments under 
this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


114. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to Hele’s 
School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed the sum 
of 5s. 


115. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy ; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 10s., and. no such tuition fee shall be less than 3/.or more than 67. a year. 


“116. No boy shall be admitted into Hele’s School until he has attained the age of eight 
years, and no boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the term 
in which he attains the age of 16 years. The head master shall, with the concurrence of 


the Governors, be at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the withdrawal of boys 
from the school in cases where, from idleness or incapacity to profit by the instruction 
given, they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper for their 
age. 

117. The examination for admission to Hele’s School shall be graduated according to 
the age of the candidate, but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is

They 
shall comprise English, Latin, and one modern language, natural science, the elements of 
mathematics, drawing, and vocal music, and the Governors may direct that such promi- 
nence be given to any or more of the subjects over the others as they may think fit. The 
school may, with the consent of the Governors, be divided into such departments or 
sections as the head master may from time to time consider expedient. 


119, The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of Hele’s School 
with the payment of anannual sum of 30/., to be placed to a separate account, and applied 
to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for that 
purpose, to be accumulated and paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumula- 
tions, if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. 


120. The Governors shall establish and provide for Scholarships tenable at the schoo! 
in such manner that about one in every-ten scholars attending the school shall always 
receive his education free of cost. Or, if the Governors think fit, two Scholarships 
carrying exemptions from not more than half cost may be granted instead of any Scholar- 
ship carrying entire exemption. / 

The Governors shall apply the net annual sum of not less than 1002. out of the income 
of the Endowment of Hele’s School towards the establishment and maintenance of Exhi- 
bitions, tenable at the Grammar School or any other piace of liberal education as they 
think fit. ; 


121. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the repairs and improvements account may be insuf- 
ficient to answer, and after otherwise making due provision for maintaining Hele’s School, 
there is any residue of income in any year, the Governors shall, on passing the yearly 
accounts, state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a bank; and if the 
sums so deposited rise to 3001. they shall invest the same in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds to the credit of Hele’s School. _— : 


Part 1X.—St. Joun’s ELEMENTARY SCHOOL. 


122. A Public Elementary School, within the statutory definition in force for the time 
being, for about 150 boys, shall be conducted in the present buildings of St. John’s School, 


or such buildings as may be allotted for the purpose by the Governing Body of the Trust, 
and shall be called the St. John’s Elementary School. ° 


123. The Endowment of the St. John’s Elementary School shall consist of the buildings 
allotted thereto and of sufficient annual sums hereby made payable out of the income of 
the Trust for the repairs, rates, and taxes of such buildings. 


124, The Governing Body of the Trust as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall from and after the date of the first meeting of the Governors have the sole manage- 
ment of the St. John’s Elementary School and of the Endowment thereof. : 


125. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy ; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 1 s., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 6 d. or more than 9d. a 
week. / 


Part X.—THeE OrpHans’ FunpD. 


126. The Endowment of the Orphans’ Fund shall consist of an annual sum not exceed- 
ing the sum of 6007. hereby made applicable out of the income of the Trust to the 
purposes of such Fund. 


127. The Governing Body of the Trusts as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall, from and after the first meeting of the Governors, have the sole management of the 
Orphans’ Fund. . 


128. The Governors shall apply the income of the Orphans’ Fund, or so much thereof 
in each year as they think fit, in providing and maintaining Exhibitions, to be awarded 
according to the provisions of this Scheme, tothe most deserving candidates, being orphan 
children (boys, or girls, or both, as the Governors may from time to time think fit), resi- 
dent in the Parliamentary Borough of Exeter, and qualified as follows :— 


(1.) Either by having attended a Public Elementary School for two years to the 
satisfaction of the Governors; 


(2.)Or | 
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(2.) Or by exceptional poverty arising from misfortune proved to the satisfaction 


_of the Governors. 


No such Exhibition shall exceed in value the annual sum of 301. 

‘The Governors may, if, and so long as they think fit, continue the present orphanage 
for the instruction and maintenance of scholars holding such Exhibitions, or they may 
make arrangements for such instructions and maintenance being given in any of the 
schools of the Trust or elsewhere. 


129. No child shall, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious 
worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 
advantage or emolument out of the endowment applicable under this part of this Scheme, 
to which he or she would otherwise have been entitled. 


Part XI.—ScIENCcE CLASSEs. 


130. So long as any classes for instruction in science in Exeter are maintained by any 
local committee or otherwise, the Governing Body of any school managed under the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, may, instead of providing instruction in science in such school, 
make arrangements for the admission to such classes of any scholars attending such 
school, subject to the following conditions : 


_(a.) The classes shall be in connection with the Science and Art Department of 
the Committee of Council on Education, and shall be managed in accordance with 
regulations approved by that department: 


(6.) The course of instruction shall be that laid down in the Minute of the Lords 
of the Committee of Council on Edusation, dated the 24th November 1871, with such 
modifications as may from time to time be introduced therein by the proper 
authority : 


(e.) The classes shall be regularly examined and inspected, and the teacher or 
~teachers shall be duly qualified in accordance with the regulations of the said Science 
and Art Department. 


Subject to the foregoing conditions, the Governing Body may pay for each scholar 
admitted to the classes such fees (not exceeding the ordinary fees charged for other 
students) as may from time to time be agreed upon between them and the managers of 
such classes. 


131. If, by reason of any provision in this Scheme, a difficulty is found in conforming to 
any regulations which the said Science and Art Department may approve, or if for any 
reason that Department think fit to modify any condition in the last foregoing clause 
contained, the Governing Body of any school managed under the provisions of this 
Scheme may, notwithstanding this Scheme, comply with and accept any such regulations 
or modifications not being inconsistent with the first clause of this Scheme, or with any- 
thing contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873. 


\ 


Part XII.—GENERAL. 


132. The Governing Bodies of the Trust, or of the Grammar School, or of Maynard’s 
Girls’ School respectively, may receive any additional donations or Endowments for the 
general purposes of their respective Trusts. They may also respectively receive dona- 
tions or Endowments for any special objects directed by the donors; provided that such 
objects are certified by the Charity Commissioners to be for the general benefit of the 
Trust, or any School of the Trust concerned, and not calculated to give privileges to any 
scholar without regard to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with or calculated to 
impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. 


133. If at any time any doubt or question arises among the members of any Governing 
Body, or among or between any of the several Governing Bodies constituted under thé pro- 
visions of this Scheme, as to the proper construction or application of any of the provi- 
sions of this Scheme, any party concerned may, after notice to the others or other, apply 

_ to the Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon. The opinion and 
advice when given shall be binding. 


134. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time in the exercise of their ordi- 
nary jurisdiction frame schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme, pro- 
vided that such schemes be not inconsistent with the general object of the Trust as 
defined in this Scheme, or with anything contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 
and 1873; provided also that the Charity Commissioners shall have the same power of 
acting upon application made to them by the Governing Body of the Grammar School, or 
of Maynard’s Girls’ School, with respect to the Endowments and income of such schools 
hereby made payable to them respectively, as they would have if such application had 
been made by the Governing Body of the Trust, and the Governing Body or Governing 
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SCHEDULE. 


(Accounts. ) 


1. The abstract of accounts directed by the Scheme to be prepared every year shall set 
out separately the income receivable, the income received, and the expenditure. 


2. The account of income receivable shall: show separately the amounts receivable 


from— 


Houses at rack-rent; 

Ground-rents ; 

Land at rack-rent ; 

Rent-charges ; 

Houses or land not at rack-rent ; 

Interest, on unpaid purchase-moneys of land taken or sold ; 
Dividends on stocks or other personalty, distinguishing the same ; 
Interest on cash at bankers ; 

Other payments from Endowment, fixed or estimated ; 

Arrears due. 


3. The account of income received shall show separately the amounts received from the 
above-named and other sources, incidental or otherwise, and also the amounts received 
from entrance fees and from tuition fees for each school or department for each quarter or 
term, and the balance in hand at the commencement of the account. 


A. The account of expenditure shall show separately the amounts expended on the 
management, repairs, rates, taxes, and other matters connected with the property of the 
Trust as distinguished from the objects thereof. 

Tt shall also show separately expenditure on the schools and on other educational 


objects. 


It shall show separately in sufficient detail the expenditure on such other educational 


objects. 


Tt shall show the educational expenditure for each separate school on— 


Management ; 

Rates and taxes ; 

Repairs of school buildings ; 

Cleaning, &e. ; 

Pensions; ‘ 

Salary and capitation fees of head master or head mistress ; 
Payment of assistant masters, mistresses, and teachers ; 
School apparatus, library ; 

Instruction in science, if separate from instruction in school; 
Examiners ; 

Exhibitions tenable at school ; 

Exhibitions tenable away from school ; 


Prizes.

Part I.—Gernerau Score oF Trust. 


1, THE object of this Foundation or Trust shall be to supply a liberal and practical General object. 
education by means of a school or schools at or near Nuneaton; and from the 
date of this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869, 
1873, and 1874, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as relates to 
the management of this endowment, be repealed and abrogated. 


Part II.—Constiturion oF GoveRNING Bopy AND MANAGEMENT. 


2. The Governing Body, hereinafter called the Governors, shall, ultimately when Governing Body. 
completely formed and full, consist of 12 persons, of whom two shall be Nominated, five 
shall be Representative, and five shall be Co-optative Governors. 


3. The Nominated Governors shall be nominated by the magistrates acting for the Nominated. 
petty sessional division in which Nuneaton is situated, but no such nomination shall be 
made until the whole number of Governors has been reduced below 12, or so as to make 
such number more than 12. 


4. Of the Representative Governors, three shall be elected by the ratepayers of the Representative. 
parish of Nuneaton rated to the relief of the poor upon a yearly value of not less than 102, 
and shall always be residents or ratepayers within the ecclesiastical districts of Nuneaton, 
Attleborough, and Stockingford, one within each ofsuch ecclesiastical districts respectively. 
The other two Representative Governors shall be elected by the parents of such of the 
day boys as have been on the roll of the school for one year before the date of the election. 
The father or, if the father be dead, the mother of each boy shall be entitled to one vote. 
The head master shall furnish to the Governors from time to time a list of the parents, and 
such list, signed by the chairman and by the head master, shall be conclusive evidence of 
the right to vote. The Governors shall from time to time draw up regulations for the 
conduct of the elections of Representative Governors. 


5. The Co-optative Governors shall, except as hereinafter provided, be appointed by Co-optative. 
the Governors by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them, with all proper information 
to the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales, at their office in London; but no 
such appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and 
their approval certified under their official seal. 


6. The Governors shall be appointed to hold office for the following terms; that is to say, Tenure of office and 
—the Nominated Governors each for the term of six years; the Representative Governors frst appointments. 
each for the term of five years; and the Co-optative Governors, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, each for the term of eight years. The first elections of Representative Governors 
shall take place as soon after the date of this Scheme as conveniently may be. The first Co- 
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optative Governors shall be the persons hitherto the Governors of this Foundation, and 
shall be appointed to hold office for life. ‘ 


7. If, during his term of office, any Governor becomes bankrupt or incapacitated to act, 
or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire,.or omits for the space of two 
years to attend any meeting, the Governors shall cause a record of the fact to be entered 
in their books, and upon such record being entered the Governor to whom it applies shall 
forthwith cease to be a Governor. 


8. Each vacancy in the office of Governor shall, as soon as can conveniently be 
managed, be filled by the appointment of a new Governor, in manner hereinbefore 
prescribed, by the body entitled on such, vacancy to appoint'a new Governor, but so that, 
except at first as hereinbefore provided, the number of Co-optative Governors shall never 
be more than five. On each vacancy in the office of Nominated or Representative 
Governors, notice thereof shall be given by the Governors to the proper appointing or 
electing body. 


9. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. No master in the school shall be a Governor. 


10. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends in that 
character, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office of Governor, and his 
willingness to do his duty as such, and to act in the trusts of this Scheme; and until he 
has signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions of a 
Governor. 


1l.. The Governors shall hold meetings in some convenient place in Nuneaton, as often 
as may be found necessary for the management of the Trust, and at least twice in each 
year, on some convenient days to be appointed by themselves. 


12. The Governors shall at their first meeting in each year elect one of their number 
to be chairman of their meetings for that year, and make regulations for supplying his 
place whenever he is absent. 


13, A quorum shall be constituted whenever four Governors are“ present. Whenever 
any decision is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the whole existing number 
of Governors, any two Governors may within 14 days from the day of the decision demand 
that the decision shall be once reconsidered ata special meeting. 


14. Any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting for any cause that 
seems to them sufficient. 


15. All special meetings shall be convened by notice im writing to the Giovernors 
at least three clear days before such meeting, specifying the object of the meeting. And 
it shall be the duty of the clerk to give such notice when required by any Governors 
having a right to summon such meeting. 


16. All matters and questions shall be determined by the majority of the Governors 
present, at. any meeting; and in case of equality of votes, the Chairman: shall have a 
second or casting vote. . ; 


17. If a sufficient number of Governors to form a quorum are not present at any 
meeting, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, those present may 
adjourn the meeting to a subsequent day. 


18. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 
them, for that. purpose; and minutes of the entry into office of every new Governor, 
and. of all proceedings of the Governors, shall be entered in such minute book, and duly. 
signed. ; 


19. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the: Governors, and: 
such accounts shall be stated for each year, and examined and passed annually at the first. 
meeting in the ensuing year, and signed by the Governors then present. 


20. The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published 
annually in at least one local newspaper. Such abstracts shall be in any form which 
may be prescribed or authorised by the Charity Commissioners. 


21. The Governors shall make such arrangements as they may find most fitting for 
the custody of all muniments, title deeds, and other documents. belonging to the Trust, 
for deposit of money, for drawing cheques, and for the appointment of agents for the 
conduct of their business. If any such agent is himself a Governor he shall not be 
entitled to a salary. 


22. All lands and hereditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the Trust, and all 
terms, estates, and interests therein, shall from the date of this Scheme vest in the Official 
Trustee of Charity Lands, and his successors: And all stock inthe public funds and 
other securities belonging to the Trust shall be transferred to and vest in the Official 

Trustees 
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~ ‘Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom ‘the dividends and income arising therefrom shall 
be from time to time paid to the Governors or their order. 


23. The Governors may from time to time, when and as-favourable opportunity offers, 
if the Charity Commissioners deem it to he for the permanent benefit of the ‘Trust, and 
with their sanction, sell such real estates of the Trust as are not required to be used for 
the objects of this Scheme, and shall, with the like sanction, invest. the proceeds in the 
name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in such mode as the Court of Chancerv 
in exercise of its statutory powers, or as any Act of Parliament, may authorise for the 
investment of Trust Funds in general. 


24. All the estates and property of the Trust remaining unsold and not required to be 
retained or occupied for the purposes thereof, shall be let or otherwise managed by the 
Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general law 
applicable to the management of property by the Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 


25, Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals on the 
Trust estates shall be treated as capital, and be invested in the manner hereinbefore 
directed, except in any special cases in which the Governors may be authorised by the 
Charity Commissioners to apply such money or any part thereof as come. 


26. From the date of this Scheme the existing Corporation of the Governors of the 
possessions, revenues, and goods.of the Free Grammar School of King Edward VL, 
in Nunéaton, in the county of Warwick, shall be dissolved, and, except as herein other- 
wise provided, all rights, powers, and liabilities, except any copyhold tenancies vested in 
that Corporation, shall be transferred to and vest in the Governors created by this 
Scheme. — 


27. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers reserved to, belonging to, or 
claimed by, or capable of being exercised by, the Bishop of Lichfield, or any person,other 
than Her Majesty as visitor of this Trust, shall be transferred to Her Majesty, and all 
such rights and powers, and also any like rights and powers vested in Her Majesty on 
the 2nd day of August 1869, shall be exercised only through and by the Charity Com- 
missioners for England and Wales. 


28. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any master under this Trust shall be abolished. 
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29, The school shall be a Day School, and if the Governors think fit, a Boarding 
_ School for boys. me 


30. As soon as may be practicable after the date of this Scheme, the Governors may 
spend such a capital sum as the Charity Commissioners may approve, to be raised by sale 
or mortgage of the property of the Trust under the direction of that Board, in acquiring 
a new site in or near Nuneaton approved by the Charity Commissioners, and erecting 
thereon school buildings, according to plans and estimates approved in like manner, 
capable of accommodating 100 boys or thereabouts. They shall not exceed such sum 
except with the consent of the Charity Commissioners. 


31. No person shall be disqualified for beg a master in the school by reason only of 
his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 


32. The Governors shall appoint the head master at some meeting to be called for 
that purpose, as soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after 
notice of an intended yacancy. The master shall be a graduate of some University 
- within the British Empire. Pie circumstance that he has taken or made, or omitted to 
take or make, any oath or declaration on obtaining a degree shall not affect his qualifi- 
cation. In order to obtain the best ‘candidates the Governors shall, for a sufficient time 
before making any appointment, give public notice of the vacancy and invite competition 
by advertisements in newspapers, or such other methods as they may judge best 
calculated to secure the object. 


33. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
ealendar months’ written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least 14 days, and duly convened for that 
express purpose, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds 
of the Governors present. : 


34. For urgent cause the Governors may, by resolution passed at.a special meeting duly 
convened for that.express purpose, and affirmed by not less than two-thirds of the whole 
existing number of Governors, declare that the head master ought to be dismissed from 
his office; and in that case they may. appoint another special meeting to be held not less 
than a week after the former one, and may then, by a similar resolution, affirmed by as 
darge,a,proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors 
assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from 
his office until the next meeting, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as large a 
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proportion of Governors. Full notice and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall 
be given to the head master. 


35, Every head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to sign a 
pee eee to be entered in the minute book of the Governors, in the following 
orm :— 

al, declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, dis- 

“ charge the duties of head master of the Grammar School of King Edward VI. at 

“ Nuneaton, during my tenure of the office; and that if I am removed by the Gover- 

“‘nors, according to the constitution of the said school, I will acquiesce in such 

“ yemoyal, and will thereupon relinquish all claim to the mastership and its future 

‘emoluments, and will deliver up to the Governors, or as they direct, possession of 
‘all their property then in my possession or occupation.” 


36. The head master shall dwell in the residence assigned for him. He shall have the 
occupation and use of such residence, and of any other property of the Trust of which he 
becomes occupant, in respect of his official character and duties, and not as tenant, and 
shall, if removed from his office, deliver up possession of such residence and other property 
to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, except with the permission of the 
Governors, permit any person to occupy such residence or any part thereof. 


37. The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the school, and during 
his tenure of office shall not accept or hold any benefice having the cure of souls; or 
any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere with the 
proper performance of his duties as head master. 


38. Neither the head master nor any assistant master shall receive or demand from any 
boy in the school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any 
gratuity, fee, or payment, except such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this 
Scheme. : 


39. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of 
subjects, the division of the year into term and vacation, the payments of scholars, the 
number and payments of boarders, if any, and the number of holidays to be given in 
the term. They shall take general supervision of the sanitary condition of the school 
buildings and arrangements.. They shall determine what number of assistant masters 
shall be employed. ‘They shall every year assign the amount which they think proper 
to be paid out of the income of the Trust for the purpose of maintaining assistant masters 
and a proper plant or apparatus for carrying on the instruction given in the school. 


40. Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the Governors shall 
consult the head master in such a manner as to give him full opportunity for the expres- 
sion of his views. 


41. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head 
master shall have under his control the choice of books, the methods of teaching, the 
arrangemeut of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, 
management, and discipline of the school: Provided that if he expels a boy from the 
school, he shall forthwith make a full report in writing of the case to the Governors. 


42. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing and, subject to appeal to 
the Governors, of dismissing all assistant masters, and shall determine, subject to the 
approval of the Governors, in what proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for 
the maintenance of assistant masters and of plant or apparatus shall be divided among 
the various persons and objects for which it is assigned in the aggregate. And the 
Governors shall pay the same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master 
or directly, as they think best. 


43. The head master may from time to time submit proposals to the Governors for 
making or altering regulations concerning any matter within their province, and the 
Governors shall consider such proposals and decide upon them. 


44, The head master shall receive a fixed stipend of 1507.a year. He shall also receive 
head money calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be agreed upon be- 
tween him and the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 2/. or more than 41. 
yearly for each boy. These payments shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the 
Governors think fit. 


45. The Governors may also if they think fit, and the state of the school funds allow, 

ay to the head master a further sum of 21. 10s. for every boy who is placed in the first 

teeta of merit in the Oxford or Cambridge Local Examination, who shall at the time 
of the examination have been in the school for at least one year. 


46, All boys, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such entrance and tuition fees 
as the Governors shall fix from time to time, provided that no such entrance fee shall exceed 
12, and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 5/. or more than 10/. a year. No 
difference in respect of these fees shall be made between any scholars on account of place 
of birth or residence, or of being or not being boarders. No extras of any kind shall be 
allowed without the sanction of the Governors, and written consent on behalf of the 


scholar concerned. 
47, All 
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47. All payments for entrance or tuition shall be made in advance to the head master, 
or to such other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be 
accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part 
of the general income of the Trust. 


48. No boy shall be admitted into the school unless he has attained the age of eight 
years. No boy shall remain in the school after the end of the term in which he has 
attained the age of 17 years. 


49. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
school and all the advantages of the school shall be open to all boys who are of good 
character and sufficient health, and who are residing with their parents, guardians, or 
next friends, or in some boarding house established or approved by the Governors. 
No boy not so residing shall be admitted to the school unless he has previously obtained 
the express permission of the Governors. . 


50. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person named by the Governors, according to a printed form to be approved 
of by the Governors, and delivered to all applicants. 


51. The head master, or other person named by the Governors, shall keep a 
register of applications, showing the date at which every application is made for the 
zadmission of a boy, the date of his admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejec- 
tion, and the age of the boy at the date of the application. 


52. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
notice to the parents of those whose turn is arriving. No boy shall be admitted to the 
school except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for admission. Those 
who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in order, according to 
the dates of their application; but if there is not room for all, preference for admission 
shall be given to those boys whose parents or guardians are resident in the town or the 
ancient parish of Nuneaton. 


53. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, 
but it shall never fall below the following standard ; that is to say,— 


Reading easy narrative. 

Small text handwriting. 

The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it ad- 
vantageous for the school. 


54. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual 
custody of, any scholar attending the school as a day scholar, may claim, by 
notice, in writing addressed to the head master, the exemption of such scholar 
from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons 
on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempted accordingly, and a scholar 
shall not, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious worship, 
or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 
advantage or emolument in this school or out of this Trust to which he would otherwise 
have been entitled. If any teacher, in the course of other lessons at which any such 
scholar is in accordance with the ordinary rules of the school present, teaches systemati- 
cally and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of which any 
exemption has been claimed, as in this clause before provided, the Governors shall, on 
complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person liable to maintain 
or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant and inquire into the 
circumstances ; and if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all proper provisions 
for remedying the matter complained of. 


_ 55. The Governors and head master shall, within their respective provinces, as herein- 
before defined, and subject to the provisions of this Scheme, make proper regulations for 
‘the religious instruction to be given in the school. 


No alteration in any regulations made by the Governors respecting the religious in- 
struction to be given in the school shall take effect until the expiration of not less than 
one year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 


56. The subjects of secular instruction shall be as follows :— 


Reading and writing. 

Arithmetic and mathematics. 

Geography and history. 

Natural science. 

English grammar, composition, and literature. 
Latin, and at least one foreign European language. 
Drawing, vocal music, and drilling. 
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The boys shall be instructed in the foregoing subjects according to the classification and 
arrangements made by the head master. 
ditional fee of not less than 3 /. a-year for each boy. 


57. There shall be, once in every year, an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but other- 
wise unconnected with the school. The examiners shall report to the Governors on the 
proficiency of the scholars, and on the position of the schooi as regards instruction and 
discipline, as shown by the results of the examination. The Governors shall communicate 
the report to the head master, 


58. The head master shall make an annual report in writing to the Governors on the 
general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year. He also 
may mention the names of any boys who in his judgment are worthy of praise: or 
substantial reward, having regard both to proficieney and conduct. 


59. By way of Exhibitions tenable at theschool, the Governors shall grantexemptionsfrom 
the payment of entrance and tuition fees for such periods and on such conditions as 
they think fit. All such exemptions shall be given as the reward of merit only, and shall 
be assigned, in the case of candidates for admission, on the result of the examination for 
admission; and in the case of boys already attending the school, on the reports of the 
examiners and head master, and noexemption shall be granted to any such boy if the head 
master reports that he is rendered undeserving of it by ill-conduct. The Governors may, 
under these conditions, exempt boys from the payment of the whole or of one-half of the 
tuition fee, but such exemption shall in every case be liable to forfeiture in the event of 
misconduct or failure to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. Boys so exempted 
shall be called and ranked as Foundation Scholars, and the degrees of exemption shall be 
further distinguished if the Governors think fit. Not more than 10 per cent. of the boys 
shall be wholly exempt, and no further exemptions shall be allowed when the exemption, 
total and partial, reach the proportion of one in every five boys in the school. 


60. Three of these Exhibitions shall be competed for in the first instance by boys who 
have for not less than two years been educated at any Public Elementary Schools in the 
town or the ancient parish of Nuneaton, and who shall not be less than 12 or more than 
14 years of age; and the Governors shall make such arrangements as.seem to them best 
adapted to secure the double object of attracting good scholars tothe school, and apply- 
ing a stimulus to the said Publie Elementary Schools. No Exhibitions under this clause 
shall be thrown open to all comers until the head master has reported that there are not 
enough boys from the said. Public Elementary Schools who on examination prove worthy 
to take them. Subject to the preference given by this clause, the Exhibitions aforesaid 
shall be freely and openly competed for. 


61. The Governors may also, if the state of the funds will admit, establish Exhibitions 


tenable at other places of education, or for the purpose of technical or professional study, : 


and to be awarded by open competition among the boys who have been educated at the 


school for such time previous to the grant of the Exhibition as the Governors may 


prescribe. 

_ 62. The Exhibitions established under this Scheme shall be tenable only for the purposes 
aforesaid. If the holder dies, his representatives shall. be entitled only to the next in- 
stalment, whenever payable. If the holder is guilty of gross misconduct or idleness, or 
wilfully ceases to pursue his education or study, the Governors may determine the Exhi- 
bition. 


63. Nothing contained in this Scheme shall affect any interest legally vested in any 
scholar who was admitted to the school before the 2nd day of August 1873. ! 


Part I[V.—AppLicaTion or Incomn. 


64. The Governors shall, as soon as funds are available for the purpose, place the sum of 
1,0002. Consols to a separate account in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable 
Funds, entitled “ Repairs and Improvements.” The income shall be paid to the Gover- 
nors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, 
and if not wanted for that purpose shall be accumulated by them to the same account. 
The Governors shall draw upon the accumulations at their discretion for the purpose 
of any such repairs or improvements, but shall not encroach upon the capital, except 
for the purpose of substantial improvements or extraordinary repairs or renewal, and then 
not without the consent of the Charity Commissioners, and under such conditions of re- 
placing the capital as that Board may think right. 


65. Until the Repairs and Improvements Fund,is provided, the Governors shall treat 
the sum of 301. yearly as applicable to the same purposes as the Repairs and Improve- 
ments Fund, except that they may lay by any surplus in the ordinary way, and need not 
pay it over to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, 


66. After defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund may be insuffi- 
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cient to answer, and payment of any legal claims on the Governors which may be due, 
the Governors shall employ the income in paying the head master as hereinbefore pre- 
scribed, in paying the amount assigned for the assistant masters and school plant or 
apparatus, and paying the examiner or examiners, and in providing for such Exhibitions 
and prizes as they may have adjudged. 


67. The Governors may also, if they think fit and the funds suffice for the pur- 
pose, agree with the head master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a 
pension or superannuation fund, the main principle of such agreement being that the 
head master and the Trust Fund shall each contribute annually for a period of 20 years such 
sums as may be fixed on; that these contributions shall accumulate at compound interest ; 
that in case the head master serves his office 2U years he shall on his retirement be 
entitled to the whole fund; that in case he retires earlier on account of permanent dis- 
ability from illness he shall also be entitled to the whole fund; that in all other cases he 
shall, on his ceasing to be master, be entitled to the amount produced by his own con- 
tributions. 


68. If there is any residue of income, the Governors may eraploy it in increasing the 
stipend of the head master, or the fund applicable to the payment of assistant masters 
and school plant or apparatus, in improving the accommodation of the school buildings, 
in aiding the games of the scholars, or generally in promoting the spirit and efficiency 
of the school. Whatever they do not think fit to spend in these ways they shall, on 
passing the yearly accounts, state as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it ina bank; and 
if the sums so deposited rise to 300/., they shall invest the same in the manner herein- 
before directed to the genéral credit of the Trust. 


Part V.—GENERAL. 


69. The Governors may, out of the income of the Trust, provide annually such sum as 
they think proper towards meeting the expense incurred in sending boys selected by the 
head master from the school for examination to the nearest centre of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Local Examinations. 


70. ‘The Governors may. receive any additional donations or endowments for the general 
purposes of the school. They may also receive donations or endowments for any special 
objects directed by the donors, provided that such objects are certified by the Charity 
Commissioners to be for the general benefit of the school, and not calculated to give 
privileges to any scholar without regard to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with, or 
calculated to impede the due working of, the provisions of this Scheme. 


7i.. If any doubt or question arises among the Governors as to the proper construction 
or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors may apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice 
when given shall be binding on the Governors. 


72. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme, or other- 
wise for the government or regulation of the Trust, provided that such Schemes be not 
inconsistent with Clause 1 of this Scheme, or with anything contained in the Endowed 
Schools Acts, 1869, 1873, and 1874. 


73. This Scheme shall be printed, and a copy given to every person who shall become 
a Governor, and to every master or assistant master appointed to the school, and copies 
shall be sold at a reasonable price to all persons who may wish to buy. 


74, The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of it.

Soureme for the Management of St. Joun’s Hosprvat, in the City of EXETER, and of 
certain other CHARITIES and ENDOWMENTS. 


Part J.—GENERAL. 


1. THe general object of the Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme 
(which Charities and Endowments are hereinafter collectively referred to as the Trust) 
shall be to supply sound practical and liberal education for boys and girls by means of 
schools in or near Exeter. 


2. The Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme are :— 


(1.) St. John’s Hospital, in the city of Exeter, and all the endowments thereof 
(including the advowson of Clyst St. Lawrence), whether created by the original 
instrument of foundation, or by other instruments of benefaction, and whether appli- 
cable to the general purposes of the Hospital, or to special purposes in connection 
therewith, other than Hele’s Gift, next hereinafter referred to: 


(2.) Hele’s Gift, that is to say, such part of the endowment founded by Elize 
Hele, by Indenture dated the 9th January 1632, as was comprised in and appointed 
by a warrant under Her Majesty’s Sign Manual, dated the 4th March 1840: 


(3.) The Blue Maids’ Hospital, in the city of Exeter, and all the endowments 
thereof, whether created by the original instrument of foundation, or by other instru- 
ments of benefaction, and whether applicable to the general purposes of the Hospital, 
or to special purposes in connection therewith: 


(4.) The Play Field and New Site Fund of Exeter Free Grammar School, lately 
raised by public subscription, and the property (subject to all existing charges 
affecting the same) acquired by the Trustees thereof, who have assented to this 
Scheme : 


(5.) All or any endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto attached to 
the Exeter Free Grammar School, and managed by the Governing Body thereof. 


3. From the date of this Scheme all the particulars which, by the Endowed Schools 
Act, 1869, sect. 46, are capable of being hereby repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as 
they relate to the management of the several Charities and Endowments dealt with by 
this Scheme, be repealed and abrogated, except as is hereinafter otherwise expressly 

_ provided. 


4, From the date of the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the 
provisions of this Scheme, all rights, powers, and liabilities of the Governing Bodies of 
the several Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme respectively shall vest 
in the Governing Body formed under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme, 
and all lands and hereditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the said several 
Charities and Endowments respectively, and all terms, estates, and interests therein, 

hall vest in the Official Trustee of Charity Lands, and all stock in the public funds and 
dhe: securities belonging to the said several Charities and Endowments. respectively, 
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shall be transferred to and vest in the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom 
the dividends and income arising therefrom shall be from time to time paid to the said 
Governing Body or their order. 


5. The clerks and all other officers hitherto employed by the Governing Bodies of the 
several Charities and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme shall continue to perform 
the same duties on the same terms as heretofore, as officers of the said Governing: Bodies 
respectively, until the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the provi- 
sions of the second part of this Scheme, and afterwards of such Governing Body, unless 
or until they retire or are dismissed respectively, or such duties or terms are varied, with 
such notice as they may be entitled to respectively. 


6. The Trust and the property thereof shall be managed, and the hitherto existing 
schools of the several Charities dealt with by this Scheme, shall be carried on, and the 
hitherto existing trusts for the benefit of scholars attending such schools respectively shall 
be administered as heretofore, by the Governing Bodies of the said several Charities 
until-the first meeting of the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and shall thenceforth be managed, reconstructed, or closed 
respectively, as may be found necessary for the purposes of this Scheme. 


7. From and after the date of this Scheme, every scholar who was on the 31st March 
1875 a free scholar on the foundation of a school of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme, 
shall be entitled, during the period for which except for this Scheme ‘he or she would 
have been entitled to remain on the foundation, to have his or her school fees paid for 
him or her out of the income of the Trust by the Governing Body constituted under the 
provisions of the second part of this Scheme at any school of like or higher character 
approved of by the said Governing Body which the parent or guardian, or person liable 
to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar, may select, and to receive such 
other advantages, or the equivalent thereof by way of maintenance or otherwise, to be 
provided out of the said income, as he or she would have been entitled to receive if this 
Scheme had not been made. If any difference occurs between any such parent, guar- 
dian, or person as aforesaid, and the said Governing Body, the matter shall be referred 
to the Charity Commissioners, whose decision shall be final. Every scholar who was, on 
the 31st. March 1874, at a school of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme shall be 
entitled to remain at such school for the same time and upon payment of the same fees 
as if this Scheme had not been made. Bey 


8. Notwithstanding anything herein contained, this Scheme shall not affect any of the 
following vested interests :— . 


(1.) The tenure by any person of any Exhibition or Apprenticeship fee payable ou 
of the Endowments of the Trust, which was held by him or her, or had been awarded 
to him or her on the 31st March 1874; 


(2.) Such interest as any teacher or officer of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme, 
other than the Reverend Henry Newport, appointed to his or her office before the 
25th June 1868 may have ; 


(3.) Such interest as any person may have in any pension or compensation allow- 
ance payable out of the Endowments of the Trust to which such person was entitled 
on the 25th June 1868; and such interest as George Masters Gould may have in 
any pension or compensation allowance payable out of any such Endowments awarded 
to him on or before the 30th July 1869. 


The Reverend Henry Newport, being desirous of retiring from the office of head 
master of Exeter Free Grammar School, shall cease to be head master at the expiration 
of six months from the date of this Scheme, or at such earlier date as may be agreed upon 
between him and the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of the second part 
of this Scheme, and thereupon the said Governing Body shall pay him the capital sum of 
1,500 7. to be raised as hereinafter provided. 


9. Notwithstanding anything herein contained, this Scheme shall not prevent the 
Chapel of St. John’s Hospital from being maintained, and Divine service from being con- 
ducted there as heretofore, and all sums hitherto charged upon any property of the 
Trust or lawfully payable out of the income thereof for the maintenance of the Chapel, or 
stipends of persons having duties to perform therein or in connection with the services 
thereof, shall continue to be so charged or lawfully payable by the Governing Body con- 
stituted under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme. 


10. All sums hitherto charged upon any property of the Trust or lawfully payable out 
of the income thereof for the maintenance of lectures in Exeter College, Oxford, or for the 
benefit of the poor of St. Catherine’s Almshouses in the city of Exeter, or for the main- 
tenance of a School in the parish of Moreton, shall continue to be so charged or lawfully 
alee by the Governing Body constituted under the provisions of the second part of 
this Scheme. 


11. The following sums authorised to be paid out of the Endowment of Hele’s gift by 
warrant under Her Majesty’s Sign Manual, dated the 4th March 1840, that is to say, 
sums not exceeding—. i 

(1.) The sum of 2007. to the Rector and Churchwardens of the parish of Ciyet 
: St. 
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St. Laurence for the purchase or erection of a school-house, and the annual sum of 
_ 601. for the maintenance of a school ; 


(2.) The annual sum of 30J. to the master of the Ancient Free School, in the 
_ parish of Bovey Tracy, as addition to his salary ; 


shall after the date of this Scheme be paid respectively by the Governing Body consti- 
tuted under the provisions of the second part of this Scheme, as to the said capital sum 
hot exceeding 200/., and the said annual sum not exceeding 507. to such persons and 
upon such terms as may be prescribed by a Scheme to be framed by the Endowed Schools 
Commissioners or the Charity Commissioners; and as to the said annual sum of 301. to 
the Governing Body of the said Ancient Free School instead of to the master thereof. 

In addition to the said annual sum of 307. authorised to be paid by the said warrant, 
the capital sum of 5002. shall be paid by the Governing Body constituted under the pro- 
visions of the second part of this Scheme, within six months from the date of this Scheme, 
to the said Governing Body of the said Ancient Free School in Bovey Tracey for the 
erection of a new school-house. 


"12. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers (if any) reserved or belonging 
- to, or claimed or eapable of being exercised by, any body corporate, persons or person, 
as visitors or visitor of any Charity dealt with by this Scheme or of the Trust, shall be 
transferred to Her Majesty, and all such rights and powers, and also any like rights and 
powers vested in Her Majesty on the 2nd day of August 1869, shall be exercised only 
through and by the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. 


' 13. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any master under the Trust shall be abolished. 


Part I1.—ConstTituTIONn oF GOVERNING Bopy OF THE TRUST AND MANAGEMENT 
oF PROPERTY. 


14. The Governing Body of the Trust, hereinafter in this part referred to as the 


Governors, shall eventually, when full and complete, consist. of 14 persons, of whom one, 


shall be an ex-officio Governor, eight Representative Governors, and five Co-optative 
Governors. é 


15. The ex-officio Governor shall be— 
The Mayor of Exeter. 


16. Of the Representative Governors— 
Four shall be appointed by the Council of the City of Exeter; 
One by the School Board for the City of Exeter ; 
One by the members of other School Boards for districts within the Parliamentary 
Borough of Exeter, assembled at a meeting to be summoned by the clerk of St. John’s 
Hospital, for the purpose of the first appointment, and afterwards by the clerk of the 


Trust, and voting by show of hands, or by ballot if a ballot is demanded by three 
voters, the clerk being the returning officer ; and 


Two by the Governing Body of the Exeter Episcopal Schools constituted by a 
Scheme to be framed by the Endowed Schools Commissioners. 


‘ The reasonable costs of all such appointments shall be paid out of the income of the 
rust. 

Immediately after the date of this Scheme, the Mayor of Exeter shall give notice in 
writing to the Council and to the several School Boards of their right to make such 
appointments respectively. The first appointments shall be made as soon after the date 
of this Scheme, and all future appointments as soon after the occurrence of vacancies, as 
can conveniently be managed ; and the name of each Governor appointed shall be forth- 
with returned to the Mayor of Exeter in the case of first appointments, and afterwards to 
the Governors by the proper officer of the body making the appointment. 


Each Representative Governor shall be appointed to hold office for three years and 
then retire. 


17. The first Co-optative Governors, who shall be eight in number, instead of five, 
shall be as follows :— 


The Right Rev. Frederick Lord Bishop of Exeter ; 
The Right Hon. Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, Bart., M.P., ©.B. ; 


Three Governors to be appointed by the persons hitherto acting as Trustees of 
St. John’s Hospital; and 


Three Governors‘to be appointed by the persons hitherto acting as Trustees of 
Hele’s School. 


if Such appointments shall be made as soon after the date of this Scheme as can con- 
weniently be managed. pies 
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Future Co-optative Governors shall be appointed as vacancies occur among such 
Governors after their number shall have been reduced to five by the Governors. 

Immediately upon any appointment of a Co-optative Governor (other than the first 
appointment), the Governors shall notify the fact with all proper information to the 


Charity Commissioners for England and Wales at their office in London; and no such. 


appointment shall be valid unless and until it has been approved by the said Commis- 
sioners, and their approval certified under their official seal. 

Each Co-optative Governor shall be appointed to hold office for five years and then 
retire. 


“18. If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt or incapacitated 
to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing a wish to retire, or omits for the space of 
one year to attend any meeting, the Governors shall, after due notice to such Governor, 
if living, at his last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be 
entered in their books, and in the case of a Representative Governor shall notify the same 
to the body or several bodies whose members may be entitled to appoint a Governor in 
the vacant place, and upon such record being entered the Governor to whom it applies 
shall forthwith cease to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or 
non-attendance only shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


19. No master or mistress of any school of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious 
opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, shall 
not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor. 


20. Within 21 days after the expiration of two months from the date of this Scheme, 
the Mayor of Exeter shall issue to every Governor then appointed notice of a meeting 
of the Governors to be held at an interval of not less than 14 and not more than 28 days 
from the date of such notice, at some convenient place in Exeter. If for any cause the 
Mayor fails to issue such notice within the prescribed time, any two of the Representative 
Governors may issue such notice instead of him. No meeting of the Governors shall be 
held before the meeting of which notice shall be so given. 


21. Every Governor shall, at the first meeting of the Governors, or afterwards at or 
before the first meeting he attends in that character, sign a memorandum declaring his 
acceptance of the office of Governor, and willingness to perform the duties of the office, 
and to act in the trusts of this Scheme; and until he has signed such a declaration he 
shall not be entitled to act. 


22. The Governors shall hold meetings in some place in Exeter, or in some other con- 
venient place to be fixed by themselves, as often as may be found necessary for the 
management of the Trust, and at least twice in each year, on some convenient days to be 
appointed by themselves. 


23. The Governors shall at their first meeting in each year elect one of their number 
to be Chairman of their meetings for that year, and shall make regulations for supplying 
his place whenever he is absent. 


24, A quorum shall be constituted whenever five Governors are present, and any such 
quorum may act notwithstanding any vacancy or vacancies in the full number of Governors. 
Whenever any decision is made by the votes of less than a majority of the Governors 
for the time being entitled to act, it shall be competent to any two Governors, within seven 
days from the day of the decision, to demand that the decision shall be once reconsidered 
at a special meeting, to be held at an interval of not less than 14 and not more than 21 
days after the meeting at which such decision was made. 


25. The Chairman or any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting 
for any cause that seems to him or them sufficient. 


26. All special meetings shall be convened by notice in writing to the Governors, 
specifying the object of the meeting. And it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Trust 
to give such notice when required by any Governors having a right to summon such a 
meeting. 

27. Save as is herein otherwise expressly provided, all matters and questions shall be 
determined by the votes of the majority of the Governors present at any meeting; and 
in case of equality of votes, the Chairman of the meeting shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

28. If at any meeting there is not a sufficient number of Governors present to constitute 
a quorum, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, the Governors present 
may adjourn the meeting to a subsequent day, of which notice shall be given to all the 
Governors. 


29. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 


-them for that purpose. 


30. Minutes of all proceedings of the Governors shall be entered in the minute book 


and duly signed. In the same book there shall be recorded the entry into office of every 
new 
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new Governor, and the names of all Governors present at each meeting, whether a 
quorum is constituted or not. 


31. Full accounts shall be kept of the receipts and expenditure of the Governors, and 
such accounts and also an account of the property of the Trust, with the transactions 
affecting the same during the year, shall be stated for each year, and examined and passed 
annually at a meeting in the first quarter of the ensuing year, and signed by the Gover- 
nors then present. 


32. The Governors shall in the first quarter of each year cause an abstract of the 
accounts for the preceding year to be prepared in accordance with the provisions of the 
schedule annexed to this Scheme, subject to such alterations thereof as may be prescribed 
or authorised by the Charity Commissioners. The Governors shall either cause such 
abstract as soon as it is prepared to be inserted in one or more local newspapers, or shall 
advertise that the same is prepared, and cause the same to be printed and sold or arrange 
for all persons to have the opportunity of perusing and copying the same at some fit 
place at reasonable times.. 


33. The Governors shall make arrangements for the custody of all muniments, title 
deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust, for deposit of money, for drawing 
cheques, and for the appointment of a clerk and of ayents for the conduct of their 
business. If any such clerk or agent is himself a Governor, he shall not be entitled to a 
salary. 


34. The capital sums by this Scheme authorised to be paid or expended shall be raised 
by sale or mortgage of the real or personal property of the Trust, or by both those means, 
or otherwise, in such manner, on such terms, and subject to such conditions, with or 
without provisions for paying off such capital sums or any part thereof respectively, as 
the Charity Commissioners may direct or sanction. 


35. The existing school buildings of the Trust and the sites and appurtenances thereof 
respectively shall be treated as part of the general property of the Trust, and be made 
use of or applied as the Governors think fit, except that the land acquired by the Trustees 
of the Play Field and New Site Fund of Exeter Free Grammar School, and the present 
school buildings and appurtenances of the said Grammar School, or the value thereof, 
shall be treated as applicable only for the benefit of the Grammar School of the Trust. *° 


36. Subject to the provisions herein contained, all the estates and property of the 
Trust not used or occupied for the purposes thereof shall be let or otherwise managed by 
the Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general 
law applicable to the management of property py Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 


37. Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals belong- 
ing to the Trust shall be treated as capital, and invested in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds, except in any special cases in which the Governors may 
be authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such money or any part thereof as 
income. 


38. Any adyowson belonging to the Trust shall be sold at such time and subject. to 
such conditions as may be prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, and the money 
arising from the sale shall be treated as capital and invested in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds to the general credit of the Trust. 


39. The Governors shall in each year employ the income of the Trust as follows, and 
in the following order of priority :— 


First, they shall pay the interest on loans, if any, raised by them under the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, and make such provision for a sinking fund or sinking funds 
as may be required by the conditions on which such loans may have been raised : 


Secondly, they shall defray the expenses of management of the property of the 
Trust incurred under the provisions of this part of this Scheme, and shall pay all 
subsisting charges on the said property : 


Thirdly, they shall pay what may be due in respect of any interest hereby saved 
or of any right hereby commuted, and they shall pay to the Governing Body of the 
Grammar School constituted under the provisions of the third part of this Scheme, 
the net annual income of all endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto 
attached to the same school, and managed. by the :Governing Body thereof, to be 
applied by such Governors upon the Trusts hitherto affecting the same respectively, 
or upon such other Trusts as may from time to time be declared concerning the same 
by any lawful authority : 


Fourthly, they shall pay the necessary sums for the repairs, rates, and taxes of 
the buildings of St. John’s Hospital : 


Fifthly, they shall carry to a separate account a sum not exceeding the sum of 
600 ‘: to be applied to the purposes of the Orphans’ Fund as hereinafter provided : 
i: ‘ A3 
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Sixthly, they shall carry to a separate account the sum of 4002 to be applied to 
the purposes of Hele’s School as hereinafter provided : 


Seventhly, they shall, after providing for a reasonable current balance, divide and 
. pay the residue as follows, that is to say: 


(1.) Three equal seventh parts thereof to the Governing Body of the Gram- 
mar School as constituted under this Scheme ; 


(2.) Two equal seventh parts thereof to the Governing Body of Maynard’s 
Girls’ School as constituted under this Scheme ;, and 


(3.) They shall apply two equal seventh parts thereof in such manner as they 
think fit in making payments to either or both of the above-named Governing 
Bodies, or in augmenting any of the Endowments fixed by this Scheme or other- 
wise in carrying out any of the provisions of this Scheme. 


Part III.—Governine Bopy oF GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


Governing Body. 40. The Governing Body of the Grammar School of the Trust, hereimafter in this part 
referred to as the Governors, shall consist when full and complete of 13 persons, and shall 
be as follows :— é 
County Governors. The Lord Lieutenant of the county of Devon, or some person appointed by 
him; 

Three Governors appointed by the Magistrates of the county of Devon in Quarter 
Sessions ; 

Three Governors appointed by the Members of Parliament representing the several 
county and borough constituencies within the county of Devon and county of the 
city of Exeter; and 

Six Governors appointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, constituted under 
the provisions of the second. part of this. Scheme. 


41. When any Governor appointed as aforesaid shall have died or-ceased to be a Go- 
yernor under the provisions of this Scheme, the body, person, or persons who appointed 
Ges Governor shall, as soon as conveniently may be, proceed to appoint a Governor in 

is place. 

The Members of Parliament shall make their appointments in such manner as they 
think fit, and shall in every case report the appointments when made in writing to the 
Governors. 


The Right Reverend Frederick, Lord Bishop of Exeter, shall be deemed to be one of 


the first six Governors appointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, and shall hold, 


office from the date of this Scheme. 


Term of office. 42. Each Governor appointed as aforesaid shall be appointed to hold office for six years 
and then retire. 


43. If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt, or incapaci- 
tated to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or if any Go- 
vernor, other than the Lord Lieutenant, omits for the space of one year to attend any 
meeting, the Governors shali, after due notice to such Governor, if living, at his or her 
last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be entered in their 
books, and, if necessary, notify the same to the Body or persons by whom he was ap- 
pointed; and upon such record being entered the Governor to whom it applies shall 
forthwith cease to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or non- 
attendance only, shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. __ 


44, No master of any school of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious opinions, or 
attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, shall not in any 
way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor. 


45, Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting he attends in that character, 
sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the office. and his willingness to act ; and 
until he has signed such a declaration he shall not be entitled to act. 


46. The first meeting of the Governors shall be summoned in the same manner as the 
first meeting of the Governing Body of the Trust, but by the clerk to the Trustees of 
St. John’s Hospital instead of by the Mayor of Exeter. And the Governors shall in all 
respects conduct their business in conformity with the rules laid down for the conduct of 
business by the Governing Body of the Trust in the second part of this Scheme, so far as 
such rules are applicable. 
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Part IV.—Governine Bopy of Maynarp’s Girws’ ScHoot. 


Governing Body. 47. The Governing Body of the School of the Trust to be called Maynard's Girls’ 
: School, hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, shall consist of six persons 

to be appointed by the Governing Body of. the Trust, each to hold office for five years 

and 
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and then retire, and three Co-optative Governors. The Co-optative Governors shall be 
women. 

When any Governor appointed by the Governors of the Trust shall have died or cease 
to be a Governor under the provisions of this Scheme, the Governing Body of the Trust 
shall, as soon as conveniently may be, appoint a Governor in his piace. 

The first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed by the first six Governors ap- 
pointed by the Governing Body of the Trust, and future Co-optative Governors shall be 
appointed as vacancies occur among such Governors by the Governors. Immediately 
upon any such appointment of a Co-optative Governor, the Governors shall forthwith 
notify the fact, with all proper information, to the Charity Commissioners for England 
and Wales at their office in London; and no such appointment shall be valid unless and 
until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and their approval certified under 
their official seal. 

Each Co-optative Governor shall be appionted to hold office for five years and then 
retire. 


48. If, during his term of office, any Governor dies, or becomes bankrupt, or incapaci- 
tated to act, or expresses to the Governors in writing his wish to retire, or if any Go- 
vernor, other than the Lord Lieutenant, omits for the space of one year to attend any 
meeting, the Governors shall, after due notice to such Governor, if living, at his or her 
last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the fact to be entered in their 
books, and, if necessary, notify the same to the body by whom he was appointed; and 
upon such record being entered, the Governor to whom it applies shall forthwith cease 
to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by retirement or non-attendance only, 
shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


49. No master or mistress of any school of the Trust may be a Governor. Religious 
opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of religious worship, 
shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a Governor. 


50. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting he or she attends in that cha- 
racter, sign a memorandum declaring his or her acceptance of the office, and his or her 
willingness to act; and until he or she has signed such a declaration, he or she shall not 
be entitled to act. 


51. The first meeting of the Governors shall be summoned in the same manner as the 
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St. John’s Hospital, instead of by the Mayor of Exeter. And the Governors shall in all 
respects conduct their business in conformity with the rules laid down for the conduct of 
business by the Governing Body of the Trust in the second part of this Scheme, so far 
as such rules are applicable. 


Part V.—GENERAL REGULATIONS CONCERNING MANAGEMENT OF SCHOOLS. 


52. The regulations contained in this part of the Scheme shall apply to all schools 
managed under the provisions of this Scheme, whether directly by the Governors of the 
Trust, or by the Governors of the Grammar School, or by the Governors of Maynard’s 
Girls’ School, and the term Governors shall be interpreted accordingly. 


53. No person shall be disqualified from being a master in any school by reason only 
of his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 


54. Every head master and every head mistress of any school shall be appointed by 
the Governors of such school. Every such appointment shall be made at a meeting to be 
called for the purpose. ‘The first appointment shall be made as soon as conveniently may 
be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after the completion of all preparations for opening 
a school as the case may require; subsequent appointments on the occurrence of vacan- 
cies, or after notice of intended vacancies. In order to obtain the best candidates the 
Governors of each school shall be bound for a sufficient time before making any appoint- 
ment to give public notice of the vacaney, and invite competition by advertisements in 
newspapers and otherwise as they think fit. 


55. The Governors of any school may dismiss the head master or head mistress without 
assigning cause, after six calendar months’ written notice given in pursuance of a 
resolution passed at two consecutive meetings held at an interval of not less than 14 days, 
and duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, such resolution 
being affirmed at each meeting by notJess than one-half of the whole number of Governors 
for the time being entitled to act. 


56. For urgent cause the Governors of any school may, by a resolution passed at a 
meeting duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, and affirmed 
by not less than two-thirds of the whole number of Governors of such school for the time 
being entitled to act, declare that the head master or head mistress ought to be dis- 
missed from office; and, in that case, they shall appoint another special meeting to be 
held at an interval of not less than a week after the former one, and may then, by a 
similar resolution, affirmed. by,as large .a proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss 
_ 16—(6).- — ; A4 him 
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him or her. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at 
once to suspend such head master or head mistress from office until the next meeting, they 
may do so by a resolution affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors. Full notice 
and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be given to the head master or head 
mistress.concerned. 


57. Every head master or head mistress of any school previously to entering into office 
shall be required to sign a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors 
of such school in the following form :— 


rola declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, dis- 
* charge the duties of head of School during my 
“ tenure of office; and that if I am removed by the Governors, according to the con- 
“ stitution of the said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon 

» relinquish all claim to the office and its future emoluments, and deliver up to the 
«* Governors, or as they direct, possession of all their property then in my possession 
** or occupation.” . 


58. Every head master or head mistress shall reside in such house (if any) as may be 
assigned to him or her by the Governors of such school. He or she shall have the occu- 
pation and use of such house (if any), and of any other property of the Trust of which he 
or she becomes occupant, in respect of his or her official character and duties, and not as 
tenant, and shall, if removed from his or her office, thereupon deliver up possession of 
such house and other property to the Governors, or as they direct. He or she shall not, 
except with the permission of the Governors, permit any person to occupy such house or 
any part thereof. 


59. Every head master or head mistress of any school shall give personal attention to the 
duties of such school, and shall confine his or her own tuition to the ordinary subjects of 
tuition prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme. No head master or head 
mistress shall accept or hold any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Gover- 
nors of the school in his or her charge, may interfere with the proper performance of his 
or her duties under the Trust, and no head master shall hold any benefice having cure 
of souls. : 


60. The Governors of any school may, if they think fit, and if the income at their 
disposal is sufficient for the purpose, agree with the head master of such school for the 
formation of a pension or superannuation fund, the main principles of such agreement 
being that the head master and the Governors shall each contribute annually for a term 
of not less than 15 years such sums as may be mutually agreed upon; that these contribu- 
tions shall accumulate at compound interest; that in case any such head master seryes his 
office for such term, he shall, on his retirement, be entitled to the whole fund; that in 
case he retires earlier on account of permanent disability from illness, he shall also be 
entitled to the whole fund; that in all other cases he, on his ceasing to be master, or hi¥ 
representatives in case of his death, shall be entitled to the amount produced by his own 
contributions. A like agreement may be made with any head mistress of any school. 


61. No master or mistress of any rank in any school shall receive or demand from any 
scholar, or from any person on behalf of any such scholar, any gratuity, fee, or payment, 
except such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme. 


62. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors of each school shall prescribe, 
by rules to be made by them from time to time, the general subjects of instruction, the 
relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of subjects, the division of 
the year into term and vacation, the payments of the scholars, and the number of school 
hours in each week, and of holidays to be given in each term. They shall take. general 
supervision of the sanitary condition of all the school buildings and arrangements. They 
shall provide for the salaries of assistant masters, mistresses, and teachers, and for the 
cost of maintaining a proper plant and apparatus for instruction, of giving prizes or rewards 
to meritorious scholars, of aiding the games of the scholars, and generally of promoting 
the efficiency of the school. 


63. Before acting under the last preceding clause the Governors shall consult the head 
master or head mistress of the school concerned, in such a manner as to give him or her 
full opportunity for the expression of his or her views. 


64. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
head master or head mistress of each school shall have under his or her control the choice 
of books, the methods of teaching, the arrangement of classes and school hours, and 
generally the whole internal organisation, management, and discipline of his or her school. 
The head master or head mistress may suspend a scholar from attendance at any school 
on the ground of misconduct, provided that he or she shall forthwith make a full report 
of the case in writing to the Governors of such school, who may thereupon in their 
discretion remit or confirm such suspension on such terras as they think fit, or expel the 


scholar from the school. 


65. The head master or head mistress of any school may from time to time submit 
proposals to the Governors of such school for making or altering regulations as to 
any 
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any matter within their province, and the Governors shall consider such proposals and 
- decide upon them. 


66. Subject to the regulations made by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 

schools for boys and the school for girls shall be open to all boys and girls respectively 
who are in the opinion of the Governors of good character, and of sufficient bodily health, 
and who are residing with their parents, guardians, next friends, or near relations within 
such degrees as may be sanctioned by the Governors, or are boarders under any regula- 
tions which may be sanctioned by the Governors, and are consistent with the provisions 
of this Scheme. No scholar not so residing or boarding shall be admitted to any 
school unless he or she has previously obtained the express permission of the 
Governors. 


67. Applications for admission to any school shall be made to some person appointed 
by the Governors of such school, according toa printed form to be by them approved and 
delivered to all applicants. 


68. A register for each school shall be kept by the Governors of such school, showing 
the date at which every application is made for the admission of a scholar, the date of 
admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the age of the candidate 
for admission at the date of the application: Provided that every person requiring an 
application to be registered shall pay such fee not exceeding one shilling as may be fixed 
by the Governors. ; 


69. Every candidate for admission to any school shall be examined by or under the 
directiou of the head master or head mistress of such school, who shall appoint convenient 
times for that purpose, and give reasonable notice to the persons having. the custody of 
those whose turn is approaching. No candidate shall be admitted to any school except 
on the terms of passing such examination. Those who are found fit shall, if there is 
room for them, be admitted in order according to the dates of their application, but it 
shall be competent to the Governors of each school to direct that if there is not room for 
all the candidates their priority shall be determined by competitive examination. 


70. Save as herein otherwise expressly provided, every scholar in any school shall pay 
such entrance and tuition fees as may be required of him or her under this Scheme. All 
such payments shall be made in advance to such person as the Governors of such school 
shall from time to time appoint for the purpose, and shall be accounted for by the person 
receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the income of the Trust 
managed by them for the benefit of the school on account of which such payments may 
be made respectively. The entrance and tuition fees for boarders in any school shall be 
on the same scale as for day scholars, and in respect of all entrance and tuition fees, and 
of all payments for a boarder, no preference shall be given to any scholar on account of 
his or her place of birth or residence. No extras of any kind shall be allowed in any 
school without the sanction of the Governors of such school, and written consent on 
behalf of the scholar concerned. 


71. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain, or having the actual 
custody of any scholar attending any school as a day scholar, may claim, by notice in 
writing addressed to the head master or head mistress of such school, the exemption of such 
scholar from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons 
on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempted accordingly; and a scholar 
shall not, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious worship, or from 
any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or 
emolument in such school, or out of the income of the Trust to which he or she would 
otherwise have been entitled. Ifany teacher in the course of other lessons at which any 
such scholar is, in accordance with the ordinary rules of such school, present, teaches 
systematically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of 
which any exemption has been claimed, as provided by this clause, the Governors of such 
school shall, on complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person 
liable to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant, 
and inquire into the circumstances, and if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make 
all proper provisions for remedying the matter complained of. 

Subject to the provisions herein contained the Governors and the head master or 
head mistress of each school shall, within their respective departments as herein defined, 
make proper regulations for the religious instruction to be given in such school: Pro- 
vided that in the Grammar School and St. John’s Elementary School, hereinafter 


mentioned, such religious instruction shall be in accordance with the doctrines of the 
Church of England. . 


72. No alteration in any regulations made by the Governors of any school respecting 
the religious‘instruction given at such school shall take effect until the expiration of not 
less than one year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 


73. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars in each school by 
an examiner or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors of such school, 
and paid by them, but otherwise unconnected with such school. The examiners shal] 
make a report in writing to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars, and on the 
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position of the school as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the results of the 
examination. The Governors shall communicate to the head master or head mistress the 
report relating to such school. 


74, The head master or head mistress of each school shall make an annual report in 
writing to the Governors of such school on the general condition of the same, and on any 
special occurrences during the year. He or she may also mention the names of any 


. scholars who in his or her judgment are worthy of praise or substantial reward, having 


regard both to proficiency and conduct. ‘ 


75. All Scholarships and Exhibitions for which provision is made under this Scheme 
shall be given as the reward of merit, including intellectual proficiency, industry, and good 
conduct, to be ascertained, subject to the provisicns of this Scheme, in such manner as the 
Governors who are entitled toaward the same respectively shall by regulations to be made 
by them from time to time prescribe. All such Scholarships and Exhibitions shall be 
tenable only for the purposes of education, general, technical, or professional, or for the 
maintenance as well as education of the holders, as herein provided. They shall be payable 
by instalments at such intervals as the Governors shall direct. If the holder of a Scholar- 
ship or Exhibition dies, his or her representatives shall be entitled only to the next ensuing 
payment of an instalment whenever payable. 


76. Scholars holding Scholarships or Exhibitions for which provision is made under 
this Scheme, and held at any of the Schools, shall be called Foundation Scholars. Every 
such Scholarship and Exhibition shall be liable to forfeiture on the order of the Governors 
by whom it was awarded, in case the head master or mistress of the school at which it is 
held reports that the holder is guilty of misconduct, irregular in attendance, or fails to 
maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency. No Scholarship or Exhibition shall be 
granted to any scholar already attending any school if the head master or head mistress 
of such school reports that such scholar is rendered undeserving of it by misconduct. If 
the holder of an Exhibition, after leaving school, is guilty of gross misconduct or 
idleness, or wilfully ceases to pursue his or her education, it shall be competent to the 
Governors to determine the Exhibition as from the last preceding payment of an imstal- 
ment, ; 


77. Subject to the provisions of this Scheme the Governors shall from time to time 
make regulations for determining the number, value, period, aud Conditions of tenure 
of all Scholarships and Exhibitions tenable under this Scheme, and all other matters 
relating thereto. Provided that all Exhibitions tenable by scholars leaving a school of 
the Trust, shall be open for competition to all scholars who shall have belonged to such 
school, or to such school and to any school of the Trust at which a lower rate of fees is 
charged, for the two years immediately previous to the award of such Exhibitions. 


Part VI.—THE GRAMMAR.- SCHOOL. s\ 


78. A Grammar School for boys shall be conducted in the present buildings, or in new 
buildings, to be provided by the Governing Body of the Grammar School, in con~ 
tinuance of the Exeter Free Grammar School. For the purpose of providing such new 
buildings the said Governing Body may expend a capital sum not exceeding 8,0002Z. unless 
with the sanction of the Endowed Schools Commissioners or the Charity Commissioners. 
The site and plans of any new buildings shall be subject to the approval of the 
Endowed Schools Commissioners, if acting at the time, and if not, of the Charity 
Commissioners, and the site shall be within the limits of the Parliamentary borough of 
Exeter. . 


79. The endowment of the Grammar School shall consist of the property of the Play 
Field and New Site Fund hereinbefore referred to, of the present school buildings of the 
Grammar School, or the value thereof, of the capital sum of 8,000 7. which the Governing 
Body of the Trust are hereby authorised and directed to pay to the Governing Body of 
the Grammar School on demand, or at such time as may be fixed by the Charity Com- 
missioners, of the annual sum or share of income hereby made payable to the Governing Body 
of the Grammar School out of the income of the Trust, and of the net annual income of the 
endowments for Exhibitions and Scholarships hitherto attached to the same school. 


80. The Governing Body of the Grammar School as constituted under the provisions 
of the third part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall from and after the date of their first meeting have the sole management of the 
Grammar School, and of the endowment thereof. ; 


81. The head master of the Grammar School shall be a graduate of some university 
within the British Empire. 


82. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing all assistant masters at 
his discretion, but shall forthwith notify every appointment to the Governors. All 
assistant: masters shall be dismissible by the head master, subject only to an appeal to 
the Governors. The sum applicable to the salaries of assistant masters in each year 
shall be fixed by the Governors, and distributed among such masters in such proportions 
as may be determined by the head master. 

, 83. The 
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83. The head master shall have a house assigned to him by the Governors free of charge 
for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a fixed 
payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Commis- 
sioners, and shall receive a fixed stipend of 2007. a year. He shall also receive payment 
according to the number of boys in the Grammar School; that is to say, such sum caleu- 
lated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being at 
the rate of not less than 4/. nor more than 8 /. a year for each boy. All payments under 
this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


84. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to the 
Grammar School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 5s. 


85. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 3/., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 12/. or more than 21 /. 
a year. 


86. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think fit from time to time for 
the admission of boarders into the houses of masters, and for fixing the maximum annual 
payment to be chatged to each boarder apart from tuition fees. 


87. No boy shall be admitted into the Grammar School until he has attained the age 
of 10 years, and no boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the 
term in which he attains the age of 19 years. The head master shall, with the con- 
currence of the Governors,’be at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the with- 
drawal of boys from the school in cases where from idleness or incapacity to profit by the 
instruction given they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper 
for their age. 


88. The examination for admission to the Grammar School shall be graduated according 
to the age of the candidate, but it shall never fall below the following standard, that is 
to say— 

Reading ; 

Writing from dictation ; 

The first four rules of arithmetic ; 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem’ it 
advantageous for the school. 


89. It shall be the duty of the Governors to prescribe the subjects and regulate the 
general course of secular instruction, so as to render the school an efficient school of 
mathematical and natural science, and of modern languages and literature. Latin shall 
form a part of the ordinary course of instruction. Greek may be taught to scholars 
whose parents or guardians desire it, without extra fee. 


90. No boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the term in 
which he attains the age of 13 years, unless he has within the previous year passed a 
satisfactory examination in reading, writing, arithmetic, English grammar, and dictation, 
and the elements of geography ; and the Governors shall make regulations for testing the 
attainments of such boys by the head master or by some other examiner to be appointed 
by the Governors, 


91. The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of the Grammar School 
with the payment of an annual sum of 50/., to be placed toa separate account and applied 
to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for that 
purpose to be accumulated and paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumula- 
tions, if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. 


92. The Governors shall establish and provide for Scholarships tenable at the school in 
such manner that about one in every twenty scholars attending the school shall always 
receive his education free of cost ; or, if the Governors think fit, two Scholarships carrying 
exemptions from not more than half cost may be granted instead of any Scholarship 
carrying entire exemption. - i . 

The Governors shall apply the net annual income of the endowments for Exhibitions 
and Schcelarships hitherto attached to the Grammar School upon Trust for the mainte- 
nance of such Exhibitions and Scholarships as heretofore, or in such manner as may from 
time to time be prescribed by any lawful authority. 


93. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs 
or improvements which the income of the repairs and.improvements account may be 
insufficient to answer, and after otherwise making ‘due provision for maintaining the 
Grammar School, there is any residue of income in any year, the Governors shall on 
passing the yearly accounts state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a 
bank; and if the sums so deposited rise to 300/. they shall invest the same in the name 
of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds to the credit of the Grammar School. 
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Part VIJ.—Maynarp’s Grrus’ School. 


94, A school for about 100 girls shall be, with all reasonable expedition, established 
and conducted in such buildings as may be allotted for the purpose by the Governing 
Body of the Trust, or in new buildings to be provided by the Governing Body of May- 
nard’s Girls’ School. The site and plans of any new buildings shall be subject to the 
approval of the Endowed Schools Commsisioners, if acting at the time, and if not, of the 
Charity Cominissioners. 


95. The Endowment of Maynard’s Girls’ School shall consist of the capital sum of 
4,0002., which the Governing Body of the Trust are hereby authorised and directed to 
pay to the Governing Body of Maynard’s Girls’ School on demand or at such time as may 
be fixed by the Charity Commissioners and of the annual sum or share of income 
hereby made applicable to the purposes of Maynard’s Girls’ School out of the income of 
the Trust. 


96. The Governing Body of Maynard’s Girls’ School as constituted under the provisions 


-of the fourth part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the 


Governors, shail from and after the date of their first meeting have the sole management 
of Maynard’s Girls’ School and of the endowment thereof. 


97. The head mistress shall have the sole power of appointing all assistant teachers at 
her discretion, but shall forthwith notify every appointment to the Governors. ‘All 
assistant teachers shall be dismissible by the head mistress, subject only to an appeal to 
the Governors. The sum applicable to the salaries of assistant teachers in each year shall 
be fixed by the Governors, and distributed among such teachers in such proportions as 
may be determined by the head mistress. 


98. The head mistress shall have a house assigned to her by the Governcrs free of 
charge for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a 
fixed payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Com- 
missioners, and shall receive a fixed stipend of 1007. a year. She shall also receive pay- 
ment according to the number of girls in Maynard’s Girls’ School, that is to say, such sum 
calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may befixed by the Governors, being 
at the rate of not less than 3/. nor more than 6 /..a year for each pirl. All payments 
under this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


99. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to May- 
nard’s Girls’ School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 5 s. 


100. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every girl; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 37, and no such tuition fee shall be less than 6/. or more than 15 i! 
a year. 


101. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think fit from time to time for 
the admission of boarders into houses licensed by the Governors for the purpose, and for 
fixing the maximum annual payment to be charged to each boarder apart from tuition 
fees. 


102. No girl shall be admitted into Maynard’s Girls’ School until she has attained the 
age of 10 years, and no girl shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the 
term in which she attains the age of 19 years, or after the age of 18 years without the 
special permission of the head mistress. The head mistress shall, with the concurrence of 
the Governors, be at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the withdrawal of girls 
from the school in cases where from idleness or incapacity to profit by the instruction 
oy they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper for 
their age. 


103. The examination for admission to Maynard’s Girls’ School shall be graduated 
according to the age of the candidate, but it shall never fall below the following standard, 
that is to say— 


Reading ; 

Writing from dictation ; 

The first four rules of arithmetic ; 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it 
advantageous for the school. 


104. The subjects of secular instruction in Maynard’s Girls’ School shall be settled from 
time to time by the Governors, on a plan calculated to give a liberal’education. ‘The 
shall comprise the Latin language and literature, modern languages and literature, natural 
science, mathematics, drawing, vocal music, domestic economy, and’ the laws of health; 
and the Governors may direct that such prominence be given to any or more of the sub- 


jects over the others as they may think fit. The school may, with the consent of the 
Governors, 


> 
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Governors, be divided into such departments or, sections as the head mistress may from 
time to time consider expedient. 


105. No girl shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the term in 
which she attains the age of 13 years, unless she has within the previous year passed a 
satisfactory examination in reading, writing, arithmetic, English grammar and dictation, 
and the elements of geography ; and the Governors shall make regulations for testing the 
attainments of such girls by the head mistress, or by some other examiner to be appointed 
by the Governors.. 


106. The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of Maynard’s Girls’ 
School with the payment of an annual sum of 201., to be placed to.a, separate account and 
applied to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for 
that purpose to be accumulated and. paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumulations, 
if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. 


107. The Governors may out of the residue of the. income of the endowment of May- 
nard’s Girls’ School grant such exhibitions and scholarships, tenable at the school or any 
other place of liberal education as they think fit. 


108. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school-buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management, and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the repairs and improvements account may be insuffi- 
. cient to answer, and after otherwise making due provision for maintaining the school, there 
is any residue of income in any year, the Governors shall, on passing the yearly accounts, 
state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a bank; and if the sums so 
deposited rise to 300 /. they shall invest the same in the name of the Official Trustees of 
Charitable Funds to the credit of Maynard’s Girls’ School. 


Part VIILI.—HeEtez’s ScHoot. 


109. Hele’s School for boys shall continue to be conducted in the present buildings, or 
such additional buildings as may be provided for the purpose by the Governing Body of 
the Trust. 


110. The Endowment of Hele’s School shall cousist of the annual sum of 400/. hereby 
made applicable to the purposes of Hele’s School out of the income of the Trust. 


111. The Governing Body of the Trust, as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall, from and after the date of the first meeting of the Governers, have the sole manage- 
ment of Hele’s School and of the Endowment thereof, 


112. The Governors shall have the sole power of appointing and dismissing all assistant 
masters at their discretion, and shall fix\and. pay their respective salaries. 


113. The head master shall have a house assigned to him'by the Governors free of 
charge for rent, rates, taxes, and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a 
fixed payment in lieu thereof, to be settled in case the parties differ by the Charity Com- 
missioners, and shall. receive a fixed stipend of 1007. a,year. He:shall also receive pay- 
ment according to the number of boys in Hele’s School, that is to say, such sum calculated 
on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being at the 
rate of not less than 1/. nor more than 2/. 10s. a year for each boy. All payments under 
this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


114. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to Hele’s 
School shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed the sum 
of 5s. 


115. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the.entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy; provided that no. such entrance 
fee shall exceed 10s., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 3/. or more than 61. a year. 


116. No boy shall be admitted into Hele’s School until he has attained the age of eight 
years, and no:boy shall be.allowed to remain in the school, beyond the. end of the term 
in. which ‘he attains the age of 16.years.. The head master, shall, with the concurrence. of 
the Governors, be. at liberty to make arrangements for enforcing the withdrawal of boys 
from the school in cases where, from idleness or incapacity to profit by the instruction 
given, they are materially below the standard of position and attainment proper for their 
=! al 

117. The examination for admission to Hele’s School shall be, graduated according to 
the-age of the candidate, but it shall never, fall below the: following standard, that. is 
to say— . 

Reading ; 
Writing ; 
The first two rules of arithmetic, with the:multiplication table. 
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The Governors may raise the minimum standard from time to time if they deem it 
advantageous for the school. 


118. The subjects of secular instruction in Hele’s School shall be settled from time to 
time by the Governors, on a plan calculated to give a sound practical education. They 
shall comprise English, Latin, and one modern language, natural science, the elements of 
mathematics, drawing, and vocal music, and the Governors may direct that such promi- 
nence be given to any or more of the subjects over the others as they may think fit. The 
school may, with the consent of the Governors, be divided into such departments or 
sections as the head master may from time to time consider expedient. 


119, The Governors shall charge the income of the endowment of Hele’s School 
with the payment of anannual sum of 30/., to be placed to a separate account, and applied 
to ordinary repairs or improvements of the school buildings, and if not wanted for that 
purpose, to be accumulated and paid to the credit of such separate account for repairs 
and improvements. The Governors, at their discretion, may draw upon the accumula- 
tions, if any, for the purposes of repairs or improvements, ordinary or extraordinary. 


120, The Governors shall establish and provide for Scholarships tenable at the school 
in such manner that about one in every ten scholars attending the school shall always 
receive his education free of cost. Or, if the Governors think fit, two Scholarships 
carrying exemptions from not more than half cost may be granted instead of any Scholar- 
ship carrying entire exemption. 

The Governors shall apply the net annual sum of not less than 100/. out of the income 
of the Endowment of Hele’s School towards the establishment and maintenance of Exhi- 
bitions, tenable at the Grammar School or any other place of liberal education as they 
think fit. 


121. If after payment of rates, taxes, and insurance of the school buildings and appur- 
tenances, and after defraying the expenses of management and of any ordinary repairs or 
improvements which the income of the repairs and improvements account may be insuf- 
ficient to answer, and after otherwise making due provision for maintaining Hele’s School, 
there is any residue of income in any year, the Governors shall, on passing the yearly 
accounts, state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit it in a bank; and if the 
sums so deposited rise to 3002. they shall invest the same in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds to the credit of Hele’s School. ~ 


Part [X.—St. Jonn’s ELEMENTARY SCHOOL. 


122. A Public Elementary School, within the statutory definition in force for the time 
being, for about 150 boys, shall be conducted in the present buildings of St. John’s School, 
or such buildings as may be allotted for the purpose by the Governing Body of the Trust, 
and shall be called the St. John’s Elementary School. 


123, The Endowment of the St. John’s Elementary School shall consist of the buildings 
allotted thereto and of sufficient annual sums hereby made payable out of the income of 
the Trust for the repairs, rates, and taxes of such buildings. 


124. The Governing Body of the Trust as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall from and after the date of the first meeting of the Governors have the sole manage-- 
ment of the St. John’s Elementary School and of the Endowment thereof. 


125. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for every boy; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 1s., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 6d. or more than 9d. a 
week. 


Part X.—THE OrpuHans’ Funp. 


126. The Endowment of the Orphans’ Fund shall consist of an annual sum not exceed- 
ing the sum of 600/., hereby made applicable out of the income of the Trust to the 
purposes of such Fund. F 


127. The Governing Body of the Trust as constituted under the provisions of the 
second part of this Scheme, and hereinafter in this part referred to as the Governors, 
shall, from and after the first meeting of the Governors, have the sole management of the 
Orphans’ Fund. 


128. The Governors shall apply the income of the Orphans’ Fund, or so much thereof 
in each year as they think fit, in providing and maintaining Exhibitions, to be awarded 
according to the provisions of this Scheme, to the most deserving candidates, being orphan 
children (boys, or girls, or both, as the Governors may from time to time think fit), resi- 
dent in the Parliamentary Borough of Exeter, and qualified as follows :— 


(1.) Either by having attended a Public Elementary School for two years to the 
satisfaction of the Governors ; 
(2.) Or 
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»»)(2.) Or by exceptional poverty arising from misfortune proved to the satisfaction 
of the Governors. 


No such Exhibition shall exceed in value the annual sum of 301. 

The Governors may, if and so long as they think fit, continue the present orphanage 
for the instruction and maintenance of scholars holding such Exhibitions, or they may 
make arrangements for such instruction and maintenance being given in any of the 
schools of the Trust or elsewhere. 


129. No child shall, by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious 
worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any 
advantage or emolument out of the Endowment applicable under this part of this Scheme, 
to which he or she would otherwise have been entitled. 


Part XI.—Scrence CLASSES. 


130. So long as any classes for instruction in science in Exeter are maintained by any 
local committee or otherwise, the Governing Body of any school managed under the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, may, instead of providing instruction in science in such school, 
make arrangements for the admission to such classes of any scholars attending such 
school, subject to the following conditions :— 


(a.) The classes shall be in connection with the Science and Art Department of 
the Committee of Council on Education, and shall be managed in accordance with 
regulations approved by that department: 


(6.) The course of instruction shall be that laid down in the Minute of the Lords 
of the Committee of Council on Education, dated the 24th November 1871, with such 
modifications as may from time to time be introduced therein by the proper 
authority : 


(c.) The classes shall be regularly examined and inspected, and the teacher or 
teachers shall be duly qualified in accordance with the regulations of the said Science 
and Art Department. 


Subject to the foregoing conditions, the Governing Body may pay for each scholar 
admitted to the classes such fees (not exceeding the ordinary fees charged for other 
students) as may from time to time be agreed upon between them and the managers of 
such classes. 


131. If, by reason of any provision in this Scheme, a difficulty is found in conforming to 
any regulations which the said Science and Art Department may approve, or if for any 
reason that Department think fit to modify any condition in the last foregoing clause 
contained, the Governing Body of any school managed under the provisions of this 
Scheme may, notwithstanding this Scheme, comply with and accept any such regulations 
or modifications not being inconsistent with the first clause of this Scheme, or with any- 
thing contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873.

132. The Governing Bodies of the Trust, or of the Grammar School, or of Maynard’s 
Girls’ School respectively, may receive any additional donations or Endowments for the 
general purposes of their respective ,Trusts. ‘They may also respectively receive dona- 
tions or Endowments for any special objects directed by the donors; provided that such 
objects are certified by the Charity Commissioners to be for the general benefit of the 
Trust, or any School of the Trust concerned, and not calculated to give privileges to any 
scholar without regard to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with or calculated to 
impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. 


133. If at any time any doubt or question arises among the members of any Governing 
Body, or among or between any of the several Governing Bodies constituted under the pro- 
visions of this Scheme, as to the proper construction or application of any of the provi- 
sions of this Scheme, any party concerned may, after notice to the others or other, apply 
to the Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon. “The opinion and 
advice when given shall be binding. 


134, The Charity Commissioners may from time to time in the exercise of their ordi- 
nary jurisdiction frame schémes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme, pro- 
vided that such schemes be not inconsistent with the general object of the Trust as 
defined in this Scheme, or with anything contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 
and 1873; provided also that the Charity Commissioners shall have the same power of 
acting upon application made to them by the Governing Body of the Grammar School, or 
of Maynard’s Girls’ School, with respect to the Endowments and income of such schools 
hereby made payable to them respectively, as they would have if such application had 
been made by the Governing Body of the Trust, and the Governing Body or Governing 
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Bodies concerned shall conform: to: any order made or directions given by the Charity 
Commissioners upon any such application. 


Scheme to be 135. The Governing Body of the Trust shall. cause this Scheme to be printed and a 

printed and sold. — ¢gpy to be given on:application'to every person who shall become a Governor under the 
provisions of this: Scheme, and to every master and mistress appointed to any school of 
the Trust, and copies shall be sold at. a reasonable price to all persons who may wish to 
boy, 


Date of Scheme. 136. The date of this Scheme: shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of it.

4, The account of expenditure shall show separately the amounts expended on the 
management, repairs, rates, taxes, and other matters connected with the property of the 
Trust as distinguished from the objects thereof. 

It shall also show separately expenditure on the schools and on other educational 
objects. 

It shall show separately in sufficient detail the expenditure on such other educational 
objects. 

It shall show the educational expenditure for each separate school on— 


Management ;

Repairs of school buildings ; 

Cleaning, &c. ; 

Pensions ; 

Salary and capitation fees of head master or head mistress ; 
Payment of assistant masters, mistresses, and: teachers ; 
School apparatus, library ; 

Instruction in science, if separate from instruction in school ; 
Examiners; 

Exhibitions tenable at school ; 

Exhibitions tenable away from school ;

Part I.— PRELIMINARY. 


1, THE object of the above-named College of God’s Gift, subject to the provision 
made or to be made under this Scheme for ecelesiastical uses, shall be as follows; that is 
to say,— 


(a.) To supply sound practical and liberal education for boys and girls by means 
of schools, and otherwise, in the hamlet of Dulwich, and elsewhere in the parish of 
St. Giles, Camberwell; and in or near the parishes of St. Saviour, Southwark, 
as th as Bishopsgate, and St. Luke, Middlesex, and elsewhere in or near 

ondon ; 


(6.) To provide for the relief of poor people. 


And the object of the above-named Picture Gallery Endowment shall be to promote art 
education in England, and particularly in Dulwich and other parts of London south of 
the Thames. . 


2. From the date of this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools 
Act, 1869, as continued by the Endowed Schools Act, 1873, are capable of being hereby 
repealed and abrogated, shall be repealed and abrogated, except in so far as any existing 
Parliamentary powers are hereby expressly preserved: Provided, nevertheless, that until 
the first meeting of the Chief Governing Body constituted under the provisions of this 
Scheme the above-named Foundations hereinafter referred to as these Foundations shall be 
managed in accordance with the laws and regulations hitherto affecting the management, 
thereof respectively by the persons hitherto entitled to act as Governors of these Found- 
ations. 


3. From and after the date of this Scheme all the real estate, of whatsoever tenure, and 
-rights and privileges, at the said date vested in or held in trust for these Foundations or 
either of them, or the Governing Body or Governors thereof (subject to the subsisting 
leases and charges, if any, thereof or thereon, which leases and charges are hereby con- 
tinued and confirmed), and the full benefit of all subsisting covenants, conditions, agree- 
ments, and securities, made or entered into with or subsisting for the benefit of the 
persons hitherto acting or entitled to act as Governors of these Foundations, or any 
person or persons in trust for these Foundations, or either of them, and all the personal 
estate belonging to or held in trust for these Foundations, or either of them, or any branch 
or part thereof respectively, and the right to sue for and recover all choses in action re- 
coverable for the benefit of these Foundations, or either of them, shall, until the first 
meeting of the Chief Governing Body constituted under the provisions of this Scheme, 
yemain unaltered, and shall then and thenceforth vest and continue. to be vested in the 
Chief Governors hereinafter constituted for the time being, for the purposes and accord- 
ing to the provisions of this Scheme, without any conveyance, assignment, or assurance ; 
and the right to sue upon or enforce all or any covenants, agreements, conditions, or 
securities made, reserved, or contracted, to or with the persons hitherto acting or entitled 
to act as Governors of these Foundations for the benefit of these Foundations, or either of 
16—(7).. : A them, 
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them, shall be exercisable until the date of the said first meeting as heretofore, and 
thenceforth by and in the name of the said Chief Governing Body, as fully and effectually 
as the same right might. be exercised by the persons hitherto acting or entitled to act as 
Governors of these Foundations if this Scheme were not made; and in the same manner 
all contracts and liabilities of the persons hitherto acting or entitled to act as Governors 
of these Foundations, in respect of these Foundations or either of them, may be enforced 
until the date of the said first meeting, as heretofore, and thenceforth against the said 
Chief Governing Body to the extent of the property and assets of these Foundations 
respectively, but not against the private estates of the members of the said Chief 
Governing Body. . | 


Jurisdiction of 4. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers reserved or belonging to, or 
Visitor. claimed or capable of being exercised by, the Archbishop of Canterbury, or any other 


body corporate, persons or person, other than Her Majesty, as visitors or visitor of these 
Foundations, or either of them, shall be transferred to Her Majesty, and all such rights 
and powers, and also any like rights and powers vested in Her Majesty on the 2nd day of 
August-1869, shall be exercised only through and by the Charity, Commissioners for 
England and Wales. 


Jurisdiction of 5. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
Ordinary. from the licensing of any master appointed, or to be ap pointed, under any Trust of either 
of these Foundations shall be abolished. 


Saving of interests. 6. Notwithstanding anything herein.contained, this Scheme shall not affect, save as 
hereinafter expressly mentioned, any of the following interests, viz. :— 


(1.) The interest of any scholar who was on the Ist day of June 1874, a scholar on 
the foundation of the College of God’s Gift ; 


(2.) The tenure by any person of any Exhibition payable out of the endowment of 
the same Foundation which was held by him on the said Ist day of June 1874 ; 


(3.) Such interest as any person may haye in any pension or compensation 
allowance payable out of the endowment of the same Foundation to which he was 
entitled on the said Ist day of June 1874; 


(4.) The interest of any almsperson or pensioner appointed under the eleemosynary 
branch of the same Foundation before the Ist day of June 1874. ~~ 


7. The powers defined by sections 89 and 90 of the Scheme contained in the schedule to 
the Act of Parliament, 20 & 21 Vict. c. 84, of removing from office and granting a pension to 
the Reverend Alfred James Carver, D.D., as master of the above-named College of God’s 
Gift, hitherto vested in the Governors of these Foundations, shall, from and after the 
date of the first meeting of the Chief Governing Body constituted under the provisions of 
this Scheme, be vested in such Chief Governing Body, and exercisable by them im respect 
of the said Alfred James Carver, as if the members of such Chief Governing Body were 
the Governors referred to in the said sections, and as if no change in the office of the said ' 
Alfred James Carver had been made by this Scheme. 


Interim duties of 8. The clerk, organist, and all other officers hitherto employed by the Governors of' 

clerk, these Foundations shall, from and after the date of the first meeting of the Chief Govern- 
ing Body constituted under the provisions of this Scheme, continue to. perform. the same 
duties on the same terms as heretofore, as officers of the said Chief Governing Body, un: 
less or until other arrangements are made by the said Chief Governing Body. ‘The salaries. 
of all such officers shall be apportioned by the said Chief Governing Body in their discretion) 
and charged upon the several Trusts on account of which such officers respectively shall 
be from time to time employed. 


Part IL.—ConstitutTion or CHrer Governine Bopy anp MANAGEMENT 
OF PROPERTY. 


Governing Body. 9. The Chief Governing Body of these Foundations, herein called the Chief 
Governors, shall ultimately consist when full and complete of 19 persons, of whom 11 
shall be nominated or non-elective Governors, and eight representative or elective 
Governors, to be appointed in manner hereinafter provided as’ vacancies occur among the 
Governors hitherto acting and hereby entitled to continue to act’ as Chief Governors 
under the provisions of this Scheme. 


Nominated Gover- 


me 10. (a.) The nominated or non-elective Governors shall be appointed as follows :— 


One by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

One by the Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain. 

One by the Hebdomadal Council of the University of Oxford. 

One by the Council of the Senate of the University of Cambridge. 

One by the Senate of the University of London. 

One by the Royal Society. 

One by the President of the Royal Academy. 

One by the head master and assistant. masters for the time being on the permanent 
staff of Dulwich College, as herein defined. 

Three by the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. 


(6.) The 
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(b.) The appointment of a Governor by the masters shall be made on each occasion 
by election, in manner following :—The list of masterships conferring the right of 
voting for such Goyernor shall be settled by the Chief Governors at their dis- 
cretion at their first meeting in each year, and, im case of doubt, their decision «as 
to the qualification of any master to vote shall be final. None but the masters the 
names of whose offices are included in such list shall be entitled to vote during 
the year for which such list is settled. When an appointment is to be made, the 
masters entitled to vote shall be convened for the purpose by the master of the college, 
on notice given to him for the purpose from the clerk to the Chief Governors, at 
- some snidelild place and time. If for any cause the master of the college fails to convene 
the masters for two months after such notice given to him as aforesaid, any two of the 
masters entitled to ‘vote may convene the masters. The votes shall be taken by ballot. 
The election shall be determined by the majority of the votes of those present at the 
meeting. The master of the college shall be entitled to take the chair, and in default of 
his taking the chair the masters present may elect a chairman. In case of equal division, 
the chairman shall have a second or casting vote, and a written notice signed by him, and 
sent to the clerk, of the result of the election, shall be conclusive evidence of the due 
election of the Governor named in it. 


(c.) All the persons now and immediately before the 1st January 1874, acting as non- 
elective or Chancery Governors of these Foundations, shall be entitled to act, and con- 
tinue to act, as Chief Governors, subject to the same conditions in respect of tenure of the 
office as heretofore. The persons now acting as non-elective, or Chancery Governors 
appointed since the 1st January 1874, and before the date of this Scheme, shall be en- 
titled to act and continue to act as‘Chief Governors, subject to the same conditions in 
respect of tenure as if they had been ‘appointed by the Charity Cammissioners uuder this 
Scheme, and at the date hereof, and shall be deemed to have been appointed. by the Charity 
Commissioners under this Scheme. Each nominated or non-elective Governor appointed 
after the date of this Scheme shall be appointed to hold office for six years, iand then 
retire. 


(d.) Subsequent appointments shall be made as vacancies occur by the several bodies 
and persons above named in theorder above stated’, provided that any vacancy occurring 
through any Governor, nominated by any of the above-named persons or bodies, ceasing 
to be a Governor, shall be filled by a new appointment, to be made by the same person 
or body ; provided also, that the Charity Commissioners shall have no right.of appointing 


a Governor under this Scheme until the occurrence of the first vacancy among the: 


Governors deemed to have been appointed by them as aforesaid, after the number of such 
Governors has been reduced to three. 


(e.) Whenever a vacancy occurs among the nominated or non-elective Governors, the 
clerk shall forthwith give notice in writing of the fact to the person or body entitled to 
make the appointment. Immediately upon the appointment of any nominated or non- 
elective Governor, the person or body who made the appointment shall give notice in 
writing to the clerk of the name and address of the Governor so appointed. If, after 
the expiration of three months from the date of the notice given by the clerk, or four 
months after the date of such notice, if given after the Ist’ day of May and before the 
1st day of September, no appointment has been made, the appointment shall for that turn 
lapse to the general body of Chief Governors, who shall thereupon appoint a Governor 
by codptation. Uponthe appointment of a Governor by codptation, the Chief Governors 
shall forthwith notify the fact, with all proper information, to the Charity Commissioners, 
and no such appointment shall be valid unless and until it has been approved by the 
Charity Commissioners, and their approval certified under their official seal. 


11. The representative or elective Governors shall he appoimted in the manner provided 
by the Act of Parliament, 20 & 21 Vict. c. 84; and the persons hitherto entitled to act as 
elective Governors shall be entitled to act, and continue to act as Chief Governors until 
- the end of the terms for which they were appointed respectively. . Each representative or 
elective Governor appointed after the date of this Scheme shall be appointed to hold 


office for six years, and then retire. 


12. Within one month after the date of this Scheme, the clerk shall issue to every 
Chief Governor notice of a meeting of the Chief Governors to be held at an interval of 
not less than 14 and not more than 28 days, from the ‘date of such notice, at some 
convenient place in London. If for any cause the clerk fails to issue such notice within 
the prescribed time, any two of the representative or elective Governors may issue such 
notice instead of the clerk. No meeting of the Chief Governors, in their capacity of 
Chief Governors, shall be held before the meeting of which notice shall be so given. 


13. The Chief Governors shall at their first or second meeting after the date of this 
Scheme, and at their first meeting in every year, appoint a standing Committee of not 
less than three or more than five members for the management of the property of each of 
these Foundations. They shall also make regulations for the appointment of members of 
the Committee, and for their vacating office, and management of business, and other like 
matters. No question relating to the management of any part of the real property of 
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either of these Foundations, other than the several school buildings and their respective 
appurtenances occupied for the purposes of schools managed by the Chief Governors 
under the provisions of this Scheme, shall be decided by the Chief Governors until it has 
been considered and reported upon by such Committee. 


Execution of deeds. 14. Conveyances, mortgages, leases, contracts,-and other deeds or instruments for the 
sale, mortgage, letting, or disposition of the real property of these Foundations, or either 
of them, or any part thereof, may be executed and made by any five of the Chief 
Governors, of whom at least two are members of the said Committee for the time being, 
on behalf and as the act of the whole of the Chief Governors, according to any order of 
the Chief Governors made at a meeting, and shall have the same effect as if executed by 
all the Chief Governors; and the recital of any such order, contained in any deed or 
instrument by which any such sale, mortgage, lease, contract, or other disposition shall be 
effected, shall be prima facie evidence thereof upon any proceedings to which the parties 
to the same deed or instrument, or their respective successors in title, representatives, or 
assigns, shall be parties or a party. 


Timber and 15. Any money arising from the sale of timber, or from any mines or minerals belonging 

minerals. to either of these Foundations shall be treated as capital, and invested in the name of the 
Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, except in any special cases in which the Chief 
Governors may be authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such money, or any 
part thereof, as income. s 


Management, 16. Save as is in this Scheme otherwise expressly prescribed, all the property of each 
of these Foundations not used or occupied for the purposes thereof shall be let or other- 
wise managed by the Chief Governors, or by their officers acting under their orders, with- 
out prejudice to any statutory powers at the date of the Scheme vested in or exercisable by 
the existing Governing Body of these Foundations, but so as to preserve and continue 
such powers in such Chief Governors, and so that no lessee shall be bound to ascertain 
that the Chief Governors are duly constituted, or that the provisions of this Scheme have 
been observed, and subject thereto according to the general law applicable to the manage- 

ment of property by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 


Accounts. 17. Full and accurate accounts shall be kept by the Chief Governors of their receipts 
and expenditure in respect of the property of each of these Foundations. Such 
accounts shall be stated for each year, and, after having been audited by 
a professional auditor to be appointed and paid by the Chief Governors, shall be 
‘examined and passed at a meeting to be held in the first quarter of the ensuing 
year, and signed by the Chief Governors then present or their chairman. Abstracts of 
such accounts, with such statements as to the condition of the property of each of these 
Foundations as the Chief Governors think fit, shall be printed and published, together 
with the abstracts and statements relating to the several educational Trusts, in manner 
hereinafter prescribed. 


Charges on capital. 18. (a.) The Chief Governors shall pay to the Governing Body of Wilson’s Schools, as 
constituted under this Scheme, the capital sum of 7,500 7. within one year after the date 
of this Scheme, and the furtker capital sum of 7,500/. within two years after the date of 
this Scheme. 


(6.) The Chief Governors shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the date of this 
Scheme, apply a capital sum, the precise amount of which shall be determined by the Charity 
Commissioners, but which shall not exceed the sum of 5,0002., in completing a proper 
fence or wall to inclose the school premises and land adjoining the new college buildings 
in Dulwich, and by this Scheme declared to be comprised in the Endowment of Dulwich 
College, and in and about erecting a gymnasium and a fives court or fives courts for the 
use of the scholars attending Dulwich College. 


19. (a.) From and after the expiration of one year from the date of this Scheme, the 
property of the College of God’s Gift shall stand charged with the payment of the Chief 
Governors, acting as Trustees, of a capital sum of 75,000 /. with interest thereon, or on so 
much thereof as shall from time to time remain undistributed, at the rate of 3/7. per cent. 
per annum from the expiration of the said one year, to be held by the Chief Governors 
upon the following Trusts; that is to say,— 


(1.) As to the sum of 50,000 /., part thereof and interest, in trust for the Govern- 
ing Body of a School or Schools to be established in or within easy access of the 
parishes of St. Botolph, Bishopsgate, and St. Luke, Middlesex, under a Scheme to 
be framed by the Endowed Schools Commissioners, or in default thereof by the 
Charity Commissioners : 


(2.) As to the sum of 10,000 Z., part thereof and interest, in trust for the Govern- 
ing Body of Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls, as constituted under this Scheme : 


(3.) As to the sum of 15,000/., part thereof and interest, in trust for the Govern- 
ing Body of the Free Grammar School of the parishioners of the parish of St. 
Saviour in Southwark, as constituted under a Scheme to be framed by the Endowed 
Schools Commissioners, or in default thereof by the Charity Commissioners. 


(b.) Hach 
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(b.) Each of the said sums of 50,0007, 10,0002, and 15,000 7., shall be payable, with 
interest thereon at the rate of 37. per cent. per annum from the expiration of the said 
one year, by the Chief Governors to the Governing Body entitled to receive the same, 
within six calendar months after the expiration of the said one year, or after demand is 
made by such Governing Body whichever shall last happen; and the interest on each of 
the said sums shall, at the end of each half year until such payment, be invested by the 
Chief Governors in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, and shall with 
the dividends arising therefrom be accumulated in such investment and held upon the 
same trust as is hereby declared of the principal. Provided that any such sum, ‘and like- 
wise the capital sums of 7,5007., and 7,500/. and the capital sum not exceeding 5,000 1., 
by the last foregoing clause directed to be paid, or any of them, may be raised from time 
_ to time or at any time, and paid off, if necessary, and raised again by the Chief Gover- 

nors, subject to the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, by sale or-mortgage or other- 
wise, by means of any part of the property of the College of God’s Gift, discharged hereby 
for that purpose only from any other charge hereby created, and from all interests saved 
by the sixth clause of this Scheme, and all other estates, interests, or charges whatsoever 
_ save subsisting tenancies or agreements for tenancies; and every such sale or mortgage 

imay be made upon such terms as shall be thought fit, and with all usual and necessary 
powers to mortgagees and at any rate of interest to be obtained, and no purchaser or 
mortgagee shall be bound to ascertain or inquire whether the Chief Governors shall be 
duly constituted, or whether any of the provisions of this Scheme have been duly 
observed or performed, or as to the application of any money paid by him. And any such 
money so to be raised shall, when raised and until paid to the Governing Body entitled 
to receive the same as aforesaid, be invested in the name of the Official Trustees of 
Charitable Funds to the credit of a special account for the like trusts; and thenceforth 
the sum so invested shall be accumulated until the time of payment with compound inte- 
rest at the rate yielded by such investment instead of the rate of 3/. per cent. per 
annum. 


(c.) The Chief Governors may also, from time to time, or at any time, with the sanction 
of the Charity Commissioners, raise, in the same manner as is prescribed in the last fore- 
going sub-section of this clause, such further capital sum or sums as may be necessary for 
providing for the payment, out of the sum or sums so raised, or the annual income thereof, 
instead of out of annual or other income of the College of God’s Gift, of the several 
annual sums made payable to certain persons during their respective lives by the Act of 
Parliament, 21 & 22 Vict. c. 84,s. 11, or the sixth clause of this Scheme, or with the 
consent of the several persons interested, for the commuting, purchasing, redeeming, or 
otherwise replacing or dealing with such several annual sums, or any of them, and may 
apply the sum or sums so raised accordingly, and in the meantime invest the same in the 
names of a stock committee for the time beivg created by the Chief Governors in Govern- 
ment stock. But if from any cause the powers given by this sub-section shall not be 
exercised, and in consequence thereof the income of the College of God’s Gift shall be 
found inadequate for the payments required to be made under the next ensuing clause of 
this Scheme (other than the payments therein ninthly and lastly referred to), then the 
Chief Governors shall be at liberty to postpone the raising and paying of all or any part 
‘of the sums in this clause authorised to be raised, and the accrual of interest thereon, until 
the expiration of not more than three years instead of one year after the date of this 


Scheme. 


(d.) The provisions of the Charitable Trusts Act, 1853, and the Charitable Trusts 
Amendment Act, 1855, as to discharge of debts by means of instalments, a sinking fund 
or otherwise, shall not apply to any money charged or to be raised under this or the last 
foregoing clause, but the Chief Governors may, with the sanction of the Charity Com- 
missioners, provide and require that any mortgage or other debt created under such 
clauses, or either of them, shall be discharged in such manner and within such time or 
times as they may think fit to prescribe. 


20. The Chief Governors shall employ the annual income of the endowment of the 
College of God’s Gift, as follows, and in the following order of priority :— _ 


First, they shall pay the interest on loans, if any, raised by them under the provi- 
sions of this Scheme: 


Secondly, they shall defray the expenses of management of the property of the 
said College incurred under the provisions of this part of this Scheme: 


Thirdly, they shall pay what may be due to any person in respect of any interest 
hereby saved,or of any right hereby commuted, and not otherwise provided for under 
this Scheme : 


Fourthly, they shall carry to a separate account such annual sum as they think fit, 


being not less than 4007. and not more than 450 /. (subject to abatement as herein- 
after provided in the event of a capital sum being granted by the Chief Governors 
for ecclesiastical purposes), in trust for the Chapel of the College of God’s Gift, or 
other ecclesiastical purposes, as hereinafter provided : 


_ Fifthly, they shall carry to a separate account the annual sum of 1,500 /. in trust

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for eleemosynary purposes, as hereinafter provided, and, so long as almshouses are 
maintained for such purposes, a sufficient further annual sum to provide for the 
maintenance, repairs, rates, and taxes of such almshouses, and if and when such 
almshouses cease to be used for such purposes, a further annual sum equal to the 
average annual sum paid during the then last three preceding years for such main- 
tenance, repairs, rates, and taxes as aforesaid : 


Sixthly, they shall pay any pension which may hereafter be by them legally granted 
to the Rev. Alfred James Carver, D.D.: 


Seventhly, they shall carry to a separate account, in trust for the purposes, of = 
Dulwich College, as hereinafter provided, the following sums ; that is to say,— 


(a.) The annual sum of 1,400 7. and such further annual sum, if any, as with 
the said sum of 1,400 7. may make up the sum required for rates, taxes, insur- 
ance, repairs, water supply, warming, and lighting of the college : 


‘ (b.) A sum (hereinafter directed to be carried to a separate account, to be 
called the Scholarships and Exhibitions Fund) payable in each term or quarter 
by way of capitation money at the rate of 2 1. a year for each of the scholars, up 
to but not exceeding the number of 700, in attendance at the college during 
the whole of the last preceding term or quarter: 


‘ (e.) So long as the Rev. Alfred James Carver shall be master,of the college 
such annual sum as may be equal to the excess of the annual income by this 
Scheme secured to him as master of the college over the annual sum by this 
Scheme directed to be paid to any future master of the college : 


(d.) Until the expiration of one year after the opening of Wilson’s Senior 
School or Department to be established under this Scheme, such additional sum 
in each term or quarter as, together with the total amount of tuition fees payable 
by the scholars attending the college in the same term or quarter, will make up 
a sum equal to the amount which would be raised in the same term or quarter 
with the same number of scholars by fees at the rate of 15 /. a year for each, 
scholar ; provided that such additional sums shall not in any year exceed the 
sum of 5002: 


Kighthly, they shall, after the expiration of three years after the opening of Alleyn’s 
Middle School for Girls, or-sooner if they think fit, pay the annual sum of 2507. to 
the Governing Body of Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls constituted under this 
Scheme : 


Ninthly, they shall out of the residue, in each term or quarter after the 31st day 
of December 1874, pay to each of the following Governing Bodies to be constituted 
under Schemes as aforesaid, that is to say, the Governing Body of the said school or 
or schools to be established in or within easy access of the parishes of St. Botolph, \' 
Bishopsgate, and St. Luke, Middlesex, the Governing Body of Alleyn’s Middle 
School for Girls, and the Governing Body of the Free Grammar School of the 
parish of St. Saviour in Southwark, a sum by way of capitation money at the rate 
of not more than 2/. a year for every scholar in attendance at each school managed 
by such Governing Body under any such Scheme as aforesaid during the whole of 
the last preceding term or quarter. In fixing the sum so to be paid for every scholar 
in each school, the Governors shall have regard to the amount of income at their 
disposal for this purpose, but they shall fix it at the same rate for all the schools 
concerned: Provided that the sum payable by way of capitation money under this 

. clause in any year ending the 31st December for scholars in the school or schools to 
be established in or within easy access of the parishes of St. Botolph, Bishopsgate, 
and St. Luke, Middlesex, shall not exceed the sum of 2,000 /. in all; in Alleyn’s 
Middle School for Girls shall not exceed the sum of 1,000 7.; in Wilson’s Schools 
shall not exceed the sum of 1,000/.; in the school or schools of the parish of St. 
Saviour shall not exceed the sum of 1,000J.: 


Lastly, they shall set aside such annual or other sum or sums as may be required 
for the discharge of any mortgage or other debt for the discharge of which they may 
have made provision as aforesaid. : 


Application of 21. The Chief Governors shall employ the income of the Picture Gallery Endowment: 
Picture Gallery in accordance with the provisions for that purpose hereinafter contained.

Provision for new 22. When the annual sum at the disposal of the Chief Governors for payment to the 
Scheme. Governing Bodies of the said several schools, other than Dulwich College, shall have for 


three years in succession reached the full amount payable for each of such schools, or of 
21. for every scholar in attendance at such schools, the Chief Governors shall apply to the 
Endowed Schools Commissioners, if then acting, and, if not, to the Charity Commissioners 
for a supplemental Scheme for the application of the surplus income of the Foundation of 
the College of God’s Gift; and such Commissioners shall thereupon have power to frame 
a Scheme accordingly, and in framing such Scheme the Commissioners shall have regard 
to the just claims of the four parishes, viz., Camberwell, St. Saviour, St. Luke, and St. 
Botolph. 

: 23. If 
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23. If in any year there is any residue of income of either Foundation, the Chief 
“Governors shall, on passing the yearly accounts, state the same as unapplied surplus, and 
deposit it in a bank, and if the sum so deposited on account of the Foundation of the 
College of God’s Gift rise to 1,0007., or on account of the Picture Gallery Endowment 
rise to 300/., they shall invest the same in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable 
Funds to the general credit of the Foundation to which it belongs. Provided that until 
the annual income is sufficient to provide for all the annual payments contemplated by 
this part of this Scheme, the Chief Governors may in any year in which there is a defi- 
ciency of income apply any part of the surplus or accumulated surplus so deposited or 
invested on account of the Foundation of the College of God’s Gift, in or towards making 
up such deficiency. 


_ Part Ii].—CuareL, ENDOWMENT. 


24. The Chapel Endowment shall consist of the annual sum to be carried to a separate 
account in Trust for the Chapel, as hereinbefore provided, and of the other property in 
this part of this Scheme made applicable to the ecclesiastical purposes. 


25. In order to promote the immediate or early formation of a new ecclesiastical dis- 
trict for the township or hamlet of Dulwich, the Chief Governors may grant out of the 
property of the College of God’s Gift a site fora new Church and in addition thereto may 
expend upon or subscribe towards the building of such new Church or of a parsonage house, 
or of both, a capital sum out of the said property, not exceeding the sum of 2,500 L., to 
be raised by the Chief Governors, with the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, in the 
same manner as is prescribed for the raising of other capital sums under this Scheme. 
Interest on the sum so expended or subscribed, calculated at the rate of 4 J. per cent. per 
annum, shall be deducted from the annual sum to be carried to a separate account for the 
Chapel as aforesaid. 


26. In the event of a new ecclesiastical district for the township or haralet of Dulwich 
being formed, the present Chapel shall, until a new Church is built, be used as the dis- 
trict Church ; and after a new Church is built, the Chief Governors may, at the cost of 
the general income of the College of God’s Gift, maintain the fabric of the Chapel or pull 
it down, as they think fit, provided that neither the fabric nor the site shall be devoted 
to secular uses, unless with the approval of and subject to such conditions as may be 
required by the Bishop of the Diocese. 


27. The Reverend Samuel Cheetham, the present chaplain, shall continue in office as 
the first chaplain under this Scheme until the formation of a new ecclesiastical district, and 
afterwards, if such formation occurs during his tenure of office, on the same conditions as 
to tenure, duties, and emoluments as are hereinafter prescribed for any chaplain who may 
hold office after the date of this Scheme until the formation of a new ecclesiastical district. 
After the formation of such a new ecelesiastical district, no new appointment of a chaplain 
need be made under this Scheme ; but subject to the subsisting rights and interests of the 
Rev. Samuel Cheetham, or any other person or persons at the time, the said annual sum 
to be carried to aseparate account, or the residue thereof, or so much thereof as.the Chief 
Governors think fit, may thenceforth be paid to the incumbent of such ecclesiastical district, 
and the remainder, if any, shall be applied as the Governors think fit, either in the pay- 
ment of a chaplain or for,the maintenance of Divine Service in the Chapel, or in or towards 
such other ecclesiastical purposes in the district as the Bishop of the Diocese may 
approve.

Provision for eccle- 
siastical district. 


28. In making arrangements with the proper authorities for promoting the formation of Stipulations. 


a new ecclesiastical district, the Chief Governors shall stipulate that the patronage of the 
benefice thereof shall be vested in the Chief Governors; and they may require that fit 
pews or sittings in the new Church shall be reserved for all persons entitled to pews or 
sittings in the Chapel, annexed or appropriated to any house in the ,township or hamlet 
under any agreement or resolution of the Chief Governors or their predecessors, during 
the continuance of the term or period for which such pews or sittings shall have been so 
annexed or appropriated respectively, and that reasonable accommodation shall be pro- 
vided for the resident officers and scholars of Dulwich College. The Chief Governors 
may also agree, subject to the subsisting rights of the chaplain at the time, to any 
arrangements which may be made with the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, for 
the chaplain’s house to become the parsonage house of such district, or for an equivalent 
for such house in money being contributed out of the endowment of the College of God’s 
Gift towards the endowment of the benefice. 


29. Until the formation of a new ecclesiastical district for the township or hamlet of 
Dulwich the present Chapel and the Chapel Endowment shall be managed as follows; 
that is to say,— 


(a.) There shall be one chaplain, who shall be a duly qualified person in priest’s 
orders of the Established Church. On the occurrence of a vacancy a chaplain shall 
be appointed by the Chief Governors. The Chief Governors may remove the 
chaplain for neglect of duty or other sufficient cause. 


(b.) The chaplain shall perform Divine Service in the Chapel of the College of 
God’s Gift on Sundays, and on such other days and at such time as the Chief 
16—(7). A4 Governors 
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- Governors shall from time to time direct, and he shall discharge such spiritual duties 
for the benefit of the almspeople of the said Foundation as the Chief Governors shall 
authorise and direct, and also, so far as may be lawful and convenient, all such 
spiritual duties for the benefit of the township or hamlet of Dulwich and the inha- 
bitants thereof, as the chaplain has hitherto been bound to perform. 


‘” (e.) The house hitherto occupied by the chaplain shall continue to be appropriated 
to his use free of rent, and the Chief Governors shall provide for repairs of the same, 
and for payment of the rates and taxes thereon out of the annual sum to be carried 
to a separate account in trust for the chapel as aforesaid. The chaplain shall reside. 
in such house, and shall have the occupation and use thereof in respect of his official 
character and duties, and not as tenant, and shall, if not removed from his office, 
thereupon deliver up possession of such house to the Chief Governors, or as they 
direct. Or the Chief Governors may, if they think fit, at any time with reasonable 
notice to the chaplain for the time being commute the chaplain’s rights under this 
clause for an annual money payment on terms to be sanctioned by the Charity 
Commissioners, and settled by them in case the parties differ, and the said annual. 
money payment shall be thenceforth paid by the Chief Governors out of the income 
of the endowment of the College of God’s Gift in addition to the sums 
otherwise hereby made payable to the chaplain and for the purposes of the 
Chapel. 


(d.) The Chief Governors shall pay to the chaplain out of the annual sum to be 
carried to a separate account as aforesaid, by equal half-yearly payments, a clear 
annual stipend not exceeding 350 /. and not less than 3007. 


(e.) The Chief Governors may apply the residue of the said annual sum in or 
towards the payment of the present or any future organist for the Chapel, or other- 
wise in the maintenance of the Chapel and the services thereof. They shall in 
each year carry any unapplied surplus to the credit of the Chapel Trust. 


(f:) The present Chapel of the College of God’s Gift shall continue to be appro- 
priated and used as a place of Divine worship as heretofore. The Chief Governors. 
may, if they think fit, declare any number of the sittings to be free, or may require 
of any persons frequenting the Chapel, not being masters or scholars of Dulwich 
College as established under this Scheme, the payment of any reasonable sums by 
way of pew rent, to be applied towards the expenses of the Chapel and the main- 
tenance of the services thereof: Provided that no such payment shall be required in 
respect of any pew or sitting in the Chapel which shall have been annexed or 
appropriated to any house in the township or hamlet of Dulwich under any agreement 
or resolution of the Chief Governors or their predecessors during the continuance 
of the term or period for which such pew or sitting shall have been so annexed or 
appropriated. 


30. In any case in which the chaplain’s house shall become part of the general 


property of the College of God’s Gift it may be applied in the same manner as the 
present lower school buildings hereinafter referred to. 


Part I1V.—ELEEMOSYNARY ENDOWMENT. 


31. Except as is hereinafter otherwise provided, the Almshouses of the Foundation of 


the College of God’s Gift, with their appurtenances, shall continue to be maintained, and 
the above-mentioned annual sum of 1,50072. and other sums by this Scheme directed to 
be held in trust for eleemosynary purposes, hereinafter called the Eleemosynary En- 
dowment, shall continue to be administered by the Chief Governors for the benefit of 


poor persons, according to the trusts for eleemosynary purposes in force up to the date of 


this Scheme. 


32. The right of appointing the almspeople shall be vested in the vestries of the several 
parishes hitherto entitled to submit names of candidates, so that on the occurrence of any 
vacancy, the vestry which would have been entitled to submit names should be entitled 
to make an absolute appointment: Provided that in lieu of the preference heretofore 
reserved in favour of persons resident in the township or hamlet of Dulwich, every 
alternate person appointed by the vestry of the parish of St. Giles, Camberwell, shall be: 
a person who has been for at least one year immediately before the appointment resident 
in the said township or hamlet. 


33. The Chief Governors may, with the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, 
commute the right of any present almsperson to reside in the almshouses, and any other 
right of any present almsperson, upon such terms as may be agreed upon between them 
and any such almsperson: Provided that such commutations shall not operate to increase 
the annual sum hereby made applicable to eleemosynary purposes. - 


_34. The Chief Governors may at any time make a regulation that every almsperson 
thenceforth to be appointed, shall be entitied to a fixed annual sum or pension not 
exceeding 50 /. out of the Eleemosynary Endowment, and to no other benefit from the 
Foundation of the College of God’s Gift; and the almshouses if and when vacated shall 

be come 
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become part of the general property of the said Foundation, and may be applied in the 
same manner as the present lower school buildings hereinafter referred to. 


35. The Chief Governors may at any time, with the consent of the vestry of any one 
of the four parishes, from among the residents in which parishes almspeople are to be 
chosen or appointed, and with the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, make a regula- 
tion that any annual sum not exceeding one equal fourth part of the Eleemosynary 
Endowment shall thenceforth be applicable to the provision of exhibitions tenable by 
children attending or having attended public elementary schools of such parish, upon terms 
to be settled by such regulation, due regard being had, in the case of the parish of 
St. Giles, Camberwell, to the educational interests of persons resident in the township or 
hamlet of Dulwich; and from and after the making of any such regulation the annual 
sum payable out of the income of the College of God’s Gift in respect of almspeople from 
such parish shall be reduced by an amount equal to the annual sum so made applicable to 
the provision of such exhibitions. 


Part V.—GENERAL REGULATIONS RELATING TO GOVERNING BODIES AND 
THEIR PROCEDURE. 


36. The regulations contained in this part of the Scheme shall apply to the Chief 
Governors, and to every other Governing Body constituted under the provisions of this 
scheme, and the word “ Governors” shall be interpreted accordingly. Subject to such 
regulations and to the provisions of this Scheme the Governors may of their own authority 
from time to time prescribe such reasonable rules and regulations as they think fit for the 
conduct of their affairs, and for the management of the property and schools of which 
they are Governors, and such rules shall be binding on the persons affected thereby 
respectively. 


37. If during a term of office any Governor shall become bankrupt, such Governor 
shall be and remain during one year from the date of the order of adjudication incapable 
of acting as a Governor, unless within that time either the order is annulled, or the 
creditors who prove debts under the bankruptcy are fully paid or satisfied ; provided that 
such debts (if any) as are disputed by the bankrupt shall be considered for the purpose 
of this clause as paid or satisfied, if within the time aforesaid the bankrupt enters into a 
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bond, in such sum and with such sureties as the Court of Bankruptcy approves, to pay ° 


the amount to be recovered iu any proceeding for the recovery of or concerning such 
debts, together with any costs to be given in such proceedings. If within the time afore- 
said such order is not annulled or such creditors are not so paid or satisfied as aforesaid, 
or if any Governor shall become otherwise incapacitated to act, or shall intimate in writing 
to the Governors of the Trust concerned a wish to retire, or shall die, or for the space of 
one year fail to attend any meeting, the said Governors shall, after notice to such Go- 
vernor if living, at his last known place of residence in England, cause a record of the 
fact to be entered in their books; and upon such record being entered the Governor to 
whom it applies shall forthwith cease to be a Governor. A Governor vacating office by 
retirement or non-attendance only shall not be thereby disqualified for re-appointment. 


38. No master of or in Dulwich College, or master or mistress of or in any school entitled 
to receive endowment under this Scheme, may be a Governor of the Trust under which 
such college or school is managed. 5 


39. Religious opinions or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of reli- 
gious worship shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. 


40. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting he or she attends in that 
character, sign a written memorandum either in the minute book of the Governors, or in 
a separate book to be provided and kept by them for the purpose, declaring his or her 
aceeptance of the office of Governor, and willingness to do his or her duty as such, and to 
act in the Trust of which he or she is made a Governor. And until he or she has signed 
such a declaration he or she shall not be entitled to act as a Governor. 


_ 41, Every Governor shall from time to time certify his or her address to the clerk to 
the Governors, to which address all notices shall be sent. 


42. The Governors of each Trust shall hold meetings in some convenient place to be 
fixed by themselves, as often as may be found necessary for the management of the 
Trust, and at least twice in each year, on some convenient days to be appointed by 
themselves. 


43. The Governors shall, at their first meeting in each year, elect one of their number 
to be chairman of their meetings for that year, and make regulations for supplying his 
place whenever he is absent. 


44, A quorum shall be constituted whenever four, or in the case of the Chief Governors 
five, Governors are present; and any such quorum shall be competent to act notwith- 
standing any vacancy or vacancies in the full number of Governors. The resolutions and 


proceedings of a majority of Governors present at any meeting at which a quorum is con- 
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stituted shall be binding on the whole body, and no resolution or proceeding shall be sub- 
sequently revoked or altered except at a special meeting duly summoned upon notice for 


that purpose. 


45. The Chairman or. any two Governors may at any time summon a special meeting 
for any causé that seems to him or them sufficient. 


46. All special meetings shall be convened by at least six clear days’ notice in writing 
to the Governors, specifying the object of the meeting. And it shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the Trust concerned to give such notice when required by any Governors having 
a right to summon such a meeting. 


47. Save as is herein otherwise expressly provided, all matters and questions shall be 
determined by the votes of the majority of the Governors present at any meeting; and 
in case of equality of votes, the chairman of the meeting shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

48. If at any meeting there is not a sufficient number of Governors present to constitute 
a quorum, the Governors present, or, if no Governors are present, the clerk may adjourn 
the meeting to a subsequent day, at an interval of not less than one week, of which notice 
Any meeting may also be adjourned to any time by the 
chairman thereof, upon a resolution for adjournment being adopted at such meeting. 


49. A minute book and proper books of account shall be provided by the Governors, 
and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or appointed by 
them for that purpose. 


50. Minutes of all proceedings of the Governors at any meeting shall be entered in the 
minute book, and after being approved by the Governors at the same or the next ensuing 
meeting shall be signed by the chairman. In the same book there shall be recorded the 
entry into office of every new Governor, and the names of all the Governors present at 
each meeting. ms 


51. Full accounts shall be kept of the income and expenditure, receipts and payments 
of the Governors, and such accounts shall be stated for each year, ending the 31st day of 
December, and examined and passed annually at a meeting in the first quarter of the 
ensuing year, and signed by the Governors then present, or their chairman. 


52. The Governors shall in the first quarter of each year cause abstracts of the 
accounts relating to their income and expenditure in respect of each educational Trust 
under their management for the preceding year to be prepared in accordance with the 
schedule appended to this Scheme, subject to such alterations thereof as may be prescribed 
or authorised by the Charity Commissioners. They shall also in the first quarter of each 
year prepare statements of the development and progress of each Trust during the pre- 
ceding year. The Governors, other than the Chief Governors, shall on or before the 
31st day of March in each year send a copy of their abstract of accounts and statement 
to the Chief Governors. The Chief Governors shall cause the several abstracts of 
account and statements, or sufficient abstracts of such statements, for the past year, relating 
to all the several Trusts managed under the provisions of this Scheme, to be printed 
together and published before the first day of May in each year, and shall advertise such 
publication in at least two London daily newspapers, and sell copies of the whole set of 
abstracts and statements so published at such price as they shall think fit, not exceeding 
1s. for each copy to all applicants. 


53. The Governors shall make such arrangements as they think fit for the custody of 
all muniments, title deeds, and other documents belonging to the Trust or several Trusts 
under their management, for deposit of money, for drawing cheques, and for the appoint- 
ment of a clerk and of agents for the conduct of their business, If any such clerk or 
agent is himself a Governor he shall not be entitled toa salary. If any such clerk or . 
agent is appointed to act for two or more Trusts under the management of the same 
Governors, such Governors shall apportion his salary, if any, at their discretion, among 
the Trusts for which he is appointed to act. 


Part VI.—GENERAL REGULATIONS RELATING TO SCHOOLS, AND THE MANAGE- 
MENT THEREOF, 


54. The regulations contained in this part of this Scheme shall apply to all schools 
managed under the provisions of this Scheme, whether under the direct management of 
the Chief Governors or under the management of any other Governing Body constituted 
under the provisions of this Scheme, and the word “ Governors” shall be interpreted 
accordingly. The master of Dulwich College shall be a head master, and Dulwich.Col- 
lege shall be a school, within the meaning of this part of this Scheme. . 


55. No person shall be disqualified from being a master in any school by reason only 
of his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 


56. Subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, the Governors and the head master 
or head mistress of each school shall, within their respective departments as herein defined, 
make proper provisions for religious instruction in such school. 


57. No 
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57, No alteration in any regulations made by the Governors respecting the religious 
instruction given at any school shall take effect uatil the expiration of not less than one 
year after notice of the making of the alteration is given. 


58. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody 
of, any scholar attending any school as a day scholar may claim, by notice in writing 
addressed to the head master or head mistress of such school, the exemption of such 
scholar from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons 
on a religious subject, and such scholar shall be exempted accordingly ; and a scholar shall 
not by reason of any exemption from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any 
lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or emolu- 
ment in such school, or out of the endowments of either of these foundations to which he 
or she would otherwise have been entitled. If any teacher in the course of other lessons 
at which any such scholar is, in accordance with the ordinary rules of such school present, 
teaches systematically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching 
of which any exemption has been claimed as provided by this clause, the Governors of 
such school shall, on complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person 
liable to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear the complainant, and 
inquire into the circumstances, and, if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all 
proper provisions for remedying the matter complained of. 


59. Every head master and every head mistress of any school shall be appointed by the 
Governors of such school. Every such appointment shall be made at a meeting to be 
called for the purpose. ‘The first appointments shall be made as soon as conveniently 
may be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after the completion of all preparations for 
opening a school as the case may require. Subsequent appointments shall be made on 
the occurrence of vacancies, or after notice of intended vacancies. In order to obtain the 
best candidates the Governors of each school shall be bound for a sufficient time before 
making any appointment, to give public notice of the vacancy and invite competition by 
advertisements in newspapers, and by such other methods as they may judge best calcu- 
lated to secure the object. 


60. The Governors of any school may dismiss the head master or head mistress without 
assigning cause, after six calendar months’ written notice given in pursuance of a resolu- 
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tion passed at two consecutive meetings held at an interval of not less than 14 days, and | 


duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, such resolution being 
affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds of the Governors present.. 


61. For urgent cause the Governors of any school may by a resolution passed at a 
meeting duly convened for the express purpose of considering the matter, and affirmed by 
not less than two-thirds of the whole number of Governors of such school for the time 
being entitled to act, declare that the head master or head mistress ought’ to be dismissed 
from office ; and in that case they shall appoint another special meeting to be held at an 
interval of not less than a week after the former one, and may then, by a similar reso- 
lution, affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors, wholly and finally dismiss him or 
her. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such meetings think fit at once to 
suspend such head master or head mistress from office until the next meeting, they may 
do so by a resolution affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors. Full notice and 
opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be given to the head master or head mistress 
concerned. 


62. Every head master or head mistress of any school previously to entering into office, 
shall be required to sign a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors 
of such school in the following form : — 


rags Uh declare that I will always, to the best of my ability, 
“ discharge the duties of head of school during my tenure 
* of office; and that if [ am removed by the Governors, according to the constitution 
* of the said school, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon relinquish 
** all claim to the office and its future emoluments, and deliver up to the Governors, 
“or as they direct, possession of all their property then in my possession or occupa- 
* tion, or under my control.” 


63. Every head-master or head mistress shall reside in the house (if any) assigned to 
him or her by the Governors of such school. He or she shall have the occupation and 
use of such house (if any), and of any other property of the Trust of which he or she 
becomes occupant, in respect of his or her official character and duties, and not as tenant, 
and shall, if removed from his or her office, thereupon deliyer up possession of such house 
and other property to the Governors, or as they direct. He or she shall not, except with 
the permission of the Governors, permit any person to occupy such house or any part 
thereof. These provisions shall also apply to any other master or mistress to whom an 
official house may be assigned. 


64, Every head master or head mistress of any school shall give personal attention to 
the duties of such school. No head master or head mistress shall accept or hold any office 
or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors of the school in his or her charge, 
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may interfere with the proper performance of his or her duties under the Trust, and no 
head muster shall hold any benefice having the cure of souls. 


65. The Governors of any school may, if they think fit, and the income of the Trust is 
sufficient for the purpose, agree with the head master of such school for the formation of 
a fund in the nature of a pension or superannuation fund, the main principles of such 
agreement being that the head master and the Trust shall each contribute annually for a 
term of not less than 15 years, such sums as may be agreed upon; that these contributions 
shall accumulate at compound interest; that in case any such head master serves his office 
for such term he shall on his retirement be entitled to the whole fund; that in case he 
retires earlier on account of permanent disability from illness he shall also be entitled to 
the whole fund; that in all other cases he shall on his ceasing to be head master, be entitled 
to the amount produced by his own contributions. A like agreement may be made with 
the head mistress of Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls. 


66. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme the Governors of each school shall prescribe 
by rules to be made by them from time to time, the general subjects of instruction, the 
relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of subjects, the division of 
the year into term and vacation, the payments of the scholars, and the number of school 
hours in each week, and of holidays to be given in each term. They shall take general 
supervision of the sanitary condition of all the school buildings and arrangements. 


67. Before acting under the last preceding clause the Governors shall in all cases consult 
the head master or head mistress of the school concerned, in such a manner as to give him 
or her full opportunity for the expression of his or her views. 


68. ‘Subject to the provisions herein contained and to any regulations made under the 
authority of this Scheme, the head master or head mistress of each school shall have under 
his or her control the choice of books, the methods of teaching, the arrangement of classes 
and school hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, management, and disci- 
pline of his or her school, and shall have authority over all scholars thereof, both in and/out 
of school, during the school terms. Any head master or head mistress may suspend a 
scholar from further attendance at his or her school on the ground of misconduct, but he 
or she shall forthwith make a full report of the case in writing to the Governors of such 
school, who shall decide upon the case, and may expel the scholar if-they think fit. 


69. The head master or head mistress of any school may from time to time submit pro- 
posals to the Governors of such school for making or altering regulations as to any matter 
within their province, and the Governors shall consider such proposals and decide upon them. 


70. No master or mistress of any rank in any school shall receive or demand from any 
scholar, or from any person on behalf of any scholar, any gratuity, fee, or payment, except 
such payments as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme, or may be payable for extra 
allowed under the authority of this Scheme. 4 


71. Subject to the provisions herein contained and to any rules made under the authority 
of this Scheme, the schools for boys and the schools for girls shall be open to all boys and 
girls respectively who are of good character and of sufficient bodily health, and who are 
residing with their parents or guardians, or with near relations within such degrees as 
may from time to time be prescribed for any school by the Governors thereof, or who are 
boarders under any regulations which may have received the sanction of the Governors, 
and are consistent with the provisions of this Scheme. No scholar not so residing or 
boarding shall be admitted to any school unless he or she has previously obtained the 
express permission of the Governors. 


72. Applications for admission to any school shall be made to some person appointed 
by the Governors of such school according to a printed form to be by them approved and 
delivered to all applicants. 


73. A register for each school shall be kept by some person appointed by the Governors 
of such school, showing the date at which every application is made for the admission of 
a scholar, the date of admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of rejection, and the age 
of the candidate for admission at the date of the application: Provided that every person 
requiring an application to be registered shall pay such fee (if any) as the Governors may 
fix, in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme. 


74. Every candidate for admission to any school shall be examined by or under the 
direction of the head master or head mistress of such school, who shall appoint convenient 
times for that purpose, and give reasonable notice to the parents or guardians of those 
whose turn is approaching. No candidate shal! be admitted to any school except on the 
terms of passing such examination. In the event of there being at any time insuflicient 
room in Dulwich College for the admission of all the qualified candidates, residents in the 
parishes of St. Giles, Camberwell; St. Saviour, Southwark; St. Botolph, Bishopsgate; and 
St. Luke, Middlesex; shall be preferred; and in the event of there being at any time 
insufficient room in any school other than Dulwich College, for the admission of all the 
-qualified candidates, residents in the parish or parishes with which such school is more 
immediately connected under the provisions of this Scheme shall be preferred. Subject 
to any special provisions herein contained those who are found fit shall, if there is ae 

f or 
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for them, be admitted in order according to the dates of their application, but it shall be 
competent to the Governors of each school to direct that, if there is not room for all the 
candidates, their priority, subject to any such provisions as aforesaid, shall be determined 
by competitive examination. 


75, Save as is herein otherwise expressly provided, every scholar in any school shall 
pay such entrance and tuition fees as may be required of him or her under this Scheme. 
All such payments shall be made in advance to such person as the Governors of such 
school shall from time to time appoint for the purpose, and shall be accounted for by the 
person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the income of the 
Trust managed by them but applicable only to the school or department on account of 
which such payments may be made respectively. The registration, entrance, and tuition 
fees for boarders in any school shali be on the same scale as for day scholars, and in respect 
of all registration, entrance and tuition fees, and of all payments for a boarder, no pre- 
ference, save as is herein otherwise expressly provided, shall be given to any scholar on 
account of his or her place of birth or residence. No extras of any kind shall be allowed 
in any school without the sanction of the Governors of such school, and written consent 
on behalf of the scholar concerned. ; 


76. There shall be once in every year an examination of all the scholars in each school, 
of whom at least one-third in every year shall be examined by an examiner or examiners 
appointed or authorised for that purpose by the Governors of such school, and paid by 
them, but otherwise unconnected with such school, The examiners shall report in writing 
to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars, and on the position of the school as 
regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the results of the examination. Jhe 
Governors shall communicate to the head master or head mistress the report relating to 
‘such school. 


77. The head master or head mistress of each school shall make a report in writing to 
the Governors of such school, yearly or half-yearly as the Governors think fit, on the 
general condition of the school, and on any special occurrences during the year. He or 
she may also mention the names of any scholars who, in his or her judgment, are worthy 
of praise or substantial reward, having regard both to proficiency and conduct. 


78. All Scholarships and Exhibitions provided under this Scheme shall be given as the 
reward of merit only, to be ascertained, subject to the provisions of this Scheme, in such 
manner as the Governors who are entitled to award the same respectively, shall by regu- 
lations to be made by them from time to time prescribe. Notwithstanding anything 
herein contained, no Scholarship or Exhibition shall be awarded, for which, in the opinion 
of the Governors, no fit candidate is presented. No Scholarship or Exhibition shall be 
granted to any scholar already attending any of the schools, if the head master or head 
mistress of such school reports that such scholar is rendered undeserving of it by mis- 
conduct. Scholars holding scholarships provided under this Scheme, and held at any of 
the schools shall be called Foundation scholars. . 


79, All Scholarships and Exhibitions shall be tenable only for the purposes of education, 
eneral or professional. ‘They shall be payable by instalments at such intervals as the 
Cotemors shall direct. If the holder of a Scholarship or Exhibition dies, his or her 
representatives shall be entitled only to the next ensuing payment of an instalment when- 
ever payable. Ifthe holder of an Exhibition tenable after leaving the school becomes a 
bankrupt, or, in the opinion of the Governors, is guilty of gross misconduct or idleness, or 
wilfully ceases to pursue his or her education, it shall be competent to the Governors to 
determine the Exhibition as from the last preceding payment of an instalment. Every 
Scholarship and Exhibition tenable in any of the schools shall be liable to forfeiture on 
the order of the Governors by whom it was awarded, in case the holderis, in their judg- 
ment, guilty of misconduct, irregular in attendance, or fails to maintain a reasonable 
standard of proficiency. 


80. Subject to the provisions of this Scheme the Governors of each school managed 
under the provisions of this Scheme shall from time to time make regulations for deter- 
mining the number, value, period, and conditions of award and tenure of all Scholarships 
and Exhibitions and all other matters relating thereto: Provided that all such Exhibitions 
tenable by scholars leaving the school shall be open to all scholars of the school at which 
they are competed for, whe shall have belonged to such school for the two years immediately 
previous to the,award of such Exhibitions. The Governors shall give reasonable notice 
of all regulations made by them under this clause to the head master or head mistress of 
each school under their management. 


Part VIIl.—Duuiwicuw CoLuEGeE. 


_ 81. A day school for boys shall continue to be conducted in the new college buildings 
cooky a and shall be called “Dulwich College” hereinafter referred to as the 
college. 


$2. The endowment of the college shall consist of the new college buildings, gardens, 
playgrounds, and cricket field, and the fittings and furniture of the said buildings, the 
college library, and of the said capital sum not exceeding 5,000/., to be applied as herein- 
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before directed, and of the said annual and other sums to be carried to a separate account, 
in trust for the college as aforesaid. 


83. The Chief Governors, hereinafter in this part of this Scheme referred to as the 
Governors, shall be the governing body of the college. 


84. The master of the college shall be a graduate of some university within the British 
Empire, and shall have the title of ‘‘ Master of Dulwich College.” 


85. The Reverend Alfred James Carver, D.D., Master of Alleyn’s College of God’s 
Gift at Dulwich, shall be the first master of the college under this scheme. James M‘Call 
Marshall, Esquire, m.a., Under Master of the Upper School of the College of God’s 
Gift, shall hold the same office, rank, and title in the college as bitherto, and shall be liable 
to dismissal only by the Governors in the same manner as he has been hitherto liable to dis- 
missal. After he has ceased to hold the office of under master, such office shall be abolished. 


86. The Governors shall determine what number of assistant masters, lecturers, and 
teachers shall be employed. They shall every year assign the amount which they think 
proper to be paid out of the income of the trust for the purpose of maintaining assistant 
masters, lecturers, and teachers, and a proper plant or apparatus for carrying on the in- 
struction given in the college. Before.acting under this clause, the Governors shall in all 
cases consult the master of the college in such a manner as to give him full opportunity 
for the expression of his views. 


87. The master of the college shali have the sole power of appointing, and, subject to 
an appeal to the Governors, and subject also to the provisions of this Scheme in favour of 
the said James M‘Call Marshall, of dismissing all assistant masters, lecturers, and 
teachers; but he shall forthwith notify in writing every appointment to the Governors. 
He shall also determine in each year, subject to the approval of the Governors, in what 
manner the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of assistant masters, lec- 
turers, and teachers, and of plant or apparatus, shall be distributed. The Governors shall 
pay the sums applicable under this clause, either through the hands of the master of the 
college or directly, as they think fit. 


88. The master of the college shall have a house assigned to him by the Governors free 
of charge for rent, rates, taxes,and repairs,or, if at any time the Governars so decide, a fixed 
payment in lieu thereof, to be settled,in case the parties differ, by the Charity Commissioners, 
and shall receive a fixed stipend of 2007a year. He shall also receive payment ac- 
cording to the number of boys in the college, for each quarter or term, at the rate of 3 J. 
a year for each boy up to the number of 400 boys, and 27. a year for each boy above that 
number up to the number of 700 boys in all, and no further payment: Provided, never- 
theless, that the said Rev. Alfred James Carver shall receive a fixed stipend of 4007. a 
year, and shall not, so long as he shall continue to be master of Dulwich College, receive 
payment at a lower rate than that at which he received payment in the year ending the, 
31st day of December 1872. ‘The said James M‘Call Marshall during his tenure of office 
shall have a house assigned to him by the Governors, free of charge for rent, rates, taxes, 
and repairs, or, if at any time the Governors so decide, a fixed payment in lieu thereof, to 
be settled, in case the parties differ, by the Charity Commissioners. He shall also receive 
payment upon the terms agreed upon between him and the Governors at the time of his 
appointment to the office of under master, unless the Governors, with his consent, and 
upon the recommendation of the master of the college, decide upon some other terms, in 
which case he shall receive payment accordingly. All payments under this clause shall 
be made terminally or quarterly as the Governors think fit. 


89. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for: admission to the 
college shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall: not exceed the sum 
of 5 s. 


90. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for all scholars, and may graduate such fees ac- 
cording to age or position in the college, if they think fit: Provided that no such entrance 
fee shall be less than 1/2. or more than 3/., and after the opening of Wilson’s senior 
school or department, no such tuition fee shall be less than 15 /. or more than 201. a 
year. Until the opening of such school or department as aforesaid, no alteration shall 
re made from the rates of fees hitherto chargeable for the upper school of Dulwich 

ollege. : 


91. The Governors shall make such regulations as they think fit for the admission of 
boarders into the houses of the persons hitherto allowed to receive boarders attending the 
upper school, or of masters, provided that the total number of such boarders shall not, 
unless with the express sanction of the Charity Commissioners (which sanction they may 
at any time withdraw on giving reasonable notice to the Governors), exceed 100, that 
the payments for a boarder, apart from tuition fees, shall not exceed 602. a year, and 
that boys who have been for one year day scholars attending the college, or whose 
parents or guardians reside within a radius of seven miles from the college buildings, 


shall be preferred for admission to the boarding houses whenever vacancies occur. 


92. No boy shall be admitted into the college until he has attained the age of 10 years, 
' and 
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and no boy shall be allowed to remain in the college beyond the end of the term in which 
he attains the age of 19 years. If a preparatory school shall at any time hereafter be 
established in connection with the college under the provisions of this Scheme, the lowest 
age of admission to the college, except m such preparatory school thereof, shall thence- 
forth be 12 years. The master of the college shall make and enforce regulations for the 
withdrawal of boys from the college in cases where, from idleness or imcapacity to profit 
by the instruction given, they are materially below the standard of position and attain- 
ment proper for their age. 


93. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the 
candidate, but every candidate must. satisfy the examiner in each of the following 
subjects :— 

Reading. 

Writing from dictation. 

The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography and history of England. 


_ The Governors may prescribe additional. subjects from time to time if they deem. it 
advantageous for the college to do so. 


94. The subjects of secular instruction in the college shall be prescribed by the 
Governors by regulations to be made by them from time to time; but the college shall 
be so organised and managed under this Scheme as to be an efficient school for mathe- 
matics, natural science, modern languages, and literature, no Jess than for Latin and 
Greek. Political economy, drawing, and music shall also be comprised among the pre- 
scribed subjects. 


95.. The: Governors may at any time (after consulting the master of the college) direct 
that the college shall be divided for purposes of instruction into such departments as they, 
think fit, and that any such department shall be under the charge of an assistant master, 
to be appointed by the master of the college for the purpose. The master in charge of 
each department shall have such control over the choice of books, the methods of teach- 
ing the prescribed subjects, the arrangement of classes, and the discipline of the boys 
during school hours in his own department as the Governors may, by regulations to be 
made by them. from: time: to time, prescribe. 


96. The Governors shall carry the sums payable from time to time out of the income 
of the endowment of the college of God’s Gift by way of capitation money for each 
scholar in attendance at the college, to a separate account, to be called the Scholarships 
and Exhibitions’ Fund, hereinbefore referred to, and they shall apply the said fund in such 
proportions as they think fit.m establishing and maintaining Scholarships. tenable at the 
college, and Exhibitions tenable. by, scholars leaving the college. 


97. Every Scholarship tenable at the college shall be open to all candidates to whom 
the college is open, within such limits.of age as the Governors. may, by regulations: to 
be made by them. from time to. time, prescribe. Every Exhibition tenable by scholars 
leaving the college shall be:tenable at. some university or other place of liberal, scientific, 
or professional. education, approved by the Governors. The regulations to be made by 
the Governors respecting the Scholarships and Exhibitions shall be such as to give due 
encouragement to the several départments or branches of instruction in the college. If 
the college is divided into departments, such Exhibitions shall be divided equally, as 
nearly as may be between or among the several departments (other than junior depart- 
ments), in proportion to the number of boys belonging thereto respectively. 


98.. The Governors shall employ the remaining income of the Trust in payment. of 
rates, taxes, Insurance, repairs, water supply, warming, and lighting the college buildings 
and appurtenances, in making improvements in the same, in maintaining and improving 
the college library, in paymg the masters, examiners, and officers, in’ increasing the 
number or value of Scholarships and Exhibitions as the Governors think fit, and in 
defraying the other expenses of the college. If in any year there is any residue, they 
nae pre the yearly accounts, state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit 
it in a bank. 


Part VIIT.—ALuryn’s Mippte ScHoon For GiRzs. 


99. A school shall be established to be called “‘ Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls,” the 
endowment whereof shall consist of the capital sum of 10,0002, to be held in trust for 
and paid to the Governing Body of Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls, and of the: said 
annual or other sums to be paid to the said Governing Body by the Chief Governors, in 
accordance with the provisions of this Scheme. 


100. The Governing Body of Alleyn’s Middle School for Girls, hereinafter in this part 
of this Scheme referred to as the Governors, shall be 12 in number, and shall be ap- 
pointed as follows :— 

Seven, of whom two at least shall be women, shall be appointed by the Chief 
Governors; and 
Five, of whom two at least. shall be women, shall be Co-optative Governors. 
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The first seven Governors shall be appointed by the Chief Governors as soon as con- 
veniently may be after the date of this Scheme. The first Co-optative Governors shall 
be appointed by the said seven Governors at their first or, at latest, their second meeting 
after the date of this Scheme; and future Co-optative Governors shall be appointed as 
vacancies occur by the Governors for the time being. Immediately upon any appointment 
of a Co-optative Governor, the Governors shall notify the fact, with all proper information, 
to the Charity Commissioners ; and no such appointment shall be valid unless and until 
it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and their approval certified under their 
official seal. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs among the Governors appointed by the Chief Governors, 
the clerk of the Trust shall forthwith give notice in writing of the fact to the Chief 
Governors, who shall thereupon appoint a Governor in his place. 

Each Governor shall be appointed to hold office for four years, and then retire; except 
that the first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed to hold office for five years and 
then retire. , 


101. The Governors shall employ the capital sum to be paid to them by the Chief 
Governors, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the purpose of obtaining a suit- 
able site and erecting or obtaining suitable school buildings (which shall be vested in the 
Chief Governors for the time being, and shall thenceforth continue to be so vested without 
any conveyance, assignment, or assurance), not including mistresses’ houses, in the parish 
of Camberwell, for a middle school for girls, which shall provide accommodation for not 
less than 250 or more than 500 scholars. The site and sy for such buildings and the 
expenditure thereon shall be subject to the approval of the Charity Commissioners. 
Upon the completion of such school buildings the Governors shall open them as a day 
school for girls, to be conducted in accordance with the following provisions of this part 
of this Scheme. The Governors may make such regulations as they think fit for the 
admission of boarders to the school. 


102. The Governors shall appoint, and may dismiss at their discretion, all assistant 
mistresses, lecturers, and teachers of the middle school for girls, and shall fix and pay 
their respective salaries. 


103. The head mistress shall receive a fixed stipend of 50/7. ayear. She shall also 
receive payment according to the number of scholars in the middle school in each quarter 
or term ; that is to say, such sum calculated upon such a scale, uniform or graduated, as 
may be fixed by the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 7s. 6d., nor more than 
20s. yearly for each scholar. All payments under this clause shall be made terminally or 
quarterly as the Governors shall think fit. 


104. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to the 
middle school, shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 1s. Y 


105. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for all scholars, and may graduate such fees. 
according to age or position in the school, if they think fit; provided that no such 
entrance-fee shall exceed 5s., and that no such tuition-fee shall be less than 2/. or more 
than 5/. 


106. The Governors shall, from time to time, make regulations for fixing the age of 


admission to the middle school. No girl shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond 
the end of the term in which she attains the age of 15 years; and the head mistress shall 
make and enforce regulations for the withdrawal of scholars from the school in cases 
where, from idleness or incapacity to profit by the instruction given, they are materially 
below the standard of position and attainment proper for their age. 


107. The examination for admission to the middle school shall be graduated according 
to the ave of the candidate, but every candidate must satisfy the examiner in each of the 
following subjects :— 


Reading. 
Writing. 
The first two rules of arithmetic, with the multiplication table. 


The Governors may prescribe additional subjects from time to time if they deem it. 
advantageous for the school to do so. 


108. The subjects of secular instruction in the middle school shall be as follows :— 


Reading and writing. 
Arithmetic. 
English. 
Latin or French, or both. 
History and geography. 
Natural science. 
Social and domestic economy. 
Drawing. 
Class singing and needlework. 
} The: 
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The head mistress shall settle the arrangement and classification of instruction in the 
prescribed subjects. 


109. The Governors shall, in each year after the middle school is opened, assign, for 
the maintenance of Scholarships tenable at the middle school, such sum as they think 
fit, provided that the number of such Scholarships shall not exceed one-fifth of the whole’ 
number of scholars in the school. Every such Scholarship shall entitle the holder to 
receive a payment equal to the amount of her entrance and tuition fees, and to such 
additional reasonable emoluments (if any), as the Governors think fit. All such Scholar- 
ships shall be open to all candidates to whom the school is open, within such limits of age 
as the Governors may, by regulations to be made by them, from time to time prescribe. 


110. The Governors shall, in each year after the middle school has been opened for 
three complete years, or sooner, if they think fit, assign, for the maintenance of Exhi- 
bitions, out of the sums received by them by way of capitation money during the pre- 
ceding year from the endowment of the College of God’s Gift, such sum as they shall 
think fit, being, after the middle school has been opened for six complete years, not less 
than one-fourth of the sums so received by them. Such Exhibitions shall be tenable by 
girls leaving the middle school, at the high school, or some other place of liberal, 
scientific, or professional education approved by the Governors. 


111. The Governors shall employ the income of the Trust in payment of rates, taxes, 
insurance, repairs, and improvements of the school buildings and appurtenances, in de- 
fraying the expenses of management, and of the Scholarships and Exhibitions to be 
provided under this part of this Scheme, in paying the mistresses, examiners, and officers, 
and in defraying the other expenses of the school. If in any year there is any residue 
they shall, on passing the yearly accounts, state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall 
deposit it in a bank. 


Part IX.—WILxson’s ScHOOLS. 


112. The endowment of Wilson’s Schools shall consist of the capital sum of 15,0001. 
to be held in trust for, and paid to, the Governing Body of Wilson’s Schools, and of the 
said sums to be paid in each term or quarter to the same Governing Body by the Chief 
Governors, in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme; and of such endowment or 
endowments as may be made subject to the same Trust by any Scheme or Schemes 
framed, or to be framed, by the Endowed Schools Commissioners or otherwise. - 


113. The Governing Body of Wilson’s Schools, hereinafter in this part of the Scheme 
referred to as the Governors, shall be 12 in number, and shall be appointed as follows :— 


Four by the Vestry of the parish of St. Giles, Camberwell ; 
Four by the Chief Governors ; 
Four shall be Co-optative Governors. 


Whenever an appointment is to be made, the clerk to the Chief Governors, in the case 
of first appointments, and afterwards the clerk of the Trust, shall forthwith give notice 
in writing of the fact to the body entitled to make the appointment. 

The first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed by the persons hitherto entitled to 
act as Governors of the Camberwell Grammar School, and future Co-optative Governors 
shall be appointed, as vacancies occur, by the Governors for the time being, in the same 
manner, and subject to the same conditions, as vacancies among the Co-optative Governors 
eS Alleyn’s High and Middle Schools for girls are to be filled under the provisions of this 

cheme. 

Each Governor shall. be appointed to hold office for four years and then retire, 
except that the first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed to hold office for five years 
and then retire. 


114, Within two months after the date of this Scheme, the clerk to the Chief Governors 
shall issue,to every Governor then appointed notice of a meeting of the Governors, to be 
held at an interval of not less than 14 and not more than 28 days from the date of such 
notice, at some convenient place in Camberwell. If for any cause the clerk fails to issue 
such notice within the prescribed time, any two of the Governors may issue such notice 
instead of the clerk. No meeting of the Governors shall be held betore the meeting of 
which notice shall be so given. 


115. The Governors shall forthwith proceed to obtain suitable sites (to be vested in the 
Official Trustee of Charity Lands), and to erect or obtain suitable school buildings, not 
including masters’ houses, in the parish of Camberwell, fora day school or day schools; 
that is to say, either one school in two departments, or two schools, for about 500 boys in 
all. For this purpose they shall employ the capital sum to be paid to them by the Chief 
Governors, or so much thereof as may be necessary... The sites and plans for such 
buildings, and the expenditure thereon, shall be subject to the approval of the Endowed 
. Schools Commissioners, if acting at the time, and if not, then of the Charity Commissioners. 
Upon the completion of such school, buildings the Governors shall open them as a day 
school or day schools for boys, to be conducted in accordance with the following provisions 
of this part of this Scheme. . 
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116. If only one school is established, the whole shall be under the charge of one head 
master. If two separate schools are established, each shail be under the charge of a 
separate head master. 

he separate schools or departments shall be ‘distinguished by the names of senior and 
junior. 

117. The Governors shall determine what number of assistant masters, lecturers, and 
teachers shall be employed in the school, if there is only one, or in the senior school, if 
there are twoschools. They shall every year assign the amount which they think proper 
to be paid out of the income of the Trust for the purpose of maintaining such assistant 
masters, lecturers, and teachers, and a proper plant or apparatus for carrying on the 
instruction given in such school. Before acting under this clause the Governors shall in 
all cases consult the head master in such a. manner as to give him full opportunity for the 
expression of his views. 

The head master of the school, if there is only one school, or of the senior school, if 
there are two schools, shall have the sole power of appointing, and, subject to an appeal to 
the Governors, of dismissing all assistant masters, lecturers, and teachers in the school of 
which he is head master; but he shall forthwith notify, in writing, every appointment to 
the Governors. He shall also determine in each year, subject to the approval of the 
Governors, in what manner the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of 
assistant masters, lecturers, and teachers, and of plant or apparatus, shall be distributed. 
The Governors shall pay the sums applicable under this clause, either through the hands 
of the head master or directly, as they think fit. 


118. The Governors, at their discretion, shall appoint, and may dismiss, all assistant 
masters, mistresses, and teachers in the junior school, if established, and shall fix and pay 
their respective salaries. 


119. The head master of the school, if there is only one school, or of the senior school, 
if there are two schools, shall receive a fixed stipend of 100/. a year. He shall also 
receive payment according to the number of boys in his school, for each quarter or term; 
that is to say, such sum calculated upon such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be 
fixed by the Governors, being at the rate of not less than 15s. nor more than 2/. a year. 
for each boy. The head master of the junior school, if established, shall receive a stipend, 
to be fixed by the Governors, not exceeding 507. a year, and shall also receive payment 
according to the number of scholars in his school; that is to say, such sum calculated upon 
such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed by the Governors, being at the rate 
of not less than 10s. nor more than 30s. yearly for each scholar. All payments under 
this clause shall be made terminally or quarterly, as the Governors shall think fit. 


120. The fee, if any, payable on the registration of applications for admission to any of 
Wilson’s Schools shall be fixed from time to time by the Governors, but shall not exceed 
the sum of 1s. . 


121. The Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, settle 
the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for all scholars, and may graduate such fees 
according to age or position in school, as they think fit; provided that no such entrance 
fee shall exceed 1/., and no such tuition fee shall be less than 2/. or more than 5/. a year 
in the junior school or junior department, or less than 5/. or more than 102. a year in the 
senior school or senior department. 


122. The Governors shall from time to time make regulations for fixing the age. of 
admission to each school. No scholar shal] be allowed to remain in the junior school or 
junior department beyond the end of the term in which he attains the age of 14 years, and 
no scholar shall be allowed to remain in the senior school or senior department beyond the 
end of the term in which he attains the age of 17 years. ‘The head master of the senior 
school, or of the school, if there is only one, shall make and enforce regulations for the 
withdrawal of boys from the school in cases where, from idleness or incapacity to profit by 
the instruction given, they are materially below the standard of position and attainment 
proper for their age. 

123. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the 


candidate, but every candidate must satisfy the examiner in each of the following subjects, 
that is to say, for admission to the junior school or junior department :— 


Reading easy narrative and writing text hand. 
Easy sums in the first two rules of arithmetic, with the multiplication table. 


And for admission to the senior school or senior department :— 


Reading easy narrative. 

Small text handwriting. 

The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


_ The Governors may prescribe additional subjects for either school or department from 
time to time, if they deem it advantageous for such school or department to do so. 


124. The

In the junior school or junior department the course of secular instruction shall include,

The Governors may, however, provide that the course of secular instruction in either 
school or department shall be adjusted with especial regard to industrial or technical 
training, and that besides the usual subjects of elementary education, it shall comprise 
‘instruction in geometry, practical and experimental science, and drawing (with reference 
particularly to mechanics and engineering), instead of the above-mentioned subjects, or 
any of them. 

The head master in each school shall settle the arrangements and classification of 
instruction in the prescribed subjects. 

Greek shall not be taught in Wilson’s Schools. 


125. The Governors shall in each year after the school or schools are opened assign for Scholarships tenable 
the maintenance of Scholarships tenable at the several schools or departments, out of the & schools. 
sums received by them during the preceding year from the endowment of the College of 
God’s Gift, such sum as they think fit, being not less than one-fourth of the sums so 
received by them, provided that the number of such Scholarships in each school shall not 
exceed one-fifth of the whole number of scholars in the school. Such Scholarships shall 
be called Alleyn Scholarships. Every such Scholarship shall entitle the holder to receive 
a payment equal to the whole or part of his entrance and tuition fees, and to such addi- 
tional reasonable emoluments (if any) as the Governors think fit. Such Scholarships shall 
be allotted to the schools or departments as nearly as may be in proportion to the number 
of scholars attending the same respectively. 

Of such Scholarships some in each school shall be awarded, on the reports of the ex- 
aminers and head master of such school, to meritorious scholars already attending the 
school, and the rest shall be offered for competition among the candidates for admission to 
such school, The Scholarships tenable in the junior school or jonior department shall be 
conferred, if fit candidates present themselves, upon boys who have for at least two years 
immediately before the date of award thereof attended public elementary schools. 


126. The Governors shall, after the school or schools have been opened for three com- Exhibitions tenable 

eee years, or sooner if they think fit, assign in each year for the maintenance of Ex- ¢/sewhere. 

ibitions, out of the sums received by them during the preceding year from the endow- 
ment of the College of God’s Gift, such sum as they think fit, being, after the school or 
schools have been opened for six complete years, not less than one-fourth of the sums so 
received by them. Such Exhibitions, or, if the junior school is established, not less than 

half, shall he called Alleyn’s Exhibitions, and shall be of the annual value of not more 
than 20/, each, and shall be tenable at Dulwich College, or any other place of higher 
education approved by the Governors, by boys leaving the school, if there is only one, or 
the senior school, if there are two schools. The Governors shall grant Exhibitions 
tenable at the senior school by boys leaving the junior school, if established. 


127. The Governors shall employ the income of the Trust in payment of rates, taxes, Application of 
insurance, repairs, and improvements of the school buildings and appurtenances, in defray- income. 
‘ing the expenses of management and of the Scholarships and Exhibitions to be provided 
‘under this part of this Scheme, in paying the masters, examiners, and officers, and in 
defraying the other expenses of the schools, If in any year there is any residue the 
‘shall on passing the yearly accounts state the same as unapplied surplus, and shall deposit 
it in a bank; and if the sums so deposited rise to 300/., over and above a reasonable 
current balance, they shall invest the same in the name of the Official Trustees of Charit- 
able Funds to the credit of the Trust.

129. Immediately after the opening of one or both: of Wilson’s Schools, the Chief 
Governors shall close the present Lower School, and the buildings hitherto appropriated 
thereto shall thenceforth be part of the general property of the College of God’s Gift, 
unless at any time the Chief Governors think fit to use them, rent free or otherwise, for 
the purposes of a Preparatory School in connection with Dulwich College, or of lodgings, 
free of cost or otherwise as they think fit, for assistant masters of Dulwich College, or 
otherwise for the advancement of general or special education. 


Parr XI.—PREPARATORY SCHOOL. 


130. If at any time the Chief Governors think fit to establish a Preparatory School in 
connection with Dulwich College, either in the present Lower School buildings, rent free 
or otherwise as they think fit, or elsewhere, the following provisions shall apply to such 
Preparatory School. 


131. The funds for the maintenance and repairs of the. school buildings and for the 
support of the school shall be provided by the payments of the scholars or otherwise, but 
not by the endowment of either of these Foundations; and such funds shall be appro- 
priated to the maintenance of the school or of Exhibitions in connection therewith, in such 
manner as the Chief Governors shall think fit. , 


132. The school shall be a Day School for boys. 


133. The Chief Governors shall every year assign out of the income of the school such 
sum as they think fit for salaries of masters, and such sum shall be distributed among such 
masters at the discretion of the principal master, subject to the approval of the master of 
Dulwich College. 


134, The Chief Governors shall, by regulations to be made by them from time to time, 
settle the entrance and tuition fees to be paid for all scholars, provided that no such 
entrance fee shall exceed 12, and that no such tuition fee shall be less than 8/. or more 
than 152. a year. aba 


135. No boy shall be admitted into the school until_he has ‘attained the age of eight 
years. No boy shall be allowed to remain in the school beyond the end of the school term 
in which he attains the age of 14 years. 


136. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the 
candidate, but every candidate must satisfy the examiner in each of the following 
subjects :— 

Reading easy narrative. 

Small-text handwriting. “ 
The first four rules of arithmetic. 

The outlines of the geography of England. 


The Chief Governors may prescribe additional subjects from time to time if they deem 
it advantageous for the school to do so. 


137. Subject to the special provisions contained in this part of this Scheme, the Pre- 
paratory School shall be treated as a department of Dulwich College as established under 
the provisions of this Scheme. 


Part XII.—TuHeE Pictur#® GALLERY. 


138. The Chief Governors shall be the Governing Body of the above-named Picture 
Gallery Endowment. . 


139. The Chief Governors shall make provision for the preservation and, custody of the 
collection of pictures and works of art belonging to the Trust in the present gallery or 
elsewhere in Dulwich, subject to such regulations for making the same accessible to, the 
public, and for other purposes, as the Chief Governors may determine or direct. 


140. After defraying the expenses of management, and of the maintenance of the 
gallery, pictures, and works of art, the Chief Governors shall, out of the remaining income 
of the Trust, provide for the instruction of boys and girls in drawing and designing, and 
otherwise for advancement of education ‘in art. For such instruction they may charge 
such fees for scholars, other than those attending schools entitled to receive endowment 
under this Scheme, as'they think fit, which fees shall be carried to the credit of the Trust. 
If at any time there is not room for all applicants for admission to the schools or classesin 
which such instruction is given, a preference shall be accorded to scholars attending schools 
entitled to receive endowment under this Scheme.;:The Chief Governors may grant 
Exhibitions or prizes as the reward of merit and proficiency. 


141. If and.when the Almshouses of the College of God’s Gift contiguous to the Picture 
Gallery are vacated, the Chief Governors may adapt them for a School of Art, and for 


that purpose they may, with the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, raise and expend 


a sufficient capital sum out of the Picture Gallery Endowment.

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Part XIII.—Sciencr CLASSES. 


142. If and so long as any classes for instruction in science are conducted in the neigh- 
bourhood of any school or schools established under this Scheme by any local committee 
or otherwise, the governing body of such school or schools may, instead of providing 
instruction in science in such school or schools, make arrangements for the admission to 
such classes of any scholars attending such school or schools, subject to the following 
conditions: — 


(a.) The classes shall be in connexion with the Science and Art Department of 
the Committee of Council on Education, and shall be managed in accordance with 
regulations approved by that Department. 


(6.). The, course of instruction shall be that laid down in the Minute of the Lords 
of the Committee of Council on Education, dated the 24th November 1871, with 
such modifications as have been or may from time to time be introduced therein by 
the proper authority... 


(c.) The classes shall be regularly examined and inspected, and the teacher or 
teachers shall be duly qualified in accordance with the regulations of the said Science 
and Art Department. 


Subject to the foregoing conditions, the governing body may pay out of the income 
of the Trust of which they are the governing body for each such scholar admitted to the 
classes such fees (not exceeding the ordinary fees charged for other students) as may 
from time to time be agreed upon between them and the managers of such classes. 


143. If by reason of any provision in this Scheme a difficulty is found in conforming to 
any regulations which the said Science and Art Department may approve, or if for any 
reason that Department think fit to modify any conditions in the last foregoing clause 
contained, the governing body may, notwithstanding this Scheme, comply with and 
accept any such regulations or modifications not being inconsistent with the first clause of 
this Scheme or with anything contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873. 


Part XIV.—GENERAL. 


144. The governing body of any Trust managed under this Scheme may receive any 
additional donations or endowments for the general purposes. of such Trust.. They may 
also receive donations or endowments for any special objects directed by the donors, pro- 
vided that such objects are certified by the Charity Commissioners to be for the general 
benefit of the Trust, and not calculated to give privileges to any scholar without regard 
to merit, and not otherwise inconsistent with or calculated to impede the due working of 
the provisions of this Scheme. 


145. Any grant or grants out of any sum of money appropriated by Parliament for the 
advancement of education, science, or art, which may be. received from time to time in 
respect of successful teaching or otherwise in any school or classes managed under the 
provisions of this Scheme, shall be applied by the governing body receiving the same 
for the special benefit of such school or classes. 


146. If at any time any doubt or question arises among the members of the governing 
body of any Trust managed under this Scheme, or between any two governing bodies 
appointed under this Scheme, as to the proper construction or application of any of the 
provisions of this Scheme, or as to the management of these Foundations or either of 
them, the said governing body, or either of such governing bodies, may apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice 
when given shall be binding on the governing body applying, and 6n any other such 
governing body concerned in the matter, and privy to such application. 


147. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time, in the exercise of their 
ordinary jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme, 
Ee that such Schemes be not inconsistent with anything contained in the Endowed 

chools Acts, 1869 and 1873, or (so far as relates to the first of these Foundations) with 
the object thereof as stated in clause 1 (a) of this Scheme, or (so far as relates to the 
second of these Foundations) with the object thereof, as stated in the latter part of clause 1 
of this Scheme. 


148. The Chief Governors shall cause this Scheme to be printed, and a copy to be 
given, on application, to every person who shall become a Chief Governor or a member of 
a governing body of any of the Trusts established under the provisions of this Scheme, 
and to every master, mistress, assistant, and teacher appointed to any of the schools 
managed under the provisions of this Scheme, and copies shall be sold at a reasonable price 
to all persons who may wish to buy. 


149. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty, by Order in 
Council, declares Her approbation of it.

4. The account of expenditure shall show separately the amounts expended on the 
management, repairs, rates, taxes, and other matters connected with the property of the 
Trust as distinguished from the objects thereof. 

It shall also show separately expenditure on the schools and on the several educational 
and other objects. 

It shall show separately in sufficient detail the expenditure on such objects, and for 
each separate school the expenditure on—

FREE GRAMMAR SCHOOL IN CAMBERWELL. 


Scueme for the Management of the FRrE GramMMAR SCHOOL in CAMBERWELL, of the 
Foundation of Epwarp WILSON. 


1. THE object of the above-named Free Grammar School, hereinafter referred to as the 
Trust, shall be to promote the education of boys by means of a school or schools in the 
parish of St. Giles, Camberwell. 


2. From the date of this Scheme all the particulars which by the Endowed Schools 
Act, 1869, as continued by the Endowed Schools Act, 1873, are capable of being hereby 
repealed and abrogated, shall, so far as they relate to the management of the Trust, be 
repealed and abrogated. 


3. From and after the date of this Scheme the governing body of the Trust shall be a 
governing body, hereinafter called the Governors, established under the provisions of a 
Scheme framed by the Endowed Schools Commissioners, for the management of Alleyn’s 
College of God’s Gift at Dulwich, and therein described as the governing body of Wilson’s 
Schools, but until the first meeting of the Governors, the trust shall be managed as here- 
tofore by the persons hitherto entitled to act as the governing body thereof. The corpo- 
ration of the Governors of the Free Grammar School of Edward Wilson, clerk, in 
Camberwell, otherwise Camerwell, in the county of Surrey, shall from the date of this 
Scheme be dissolved. 


4, From and after the date of the first meeting of the Governors, all lands and here- 
ditaments, not being copyhold, belonging to the Trust, and all terms, estates, and interests 
therein, shall be vested in the Official Trustee of Charity Lands, and his successors; and 
all stock in the public funds and other securities belonging to the Trust, shall be trans- 
ferred to and vested in the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, by whom the dividends 
and income arising therefrom shall be from time to time paid to the Governors or their 
order. 


5. All the estates and property of the Trust not used or occupied for the purposes 
thereof shall be let or otherwise managed by the Governors, or by their officers acting 
under their orders, according to the general law applicable to the management of property 
by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. : 


6. Any money arising from the sale of timber, or from any mines or minerals belonging 
to the Trust shall be treated as capital, and invested in the name of the Official Trustees 
of Charitable Funds, except in any special cases in which the Governors may be 
authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such money or any part thereof as 
income. 


7, The property ofthe Trust and the income thereof shall be applicable to the purposes 
of Wilson’s Schools, and shall be subject to the trusts of the said Scheme for the manage- 
ment of Alleyn’s College of God’s Gift at Dulwich so far as they relate to the said 
schools. 


8. If at any time any doubt or question arises as to the proper construction or appli- 
cation of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors shall apply to the Charity 
Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice when given 
shall be binding on the Governors. 


9. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction frame Schemes for the alteration of any provisions of this Scheme, provided 
that such Schemes be not inconsistent with the first clause of this Scheme, or with any- 
thing contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869 and 1873. 


10. The Governors shall cause this Scheme to be printed and a copy given to every 
person who shall become a governor. 


11. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of it, or the day immediately after the date of the said 
Scheme for the management of Alleyn’s College of God’s Gift at Dulwich, whichever 
shall last happen.

ORDER IN COUNCIL. 


, _ At the Court at Windsor, the 17th day of March 1875. 
Present :—The QurEn’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


WuereAs by the Hertford College Act, 1874, section 2, certain persons 
therein mentioned were incorporated, under the name of “The Principal, 
Fellows, and Scholars of Hertford College, in the University of Oxford,” with 
perpetual succession and acommon seal, and by such section it was provided 
that such persons so incorporated should possess and enjoy all such rights and 
privileges as are possemiee 0 or enjoyed or can be exercised by other Colleges in 
the University of Oxford: 


And whereas by the fifth section of the same Act, it is enacted that, subject 
to any Act for the time being in force for the government of the said University 
or of the Colleges therein, the Principal and Fellows for the. time being of the said 
College may from time to time make, rescind, and vary such regulations, ordi- 
nances, and statutes for the government of the said College and the good 
discipline thereof, and the election of the Fellows and Scholars thereof, as to 
them shall seem meet ; provided that no such regulations, ordinances, or statutes 
shall alter the trusts, intents, purposes, conditions, powers, or provisions men- 
tioned in the third section of this Act, or shall have any effect until the same 
have been confirmed by the Chancellor of the said University, as Visitor of the 
College, and shall also have received the approbation of Her Majesty, to be | 
signified by an Order in Council, and forthwith published in the “ London 
Gazette,” and shall have been laid before Parliament : 


And whereas the Principal and Fellows have, in pursuance of the power con+- 
_ ferred on them by the said Act, made certain regulations, ordinances, and 
statutes (hereunto annexed), and such regulations, ordinances, and statutes have 
been duly confirmed by the Chancellor of the said University :

. 2. The principal and fellows shall constitute the governing body and shall, — 
" except as in the statutes or in the Acts is otherwise provided, exercise all the a 

powers of the Corporation constituted by the Act, and have control over all" 
' matters concerning the college, and shall im particular — ( 


(1.), Regulate the administration and discipline of the college; 
(2.) Control the expenditure and property thereof ; 
(3.) Fix the payments to be made by the members thereof ; 


(4.) Regulate the election of fellows and scholars and cahibitioe ale 
and the appomtment of the officers of the college ; 


and shall have power to make, alter, and annul from time to time bye-laws re- 
lating thereto.

If any fellow shall be guilty of conduct which in the judgment of 
two-thirds of the remainder of the governing body, subject to the right of 
appeal to the visitor as hereinafter provided, renders him unfit to remain 
a fellow of the college. 


24, Such conditions as to residence and participation in college work may be 
imposed at the election of future fellows as the governing body may in each 
case determine. 


25. A fellow elect shall be on probation for one year, during which time he 
shall receive the emoluments of his fellowship, but shall not be a member of the 
governing body; upon the expiration of such period it shall be lawful for two- 
thirds of the other fellows, with the consent of the principal, to declare that it 
is not desirable that such election shall be confirmed, and thereupon the fellow- 
ship shall be vacated; provided that when, in accordance with the provisions _ 
of Section 19 of these statutes, a fellow shall be elected without examination, 
the governing body may, if they think fit, admit him without probation.

28. The governing body shall give at least 30 days notice of every intended 
election, and of the conditions thereof, provided that when the governing body 
determine to elect to a vacant fellowship without examination, no such notice 
need be given. 


29. Ifa fellowship shall be vacated within 30 days before the annual day of 


election, the election to such fellowship shall be postponed for such time, not 


less than three calendar months, as the governing body shall determine. 


30. It shall be lawful for the governing body, at a meeting convened after 
notice, to elect distinguished persons to honorary fellowships within the college. 
Persons so elected shall be deemed honorary fellows, and shall not be members 
of the governing body, or receive any emoluments whatever; but shall be 
entitled to enjoy such other privileges and advantages as the governing body 
shall from time’to time determine. The conditions of eligibility to and tenure 
of honorary fellowships, and the mode of election thereto, shall be determined by 
the governing body from time to time. Honorary fellows shall not in the con- 
struction of these statutes be counted among the fellows of the college, nor 
honorary fellowships among the fellowships of the college.

32. The provisions contained in the nine following sections shall apply to 


existing scholarships and exhibitions and the holders thereof, so far as is not | 


otherwise provided by the terms of their foundation, or by any Act, statute, or 
ordinance in force relating thereto, and shall also apply to scholarships and 
exhibitions which may be hereafter founded and the holders thereof, so. far as 
such provisions shall not be expressly modified by the terms on which the endow- 
ment of such scholarships and exhibitions shall be accepted by the governing 
body. : 


33. The election to scholarships and exhibitions shall, as far as possible, be 
held once in each year on such day as may from time to time be determined by

39. It shall be lawful for the governing body, subject to the right of appeal to

vacant, if in their judgment the conduct of the scholar or exhibitioner holding 
the same has rendered such a course just and desirable.

have come into residence as a member of the college. 


41. During the period which may elapse between the vacation of a scholar-.

Tutors. 


42. The number and remuneration of the tutors of the college shall be such 
as the governing body shall from time to time determine, provided that the 
exercise of. this power shall not affect the income of any person then being a 
tutor without his consent. 


43. The principal, with the consent of the governing body at a meeting con- 
vened after notice, shall have the power to dismiss any tutor of the college. 


44. The tutors shall superintend the studies and conduct of the pupils com- 
mitted. to them, and shall, in conjunction with the principal and the; dean, be — 
charged with the discipline of the college. / i 


Dean, Bursar, Lecturers. 


45. The dean, bursar or bursars, lecturers, and other oficen of A college 
not herein otherwise mentioned, shall (subject to the conditions attached to any 
endowments affecting the same) be appointed and removed by the governing 
body, and shall, in addition to the duties herein elsewhere mentioned, perform 
such duties and receive such remuneration (subject as aforesaid) as the governing - 
body shall from time to time prescribe. 


46. ‘The dean shall reside within the college, if required todo so by the 
governing body. He shall present for degrees, ‘and. shall, in conjunction with | 
the principal and tutors, be charged with the discipline of the college. 


47. The bursar or bursars shall, in conjunction with the principal, have the

48. Commoners shall be admitted by the principal, or, in his absence, by the 
dean, subject to the veto of the governing body. Each candidate for admission 
shall present satisfactory testimonials of moral character, and none shall be 
admitted to matriculation but such as shall. have been examined and approved 
in respect of intellectual sufficiency by the educational committee. 


49. All scholars, exhibitioners, and commoners shall, on their admission to 
the college, deposit reasonable caution money, and pay such reasonable fees as 
the governing body shall from time to time appoint. 


. 50. The governing body shall have the power of removing from the college 
books the name of any member of the college not being on the foundation.

51. It shall be lawful for the visitor once in every 10 years (or oftener if and. 
whenever it shall appear to him expedient for enforcing the due observance of 
the statutes to do so), without any request or application by the college or any 
of its members, to visit the college, and to exercise at’ such visitation all the 
powers which are by law incident to the office of visitor of a college. The | 
governing body shall so oftenas they may be required to so answer in ‘writing 
touching any matter as to which the visitor may deem it expedient to inquire 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether the statutes are duly observed.

As often as any question shall arise on which the governing body shall

or bye-law, it shall be lawful for any three members of the governing body to

53. It shall be lawful for the principal or for any fellow, if he shall conceive 
himself aggrieved by any act or decision of the governing body, and for any | 
scholar or exhibitioner who may have been deprived of his scholarship or exhi- 
bition, to appeal against such act or decision or sentence to the visitor, and it 
es lawful for the visitor to adjudicate on such appeal, and to reverse or

“1. That in accordance with the general practice of existing elementary Schools, 

provision may be made for offering prayer and using hymns in Schools provided by 

-the Board at the ‘ time or times” when, according to "Beetion VII., Sub-section IT. of 
the Elementary Education Act, ‘ Religious observances’ may be ‘ practised.’ 

«2. That the arrangements for such ¢ Religious observances’ be left to the discre- 
tion of the teacher and Managers of each School, with the right of appeal to the 
Board by teacher, managers, parents, or ratepayers of the district: Provided 
always— 


“ That in the offering of any prayers, and in the use of any hymns, the pro- 
visions of the Act in Sections VII. and XIV. be strictly observed, both in 
letter and spirit, and that no attempt be made to attach children to any par 
ticular denomination.” 


11. All the children in any one Infant, Junior, or Senior School, shall pay the same 
weekly fee.

15. If exceptional circumstances should appear to render the ostalsline of a Free 
School, in any locality, expedient, the facts shall be brought before the Board, and its 
decision taken upon the special case.

I am directed by the Lord President to request that, at the meeting now 
shortly to be held of the General Medical Council, you will have the goodness 
to bring under the consideration of that body the Bill which has been intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by Mr. Cowper-Temple “to amend the 
Medical Act, 1858, so far as relates to the Registration of Women who have 
taken the Degree of Doctor of Medicine in a Foreign University,” and that you 


will move the Medical Council to favour his Grace with their observations 
upon it. 


It appears to the Lord President that Mr. Cowper-Temple’s Bill, though very 
limited in its direct scope, can hardly fail to raise in Parliament the general : 
question whether women ought to be able to look to Medical Practice, or cer- 
tain branches of it, as open to them equally with men as a profession and 
means of livelihood. And I am to say that, as Government may have to express 
an opinion on this general question, with ‘regard, on the one hand, to women 
who desire to obtain legal status as medical practitioners in this country, and, 
on the other hand, to the examination rules, or other conditions, which prevent 
them from accomplishing their wish, his Grace would be glad that the observa- 
tions with which the Medical Council favour him should not be restricted to 
the particular proposal of Mr. Cowper-Temple’s Bill, but should discuss, as fully 
as the Medical Council may see fit, the ore to which that proposal would 

- contribute.

In reply to the communication addressed to them by direction of the Lord President of 
the Privy Council, the Medical Council have to state that they have felt bound to con- 
sider the whole question of the admission of women to the medical profession. 

The Medical Council are of opinion that the study and practice of medicine and surgery, 

instead of affording a field of exertion well fitted for women, do, on the contrary, present 
special difficulties which cannot be safely disregarded ; but the Councii are not aie 
to say that women ought to be excluded from the profession. 

With regard to Mr. Cowper-Temple’s Bill “‘ to amend the Medical ful 1858, so far as 
relates to the Registration of Women who have taken the Degree of Doctor of Medicine 
in a Foreign University,” considered by itself, and apart from its bearings on the “general 
question whether women ought to be able to look to medical practice, or certain branches of 
it, as open to them equally with men, as a profession and means of livelihood,” the Council 
have found no difficulty in forming an opinion.

The Council are of opinion that any course of legis- 
lation which would interfere with the free action of the universities and corporations 
mentioned in Schedule (A.), in respect to the medical education, examination, and 
licensing of women, is undesirable. 


3. That the examinations of female candidates for a license entitling their names 
to be placed on the register, should be equivalent to those of male candidates. 


The Council have already had their attention drawn to the importance of securing more 
efficient instruction for women who engage in the practice of midwifery, and whose 
services are largely employed, especially by the poor of this country. The Council feel 
very strongly that it is desirable that some means should be adopted for securing a better 
education, and granting certificates of com petency to women who act as midwives. For, 
whilst fully admitting that for the safe and efficient practice of midwifery as a branch of 
medical science, a full and complete education both in medicine and surgery is necessary, 
the Council believe that a much more limited and less expensive education might be afforded 
to women, who after due examination might, as midwives, render valuable service to the 
community, and supply a deficiency long felt and expressed. For women thus educated 
and certificated, it might be desirable that a special register should be provided.

After due deliberation, the Medical Council have to express their opinion that the 
study and practice of medicine and surgery, instead of affording a field of exertion well 
fitted for women, do, on the contrary, present special difficulties which cannot be safely 
ignored, and some of which cannot be obviated. 


(c.) Instead of medicine offering more facilities and less difficulties for women than 
other professions, the Medical Council believe, that as the whole question is looked into, 
there will be found peculiar hindrances, moral and-physical, to the successful: pursuit of 
medicine by women. Moreover, they desire to add that if it be admitted that women 
should enter the medical profession, the existence of an equal fitness in women for other 
professions must be assumed. 


(d.) If, notwithstanding such objections, it should appear to the Government and 
the Legislature, expedient that women, who desire to obtain the legal status as medical 
practitioners in this country, should not be debarred from obtaining that status, the

students of medicine should be conducted entirely apart from those of males. 


2. That, with regard to the “ examination rules or other conditions,” which pre- 
vent women from obtaining a legal status as medical practitioners in this country, it 
would be sufficient if an Act of Parliament were passed which should enable the 
Medical Council to recognise the examinations of the licensing bodies under Schedule 
(A.) of the Medical Act, separately or conjointly, or such other examination or 
examinations as the Medical Council may, from time to time, deem sufficient, for the 
purpose of granting admissions of women to the medical register, under the title of 
“ licensed practitioners of medicine.”

Sir, 

The first part of the letter expresses a desire that his Grace the Lord President of the 
Council should be favoured with the views of the Medical Council on a Bill introduced 
by Mr. Cowper-Temple, “to amend the Medical Act of 1858 so far as it relates to the 
Registration of Women, who have taken the Degree of Doctor of Medicine in a Foreign 
University.” 


In reply thereto, I am directed to observe that the Council cannot approve the Bill, 
seeing that it would propose to confer on women the privilege of registering foreign 
degrees, from which privilege men under the Medical Act, 1858, are excluded, and in the 
opinion of the Medical Council properly excluded, for this reason, that the Medical 
Council has no means of exercising over foreign degrees and their holders the supervision 
and control to which all the licensing bodies of this country, universities, and corpora- 
tions, and the holders of their degrees and licenses are subject under the Act of 1858, 
which supervision and control are most necessary on social, moral, and professional 
grounds. 


The second part of your letter resolves itself into two questions. Firstly, “ Whether 
women ought to be able to look to medical practice, or certain branches of it, as open to 
them equally with men as a profession and means of livelihood.” The branches are not 
enumerated, but the question as to women “ looking to certain branches of medical prac- 
tice as open to them equally with men,” may be considered, the Council suppose, as spe- 
cially referring to midwifery. On this the Council have to observe that, by established 
usage, women from the earliest times have practised midwifery; that in Ireland the 
Local Government Board recognises the right of women to practise midwifery, and pays 
them out of the poor rates ; that they are recognised as most useful officers, and that the 
poor law medical officers throughout the country are very generally most desirous for 
their continuance. It may then be tuken as admitted that this branch of the profession 
should be open to women as at present, but, the Medical Council are of opinion that, certi- 
ficates of competency, or license to practise this branch of medical practice, should be 
only issued after examination by colleges of physicians ur of surgeons or universities, 
and not received, as at present, too generally from other sources. 


The second point is that the Council should discuss as fully as possible the general

In 1873 a report was drawn up on 
special education of women, but the Medical Council took no action in it. It appears to 
have been allowed to drop by common consent. The members of the Council do not, 
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therefore, feel authorised in expressing a decided opinion without first submitting the 


matter to the consideration of the several licensing bodies whose representatives they are ;- 


and if it seem fit'to the Lord President that the members of the Medical Council should 
obtain the views of the licensing bodies whom they represent, they will, as soon as possible, 
obtain the information for the Lord President. 


The Council may, in the mean time, append these observations :—

Should the universities and corporations be unable or unwilling to 
admit women to their degrees, or to admit them as licentiates or members of the respec- 
tive corporations, the Council are of opinion that sufficient provision would be made to 
enable women to obtain a “legal status as medical practitioners in this country,” if an Act 
of Parliament were passed which should enable the Medical Council to recognise such 
examination or examinations as the Medical Council may from time to time deem sufficient 
for the purpose of granting admission of women to the “ Medical Register,” under the 
title of «« Licensed Practitioners of Medicine.”

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The committee having taken this letter into consideration, recommend the General 
Medical Council to adopt the following as the reply to be sent to the Lord President of 
the Privy Council : 


(a.) Inreply to the communication addressed to them by direction of the Lord Presi- 
dent of the Privy Council, the Medical Council have to state that they have felt bound to 
consider the whole question of the admission of women to the medical profession. 

(5.) The Medical Council are of opinion that the study and practice of medicine and 
surgery, instead of affording a field of exertion well fitted for women, do, on the contrary, 
present special difficulties which cannot be safely disregarded; but the Council are not 
prepared to say that women ought to be excluded from the profession. 

(c.) With regard to Mr. Cower-Temple’s Bill “ to amend the Medical Act, 1858, 80 far 
as relates to the registration of women who have taken the Degree of Doctor of Medicine 
in a Foreign University,” considered by itself, and apart from its bearings on the “ general 
question whether women ought to be able to look to medical practice, or certain branches 
of it, as open to them equally with men, as a profession and means of livelihood,” the 
Council have found no difficulty in forming an opinion. By the Medical Act, 1858, the 
Council are precluded from registering foreign degrees, and, consequently, have been 
compelled repeatedly to refuse to register foreign degrees held by men. 

(d.) The reason for this is obvious, viz., that the Council have no means of exercising 
that supervision and control over the education and examination required for foreign 
degrees, to which the licensing bodies of this country, whether universties or corporations 
are, by the Act of 1858, subjected. But this privilege, which the Medical Act refuses 
(and the Council believe, very properly refuses) to men, Mr. Cowper-Temple’s Bill pro- 
poses to grant to women. Against such a proposal the Council feel bound to offer a 
protest, as. being subversive of the main principle of the Medical Act. 

(e.) If it should appear to the Government and the Legislature expedient, that women, 
who desire to obtain a legal status as medical practitioners in this country, should not be 
debarred from obtaining that status, the Council are of opinion that it should be under

1. That in the interests of public order, the education and examinations of female 
students of medicine should be conducted entirely apart from those of male students.

Should the unversities and corporations be unable 
or unwilling to admit women to their degrees, or to admit them as licentiates or 
members of the respective corporations, the Council are of opinion that sufficient 
provision would be made to enable women to obtain a “legal status as medical prac- 
titioners in this country,” if an Act of Parliament were passed which should enable 
the Medical Council to recognise such examination or examinations as the Medical 
Council may from time to time deem sufficient, for the purpose of granting admis- 
sion of women to the “ Medical Register ” under the title of “ Licensed Practitioners 
of Medicine.” The education and examinations for these licenses should be under 
the supervision of the Medical Councilin the same way as is required for the other 
licenses of this country. The Council are of opinion that any course of legislation 
which would interfere with the free action of the universities and corporatious men- 
tioned in Schedule (A.), in respect of the medical education, examination, and licens- 
ing of women, is undesirable.

With regard to the general questions referred to, and on which the Lord Presi- 
dent desires to have the observations of the Medical Council, they would in the first: place | 
remark, that it is a very wide subject, and’ one that appears to them to involve the dis- 
cussion of very grave questions, moral, social, and political, which appertain to the Legis- 
lature, rather than to a Council of Medical Education and Registration. If the Legislature 
should determine that the learned professions, and, therefore, that of medicine amongst 
others, should be thrown open to women as well as men, and that a legal.status should be 
given to women as medical practitioners in this country, it: would be the duty of this 
Council to offer every assistance in their power to the Government in framing: rules for 
the education and examination of women, and in suggesting conditions for giving them 
admission to the Medical Register. The Council; however, cannot: conceal from them- 
selves the serious difficulties that would attend the framing: of: such rules and conditions, 
involving, as they would, the peculiar, and in the opinion of many, almost insuperable 
hindrances, moral, as well as physical, to the efficient education and successful pursuit of 
medicine by women, and demanding in the interest of ‘public order, that both the educa- 
tion and examination of female students of medicine should be, conducted, entirely apart 
from those of males.

SCHEME for the Removal of Shrewsbury School from its actual Site. 


‘Wuerrnas by the Public Schools Act, 1868, 31] & 32 Vict. c. 118, it is enacted as’ 
follows :— 


‘Section 25. Any scheme authorised to be made under this Act may contain all powers 
and provisions that may be thought expedient for carrying into effect its objects: and 
where any scheme authorises the purchase or acquisition of any lands, there shall be 
deemed to be incorporated with such scheme “The Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 4 
1845,” with the exception of the provisions relating to the purchase of lands otherwise - 
than by agreement, and of the provisions relating to entry upon land, to intersected lands, 
and to the recovery of forfeitures, penalties, and costs, and of the provisions relating to . ; 
access to the special Act. ete 


And whereas it is further enacted— 


Section 26. The new governing body of Shrewsbury School may, if they deem it 
expedient, at any time after the passing of this Act, lay a scheme before Her Majesty in 
Council for the removal of the school from its actual site to some other’ place, and may Tan 

‘provide in such scheme for the sale or mortgage of any property belonging to or held in ~ ze 
trust for such school, and for its appropriation to building or other purposes, with power: 
to suspend any scholarships or exhibitions payable out of such property, and for the 
purchase of other property, and for the erection of new buildings on the property so 
purchased, and generally for all matters (including the sale of any surplus property that 
may be purchased, and the investment of the money which may be produced by such 
sale) required to effect such removal in a convenient manner, to the same extent as if 
such governing body were the absolute owners of any property they may be dealing with 
under this section as purchasers, vendors, or otherwise ; and any such scheme shall be 
subject to the same provisions, and, if approved, shall take effect, and be subject to ‘ 
alteration in the same manner as statutes made by a governing body : : ae 

Provided firstly, that any scheme made under this section before the expiration of the — 
powers by this Act conferred on the special Commissioners shall be approved of by them a 
befor being laid before Her Majesty in Council; secondly, that the power of making a Oa

ist January 1870, or such further time as may be determined by Her Majesty as herein- 


after mentioned, but shall continue vested in the new governing body of the said school; 


thirdly, that the school shall not be removed to any site exceeding in distance three miles 
measured in a straight line from the Market Place in Shrewsbury. 
And whereas divers other Acts of Parliament have since been passed, continuing and 


_ enlarging the powers conferred in the above-named Act. 


The governing body of Shrewsbury Schvol do hereby propose by virtue and in pur- 
suance of the powers above-mentioned the following scheme, that is to say :— 


1. With a view to the removal of Shrewsbury School from its actual site, the governing 
body may purchase the pieces of land at Coton’ Hill, near Shrewsbury, described in the 
schedule hereto with plan annexed. 


2. The governing body may appropriate the said pieces of land, or such part thereof 
as they may deem necessary for the use of the school, and may either alter and adapt to 


_ the purposes of the school, any of the existing buildings on the said pieces of land, or 


may pull down the existing buildings thereon, or any of:them, and erect such new 
buildings thereon as they may deem requisite for the use of the school (including 
residences for the master), and may lay out any further part of the said land as a play- 


ground for the scholars, or gardens for the masters, or any like purposes. 


3. With a view to the erection of residences for the assistant masters and of boarding- 
houses, the governing body may grant building leases of any part or parts of the said 
pieces of land, subject to the following restrictions (that is to say ):— 


I. No such lease shall be for any longer term than 99 years, to take effect in 
possession or within six calendar months after the making of the demise. 


II. The rents to be reserved shall be the best yearly rents that can reasonably be 
obtained, without the payment of any fine or premium, but a pepper-corn rent, or 
any rent less than the rent ultimately made payable, may be made during the first 
two years of the term. 


ITI. The lessee shall covenant to erect on the land demised within a reasonable 
time, not exceeding two years after the date of the lease, a suitable residence for an 
assistant master, with proper offices and out-buildings, and either with or without 
accommodation for boarders as the case may be. 


IV. Every such lease shall contain a proviso for re-entry on non-payment of the 
rent reserved or non-performance or non-observance of the covenants contained in 
the lease. 


4. So soon as in the opinion of the governing body the new site shall be ready, the 
school shall be removed to such new site; and thereupon the actual site and the buildings 
thereon shall be discharged from the trusts for the use of the school upon which the 
same are at present held, and shall thenceforth be held upon the trusts and for the 
purposes hereinafter declared. : 


5. For the purpose of raising funds for defraying the expenses of carrying this scheme 
into effect, the governing body may sell or mortgage (but subject as to any such mortgage 
to the restrictions hereinafter provided) any property belonging to or held in trust for the 
school, and shall apply the proceeds of any such sale or mortgage, and may apply any 
capital funds for the time being, belonging to, or held in trust for the school, in or towards 
payment of such expenses: provided that the proceeds of any such sale may be applied in 
discharging the principal moneys raised by any previous mortgage or any part thereof. 


6. No money shall be borrowed by the governing bedy on mortgage of any part of the 
property of the school, to be effected under Article 5, at any higher rate of interest than 
5 l. per cent. per annum; and the governing body shall make provision for discharging 
the principal moneys borrowed within 30 years, either by payment of the same in yearly 
or other instalments, or by the formation of a sinking or accumulation fund out of the 
income of the charity. 


7. The governing body may also sell all.or any part of the actual site of the school, or 
any part or parts of the said pieces of land so to be purchased as aforesaid which may not 
be required for the purposes of the school, either subject or not to any building lease 
thereof to be made under the said power for that purpose at such time or times and in 
such manner and for such sums of money as the governing body may think fit. All 
moneys to arise from any sale made under this article may be applied to the same 
purposes to which the moneys raised by any sale under Article 5 are hereinbefore made 


applicable, and so far'as the same may not be required for those purposes, and in the 


meantime and until the same shall be so applied shall be invested in any of the securities 
which may for the time being be authorised by the Court of Chancery for the investment 
of cash under the control of the Court, and the income of the stocks, funds, and securities
